PHILADELPHIA, March = 7. — 
Judge Harry 8. McDevitt in his 
address to the March Grand Jury 
today paid tribute to New York 
for: providing increased police pro- 
tection, and declared that the ‘‘mis- 
management. of public. affairs by 
the politically ambitious” was to 
blame for lawlessness in Philadel- 
phia. 

“Comparison has been made,” he 
said, ‘“‘between this city and New 
York, and the reduction of crime 
in New York has been attributed to 
the enactment-of laws which we 
have all read. The public over- 
looks the fact that, in addition to 
enacting. those laws, a generous 
community has given the citizens 
the protection of 2,500 additional 
policemen. 

‘“‘We will have lawlessness in this 
community just as long as we have 
an inadequate police force, and we 
will have an inadequate police force 
so long as the public affairs are 
mismanaged and strangled by the 
politically ambitious.”’ 








Frankly With South if Russians 
Are Eliminated.

SHANGHAI, March 7.—A_ reliable 
foreign business house has received a 
telegram from Wuhu saying that that 
city has gone over quietly to the side 
of the Cantonese and that the Gov- 
ernor of Anhwei Province has declared 
for Southern affiliation. Other reliable 
foreign information from Nanking 
states that Marshal Chang Tsung- 
chang has been sending strong forces 
for some days toward Wuhu. 

While not vital, the transfer of this 
important Yangtse province might 
have considerable moral effect. Anti- 
foreign propaganda has certainly had 
a wide effect in winning supporters 
far behind the Northern lines, includ- 
ing Shanghai and even in Peking, but 
on the other hand the Nationalists 
have so definitely established the idea 
that they will take this city that failure 
to do so will be tantamount to a de- 
feat, which would probably have a 
far-reaching effect. 

Thé Shanghai volunteers, which in- 
clude many Americans, are planning 
to parade on Saturday,, the. apniver- 
sary of Sun Yat-senis death, when it 
is expected. that a demonstration by 
the strong Southern faction in Shang- 
hai may be staged. 

South Splitting Into Factions. 


' Although the many reported details 
of the dispute caanot oe corroborated, 
there is now little'doubt that the Kuo- 
mintang, Southern Nationalist Party, 
is rent into factions. Like the Peking 
Government, that at Hankow has 
proved unable to control its military 
leaders. The Hankow authorities are 
also assailed by hostile officials dis- 
placed from Canton when the Southern 
Government’ had its headquarters 
there. 

It is the same old story, namely, that 
when facing defeat groups of war lords 
are able to unite, as the Northern 
Generals did after the Southerners’ ad- 
vance to the Yangtse River, while with 
guccess disagreements develop and 
rivalries revive. No responsible for- 
eigner pretends to have a complete 
knowledge of the alignments, and few 
if any Chinese could accurately detail 
the vast, complex problem, but on 
broad lines the situation deduced from 
many reports and from actions and in- 
actions appears to be th: following: 

The South’s most eminent war lord, 
Chang Kai-shek, remains at Nanchang, 
near Kiukiang, dissatisfied with the 

. Russian-advised Hankow Government, 
whose most conspic »%us civilian mem- 
ber is Eugene Chen, a West Indian 
Chinese educated at an English uni- 
versity and requiring an interpreter for 
communicating with other Chinese. 
When he was imprison.d br a hostile 
Government at Peking in recent years 
he won freedom by a claim to British 
nationality. 


Nanchang Conference a Failure. 


The Nanchang conference, to which 
all the Southern leaders were sum- 
moned for March 1, was not attended 
by any important faction except 


Chang Kai-shek’s own, therefore it 
failed of its purpose. Although to many 
American sympathizers hopeful of 
China’s reunification, peace and prog- 
ress the truth will be deeply disap~ 
pointing, it would be unfair to fail to 
report what appears to be one of the 
primary reasons for the other leaders 
failing to attend the conference, That 
reason is personal insecurity. 

When the Communist faction became 
powerful at Canton the conservatives 
of the Southern Party escaped for 
their lives to Hongkong, some subse- 
quently coming to Shanghai. Not only 
the Northern Confederation, headed by 
the anti-Bolshevist Chang Tso-lin, and 
employing many ex-Czarist soldiers, 
but also many important Southern 
leaders demand the elimination of 
M. Borodin, with whom, if he is: ex- 
pelled, Eugene Chen must go. General 
Chang Kai-shek has long been hostile 
to Communist domination in the party. 

Thus, the report that negotiations are 
proceeding with a view to peace along 
the lines proposed by Chang Tso-lin a 
fortnight ago, namely, that the South- 
erners remain in control south of the 
Yangtse River, excluding Shanghai, is 
believed to be highly probable popliti- 
cally, while the military inactivity of 
the Southerners bears out the report. 


North Controls kKailways. 


Meanwhile, Marshal Chang Tsun- 
chang, by movements of troops along 
the railways south of the Yangtse in 
Kiangsu Province, makes daily more 
secure the North’s retention of Shang- 
hai. It is even reported that Marshal 
Chang intends attacking the Southern- 
ers along the Chekiang border. 

The Northern Coalition now controls 
China's principal trunk railway from 
Mukden, where it connects with the 
Japanese South Manchurian. Railway

JRUGUAYAN FLIERS

Their Moorish Captors Halt at 
Village 30 Miles From Cape Jubi 
to Await Cash Payment.

Uruguay Cables Order to Buy 
Airmen’s Freedom at Any Cost 
—Release Expected Today.

PARIS, Tuesday, March 8.—Confir- 
mation of a report that Major Tadeo 
Larre-Borges, the Uruguayan aviator, 
and his three companions had arrived 
safely at a point on the northwest 
coast of Africa near Puerto Cansado 
yesterday afternoon reached Paris at 
1 o’clock this-morning. — 

The Moorish tribesmen who took the 
South Americans in charge after their 
seaplane crashed on the sand dunes 
at a lonely spot, 100 kilometers north- 
east of Cape Jubi, have halted at the 
village of Dar Tikuidit to await the 
arrival of Spanish officials, who are 
on the way with authorization to fix 
the amount of ransom to be paid to the 
chief of the tribe. This village is 
about forty kilometers (thirty miles) 
from Cape Jubi, and the simple pour- 
parlers leading to the release of the 
airmen are expected to be completed 
early this morning. 

The Uruguayan Government has au- 
thorized the payment of any amount 
rather than endanger the safety of its 
four leading aviators. The tribesmen, 
it is said, have a record indemnity in 
mind, realizing the importance of their 
prize, but the amount demanded has 
not yet been disclosed. 


Tribesmen ‘Officially Friendly.” 


The first dispatches received after 
the four airmen had their miraculous 
escape from death when their coura- 
geous attempt to fly across the At- 
lantic came to grief on Wednesday de- 
scribed the native band that ‘“‘rescued”’ 
them as “friendly” and said that the 
fliers were being brought to Cape Jubi 
under the “protection” of an armed 
caravan. 

It now develops that although the 
tribesmen are ‘“‘officially friendly,” 
they are demanding a large ransom. 

A dispatch from Cadiz told of the 
locating of the aviators at Puerto Can- 
sado. and information arriving early 
this morning confirmed the fact that 
the tribe was holding them there for 
the ransom. 

The Uruguayan Government lost no 
time in cabling its Minister at Madrid 
to spare no money to “‘purchase’’ the 
aviators from the tribesmen, be the 
friendly or hostile, and with this mis- 
sion in view, Spanish and French air- 
men are said to be on the way con- 
veying the offer of money to the chief 
of the tribe.

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TOKIO, March, 7.-A severe earth- 
quake beginning at 6:30 o’clock oc- 
curred tonight in the Osaka-Kobe dis- 
trict, causing great alarm and consid- 
erable but not calamitous damage. 
The death roll is provisionally esti- 
mated to be under 100. The details 
available indicate that these figures 
are more likely to be reduced than in- 
creased by later information.

Known Dead Put at Forty. 


TOKIO, Tuesday, March 8 (4).—Forty 
persons are definitely known to have 
been killed, sixty-seven injured and 
two towns completely destroyed by the 
earthquake that rocked Central Japan 
yesterday, the Home Office announced 
today. 

The cities of Osaka and Kobe in 
Central Japan were shaken by the 
earthquake for three minutes last 
night, causing loss of life and property 
destruction, only fragmentary reports 
of which had been received here early 
this morning. 

The partial collapse of a motion 
picture theatre at Osaka was reported 
by the Nippon Shimbun Rengo News 
Agency, several persons being hurt in 
the débris. 


Reports received by the vernacular 
newspapers from Mineyama are that 
the Tango district, Kyoto prefecture, 
was badly hit by a quake, several hun- 
dred being dead or inju:ed. 


Serious Fires Reported. 


Fires which could not be controlled 
are said to have destroyed several vil- 


lages, while in others numerous houses 
were shaken down. 

Details are meagre owing to inter- 
rupted communications, but Osaka and 
Kobe apparently were not seriously 
damaged. 

Some of the accounts from the area 
received by the Tokio press indicated 
that the casualties were numerous and

ported to have broken out in several 
of the towns affected. 

Among the towns reporting damage 
were Maiyazu, on the western coast, 
and neighboring villages.

Wellesley. Girls Save $250,000 Equipment 
As Fire Wrecks Old Stone Hall. Dormitory 





BOSTON, ‘Mass., March 7.—The en- 
tine student body of Wellesley. College 
assisted today in saving scientific in- 
struments valued at $250,000 when fire 
started on the fourth floor of the Stone 
Hall dormitory, destroyed the roof and 
caused fire and water damage of more 
than $100,000 to the, historic structure. 
College authorities say the fire was 
discovered at 1:30 P. M,, ten minutes 
before 100 students of botany were due 
for classes and five minutes after sixty 
girls had finished their noonday meal 
on the first floor. Widespread. fear 
had been held, at first, that girls were 
in the building, where classrooms are 
on the first, second and third floors. 
The fire was discovered by Miss 
Susan Shepard of Sheboygan, Mich., 
and Miss Harriet Hardy of Baltimore, 
who were passing the building and 
saw smoke coming from the upper 
windows. The girls ran to the. ad- 
ministration building, a short distance 
away, and turned in an alarm.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Sec- 
ond Liberty Loan converted 4% per 
cent. bonds are to be refunded under a 
plan announced today by Secretary 
Mellon under which holders will be 
given the opportunity. of exchanging 
their bonds for new 3%4 per cent. five- 
year Treasury notes. 

The “second 4%%s’’ are callable for 
redemption in whole or in part on and 
after Nov. 15, 1927. Mr. Mellon said 
the Treasury planned to call some.or 
all of them, dependent on conditions, 
and that eventually it was hoped the 
privilege of calling all could be exer- 
cised. 

This huge refunding operation looks 
to the retirement at an early date of 
the converted seconds, which were 
part of the issue of Nov. 15, 1917, and 
which fall due in 1942, but may be 
called any time after next Nov. 15. 

The “second 4%"’ bonds outstanding 
Dec. 31, 1926, amounted to $3,083,671,- 
700. The original issue was $3,807,865,- 
000. The Treasury has retired $703,344,- 
950, and there remained of the “sec- 
ond 4s’’ on Dec. 31, which are not em- 
braced in the refunding plan, a total 
of $20,848,350. 

It is estimated at the Treasury De- 
reartment that the plan will result in a 
saving of $23,000,000 a year, as the 
new notes will be issued at three-quar- 
ters of 1 per cent. less than the out- 
standing ‘‘second 4%%s.’’ 

The offering is additional to the new 
issues of Treasury certificates an- 
nounced yesterday. The refunding is 
expected, with additional receipts from 
the Marck 15 income tax payments, to 
put the Treasury in even stronger 
financial condition. It is believed at 
the department that the increased re- 
ceipts will amount to $550,000,000, as 
compared with $494,000,000 in March, 
1926, due to an increase in the cor- 
poration tax. 


Terms of Treasury’s Offer. 


The circular issued by the Treasury 
Department is as follows: 

“1. Second Liberty Loan converted 
4144 per cent. bonds of 1927-42 are call- 
able for{redemption, in whole or in 
part, on and after Nov. 15, 1927. 

“2. The Secretary of the Treasury of- 
fers for subscription, at par, through 


the Federal Reserve Banks, in ex- 
change for Second Liberty Loan con- 
verted 4% per cent. bonds of 1927-42 
(hereinafter referred to as Second 
4%s) Treasury notes of Series A 1930- 
32 of an issue of gold notes of the 
United States authorized by the act of 
Congress approved Sept. 24, 1917, as 
amended. The amount of the issue 
will be limited to the amount of second 
4%4s tendered and accepted. 

“The notes will be dated March 15, 
1927, and will bear interest from that 
date at the rate of 3% per cent. per 
annum,. payable semi-annually on 
March 15 and Sept. 15 in each year 
until the principal amount becomes 
payable. 

“The notes will mature March 15, 
1932, but may be redeemed at the op- 
tion of the United States on and after 
March 15, 1930, in whole or in part, or 
any interest day. or days, on six 
months’ notice of redemption given in 
such manner as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe.

BARRING NEGRO VOID 


Supreme Court Rules Statute 
Violates 14th Amendment 
of the Constitution. 





RIGHT TO DAMAGES UPHELD 





Ruling Made’ by Holmes on Eve 
of 86th Birthday Seen as 
Asserting Federal Authority.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The ‘Texas 
law barring negroes from voting in a 
Democratic primary election in that 
State was held unconstitutional today 
in a unanimous opinion .by the United 
States Supreme Court., . : 7 

The case in question was that of Dr. 
L. A. Nixon, a resident -and. qualified 
voter of El Paso, against.G,C,.Hern- 
don and. Charles Porras, El Paso 
County election officials. Dr. Nixon, 
@ negro, sought to vote in the State- 
wide primary election of July 26, 1924, 
at which both State and Federal can- 
didates were selected, and the right 
was denied to him under Article 3903-A 
of the Texas statute of 1923, which 
provided that: 

“In no event shall a negro be eligible 
to participate in a Democratic Party 
election held in the State of Texas, 
and should a negro vote in the Demo- 
cratic primary election such a ballot 
shall be void, and election officials are 
herein directed to’ throw out such 
ballot and not count the same.” 


Holmes 86 Years Old Today. 


Justice Holmes read the opinion on 
the eve of his eighty-sixth birthday, a 
fact that was not realized by a major- 
ity of those who listened to the inter- 
pretation of the law by the venerable 
Massachusetts jurist, who was born in 
Boston on March 8, 1841. 

Despite his years, the white-haired 
jurist, as distinguished in appearance 
today as at any time in his illustrious 
career, read the decision in a firm 
voice that carried through the court 
room. The marvelous vitality of the 
distinguished octogenarian was appar- 
ent to al] and was commented upon in 
whispers by many. 

The opinion, setting aside the Texas 
‘white primary” law, was construed 
in some quarters here as a vindication 
of the theory that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has authority to regulate 
primary elections, despite the judg- 
ment to the contrary rendered by the 
high court in the Newberry case. 

It was pointed out that the court 
appeared to have adopted the reason- 
ing of Chief Justice White, who, in a 
dissent in the Newberry case, held in 
effect that a primary could not be 
dissociated from a general election 
and that Congress had power to pass 
legislation affecting both. It was sug- 
gested here that today’s ruling might 
lead to the introduction of bills in 
the new Congress bearing on primary 
elections. 

The outstanding commentator on the 
ruling was Senator Borah of Idaho, 
who said: 

“Today’s opinion indicafes that the 
Federal Government has some author- 
ity over State primary elections.” 

This is a point that has been dis- 
cussed in connection with the Reed in- 
vestigation of conditions in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

When barred from voting at the 
Texas primary, Dr. Nixon had the 
election officials issue to him a certifi- 
cate stating that he had not been per- 
mitted to vote, and upon this incident 
he filed suit for $5,000 damages in the 
Federal court for the Western District 
of Texas. 

This court dismissed the action, sus- 
taining the motion of the defendants, 
who contended that the subject-matter 
of the suit was political and not within 
the court’s jurisdiction and that no 
violation of the Fourteenth and Fit- 
teenth Amendments was shown. . The 
case was then taken to the Supreme 
Court on a writ of error. 


14th Amendment Declared Violated. 


In reversing the lower court, Justice 
Holmes held that the Texas law was 
clearly violative of the Fourteenth 
Amendment and said that he and his 
associates found it necessary to con- 
sider the Fifteenth Amendment. 

Declaring the Texas law to be un- 
constitutional, Justice Holmes said that 
the objection that the subject-matter 
of the sult was political was ‘“‘little 
more than a play upon words.”

British notification to that effect 
may be expected before the week is 
out, probably in the next few days. 
The Japanese acquiescence may be de- 
ferred for a longer period, but there 
is reason to believe that it will be in 
the hands of this Government some 
time next week at the latest. 

This development is certain to cause 

surprise throughout the world, in view 
of statements made at the White 
House last Tuesday on the authority 
of President Coolidge. These state- 
ments were somewhat confusing. 
_ It was indicated very clearly that 
while the President was clinging to 
the hope that his proposal for an in- 
ternational discussion of naval limita- 
tion had not been dissipated by the 
refusal of France and Italy to accept, 
he doubted that a three-power confer- 
ence between Great Britain, Japan 
and the United States would produce 
practical results. 


How His Remark Was Interpreted. 


A rather general inclination existed 
to interpret what was said at the 
White House as notice that the Presi- 
dent had abandoned his effort to 
bring about a conference at Geneva of 
naval powers on the limitation of na- 


conjunction with the proceedings of 
the Preparatory Commission for a 
Disarmament Conference under the 
auspices of the League of Nations. 
Whatever may be the explanation of 
what the President meant, there is 
reason to believe that his statements 
of Tuesday, instead of throwing his 
proposal into the discard, served to 
arouse interest in the three-power sug- 
gestion at London and Tokio and 
brought out that the British and Jap- 
anese Governments were receptive to 
any hint that the United States would 
like them to consider the advisability 


of joining with this Government in a 
naval parley that would not include 
France and Italy. 

Put in another way, the vessimistic 
note from the White Mouse seems 
to have revived the naval conference 
proposal instead of casting it into the 
limbo of diplomatic failures. 

Not only is the groundwork being 
laid for a discussion of the matter of 
having a conference on the limitation 
of naval armaments, but it is by no 
means certain ‘that France and Italy 
have taken themselves entirely out of 
it, as their communication in response 
to this Government’s invitation would 
indicate. Two circumstances appear 
to be responsible for this hope. One 
is the reaction of Geneva, headquar- 
ters of the League of Nations, which 
showed a sympathetic attitude toward 
the American invitation. The other is 
that all the nations concerned have 
obtained and are obtaining a better 
understanding of the intent of this 
Government. 

Bspecially have they been impressed, 
it is surmised, by the knowledge that 
President Coolidge has no thought that 
the naval powers, should they be 
brought together at Geneva, would be 
bound in advance by any hard and set 
principles, any one of which would be 
viewed with suspicion by one or an- 
other of the Governments invited. 

Although this Government from the 
first had no other thought, the British 
public appears to have been impressed 





$80,651,281 in Precious Gems 
Brought From Abroad in 1926

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Im- 
ports of all types of precious stones 
into the United States during 1926 
were valued at $80,651,281, repre- 
senting an increase of more than 
$5,000,000 over 1925, according to in- 
formation made public today by the 
Department of Commerce. 

The 1926 importation of precious 
stones included $13,070,767 worth of 
rough uncut diamonds, compared 
with imports of such stones totaling 
$9,492,328 in the preceding year. Re- 
ceipts of unset diamonds were val- 
ued at $51,361,942, against $49,620,- 
666 in 1925. 

United States purchases of pearls 
abroad in 1926 were valued at 
$5,357,446, a decrease from the 1925 
receipts, which were $6,721,898.

But State Republicans Heed

ALBANY, March 7.—The fate of the 
Cuvillier resolution calling on Con- 
gress to summon a national constitu- 
tional convention to revise the High- 
teenth Amendment will be decided by 
the wet Republicans in both branches 
of the Legislature. Announcement was 
made tonight that the Démocrats, 
with the exception of one .dry up- 
State Assemblyman, would support the 
measure. ; 

This should insure sixty-five votes 
for the Cuvillier resolution in the As- 
sembly. There are sixty-six Demo- 
cratic members there, but one, Powel 
J. Smith of Glens Falls, is Treasurer 
of an ice cream company. Moreover, 
he ran on a dry ticket and was elected 
from Warren County, regarded as a 
Republican stronghold, having a Re- 
publican opponent who was not re- 
garded as dry enough. 

In the Senate there are twenty-three 
Democratic votes, which will be cast 
solidly for the Cuvillier resolution. 

Eleven wet Republicans in the As- 
sembly and three in the Senate, by 
joining hands with the Democrats, 
could carry the day for the Cuvillier 
resolution. 


Impressed by Hilles Warning. 


With almost any other wet measure 
in the balance there is no doubt all 
the Republican votes necessary could 
be obtained. But the Cuvillier resolu- 
tion is in a class by itself, and there 
is distinctly a prospect that the wet 
Republicans will hold aloof. If they 
do, it will go down to defeat. 

There was every evidence at the 
Capitol this evening that the warning 


to Republican legislators advising 
them to oppose the Cuvillier resolu- 
tion, sounded by Charles D. Hilles, 
Republican National Committeeman 
and now leader of his party in this 
State, had strongly impressed them. 
Mr. Hilles, in a communication to each 
Republican Senator and Assemblyman, 
stated that the calling of a constitu- 
tional convention would be less likely 
to affect the Eighteenth Amendment 
than other clauses of the organic law 
which none of its friends would care 
to imperil. 

Were it not for the fears of Mr. 
Hilles and other men of high standing, 
like Louis Marshall, who, in a letter to

Lawrence’s War Book $20,000 a Copy Here; 
Doesn’t Want Heroism With Arabs Exploited 





The complete. 300,000 word story by 
Colonel Thomas Edward Lawrence, 
“uncrowned King of Arabia,’”’ of his 
adventures leading an army of Moslem 
tribesmen during the World War has 
been printed in America and will be 
released on March 18, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by George H. 
Doran, book publisher. It is entitled 
“The Seven Pillars of Wisdom.” 

The edition is limited to twenty-two 
copies, only ten of which are available 
to the public, and the price is $20,000 
a copy. In explanation of the high 
price, Mr. Doran said that the publi- 
cation in America was for the para- 
doxical purpose of suppressing the full 
text of the book. 

Mr. Doran said that neither he nor 
the author was anxious to sell: any 
copies of the book. This unusual situa- 
tion, he explained, was another in- 
stance of the shrinking nature of the 
young Oxford logist who, after

R The board’s action was taken on the 
recommendation of John H. Delaney, 


|| Chairman.of the Board of Transporta- 


tion, and was cheered enthusiastically 
by a hundred persons at the meeting. 
| Mr. Delaney denied the contention of 
opponents of the construction of the 
Fifty-third Street subway that the tun- 
nel was unnecessary. One particularly 
significant remark of his was that uni- 
fication of the city’s rapid transit lines 
was “inevitable.” He did not indicate 
just how he expected this unification 
to be accomplished, and the decision 
to go ahead with the construction of 
the Fifty-third Street subway and a 
system capable of independent opera- 
tion was considered to put the city in 
a better position to bargain with the 
B.-M. T. and Interborough for a re- 
adjustment of their present contracts 
under which these companies operate 
tn® existing subways. 

The meeting was enlivened by a tilt 
between Mr. Delaney and EB. W. Estes, 
managing director of the Central Park 
West and Columbus Avenue Associa- 
tion, the President of which, Jasper A.

BILL ON BEARER STOCKS. 


Measure Would Make Certificates 
of Foreign Issues Negotiable.

ALBANY, March 7.—Assemblyman 
Hofstadter of New York City intro- 
duced a bill tonight amending the per- 
sonal property law by making nego- 
tiable all certificates of stock issued 
to bearer. 

The measure aims to protect inves- 
tors in foreign stocks who have been 
advised that foreign bearer shares 
would in all probability be classed as 
non-negotiable, in view of court de- 
cisions holding that interim receipts 
for bonds were not negotiable. 

It has been a practice in European 
countries, particularly England, France 
and Germany, to permit corporations 
to issue bearer certificates. In the 
United States stock certificates are is- 
sued to a named person, and the stock 
transfer law makes provision for this 
class of stock only. The status of 
bearer shares has therefore been in 
doubt. ‘ 

Interim receipts were made nego- 
tiable by the Legislature last year. It 
is now proposed to give the same de- 
gree of negotiability to bearer shares.

Cuvillier Demands That the Rev. O.

ALBANY, March 7.—An attack was 
made on the Baumes Crime Commis- 
sion by Assemblyman MHackenburg, 
New York City Democrat, when the 
bill extending the life of the commis- 
sion for another year came up for 
passage in the lower house tonight. 
“The Baumes Commission has been 
tearing down some laws that it took 
seventy-five years to place on the 
statute books and it is time that we 
called a halt to such things,’”’ declared 
Mr. Hackenburg. 
“The commission has recommended 
a change in the probation system but, 
that system has been the means of 
making many criminals good citizens. 
Passage of the bill was prevented 
by Assemblyman Maurice Bloch, Dem- 
ocratic leader of the lower house. 

The measure would have appropri- 
ated $50,000 to permit the commission 
to continue its study of ctime. Mr. 
Bloch pointed out that the life of the 
commission expired on March 1 and 
that under the present bill an appro- 
priation was being made for a com- 
mission that was out of existence. 

At the suggestion of Speaker McGin- 
nies Assemblyman Burton D. Esmond, 
Republican of Saratoga, Vice Chair- 
man of the Baumes Commission, had 
the measure laid over until tomorrow. 

During the debate on the bill Assem- 
blyman Cuvillier asked Speaker Mc- 
Ginnies to order the Rev. O. R. Miller, 
Superintendent of the New York State 
Civic League, removed from the floor 
of the House. 

Speaker McGinnies said that the 
Rev. Mr. Miller had a pass which en- 
titled him to come within the rail of 
the Assembly. 


OBJECT TO 48-HOUR LAW. 


Delegation of Women From Restau- 
rants Here Protest at Albany.

NEW TICKET PRICE BILL. 


Cuvillier Would Restrict Sale to 
Theatre Box Office.

Albany, March 7.—Another effort to 
Prevent ticket speculators from charg- 
ing any price they please for theatre 
tickets will be embodied in a bill to 
be introduced tomorrow by Assembly- 
man Cuvillier of New York City.

Frau Stinnes, widow of the in- 
dustrialist, has thrown her influence 
to Hugo Jr., allowing him to manage 
the estate, with the result that Hd- 
mund has become more and more em- 
bittered, according to recent dispatches 
from Berlin. Edmtund is the eldest son 
and feels that as head of the family 
he should have control. 

Not long before his American trip, 
referred to in the foregoing dispatch,

LEGISLATURE VOTES 
NEW JUDICIAL ZONE 


Bill Splits Second District and 
Creates Tenth in Queens, 
Nassau and Suffolk. 








GAIN FOR REPUBLICANS 





Democrats in Both Houses Oppose 
Measure—‘‘Political Blackmail,” 
Cries Senator Downing.

ALBANY, March 7.—Both Senate and 
Assembly tonight passed the Thomp- 
son-Boyle bill which divides the pres- 
ent Judicial District, composed of the 
Counties of Kings, Queens, Richmond, 
Nassau and Suffolk, and creates a new 
judicial district, to be known as the 
eg out of Queens, Nassau and Suf- 

olk. 

In both houses the vote followed 
party lines, the Republicans favoring 
and the Democrats opposing the bill. 

The new Tenth Judicial District 
should give to the Republicans an op- 
portunity to elect Supreme Court Jus- 
tices of their political faith, while in 
the ‘present Second District the over- 
whelming Democratic pluralities in the 
three counties within the City of New 
York have worked wholly to their dis- 
advantage. 

Suffolk and Nassau are both strongly 
Republican. Their combined Republi- 
can plurality is approximately 39,000, 
while the Democratic plurality in 
Queens is approximately 35,000. 

Senator Russell of Kings, a Demo- 
crat, urged that the bill be put over 
until the bar associations of the five 
counties could have their say at a pub- 
lic hearing. Minority Leader Downing 
of the Senate declared that the bill 
had been put in for trading purposes 
by Senator Thompson of Suffolk. 

“It was put in as a piece of political 
blackmail in order to compel the politi- 
cal powers that be in Queens, Kings 
and Richmond to come across and give 
to the Republican counties of Nassau 
and Suffolk recognition and a place on 
the ticket,’’ Senator Downing declared. 
The Republicans ridiculed the state- 
ment. 

As the Senate passed the measure 
introduced by Senator Thompson, and 
the Assembly the measure put in by 
Assemblyman Boyle of Suffolk, either 
the Senate of the Asseembly will have 
to concur in the bill of the other house 
tomorrow before the measure can be 
sent to the Governor. 

It is not believed that Governor 
Smith will approve either the Thomp- 
son or the Boyle bill. Senator Russell 
has a bill of his own providing for an 
additional ten Supreme Court Justices 
in the present Second Judicial District. 

Without debate and by unanimous 
vote the Senate passed the bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Sheridan, a Tammany 
member, which would permit the elec- 
tion of delegates at large to a national 
convention by either the State Com- 
mittee or a State convention. 

District delegates are elected at 
direct primaries under the tiresent law 
and delegates at large must be chosen 
at a spring convention. 

Senator Sheridan said that his bill 
was designed to do away with the 
necessity for holding State conventions 
in the Spring of Presidential years. 


ASKS COOLIDGE TO FIX 
_ NEW RULES FOR RADIO 


Sol Bloom Declares President Can 
Act Though Funds Are Lacking 
—Commission Head Named.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Represen- 
tative Sol Bluom of New York wrote 


to President Coolidge today that there 
was no reason why the new radio 
control law should be scrapped in its 
entirety through the failure of Con- 
gress to appropriate funds for the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission. 

Mr. Bloom took the position that as 
the. Federal statute prohibited any one 
performing voluntary service for the 
Government, the Radio Commission 
was stopped from carrying out the pro- 
visions of the new White-Dill act. He 
declared, however, that if it should be 
held by Executive authority or the 
courts acting in injunctive proceedings, 
that as things stand the Radio Com- 
mission is without power, the situa- 
tion could be remedied by the Presi- 
dent under Section 6 of the law: This, 
Mr. Bloom stated, authorized the Pres- 
ident to prescribe rules as to radio 
broadcasting in an emergency. 

Mr. Bloom insisted that if the com- 
mission could not issue licenses the 
hands of Secretary Hoover were tied, 
and there was no alternative, to avoid 
confusion, except for the President to 
invoke the: provisions of Section 6.

LEADERS ARE FAVORABLE 





Republican Women Hold Legislative 
Conference at Albany—McGinnies 
Addresses Them.

ALBANY, March 7.—-A woman may 
be selected by the Legislature as a 
member of the Board of Regents to 
succeed the late Dr. Charles B. Alex- 
ander of Tuxedo as the result of argu- 
ments made to legislative leaders today 
by Republican women here for their 
annual legislative conference. 

Led by Miss Sarah Schuyler Butler, 
Vice Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, and Mrs. Charles H. Sabin, 
Republican National Committeewoman 
of New York City, the women told the 
leaders they would like to see a woman 
on the Board of Regents, but not be- 
cause she was a woman and only if 
one could be found fully qualified for 
the position. 

Speaker McGinnies of the Assembly 
is understood to have told the women 
that he believed there was logic in 
their argument and that he would not 
stand in the way of the election of a 
woman to the Board of Regents. 

Senator Knight, Republican leader of 
the upper house, is said to have taken 
the same view. 

Mrs. Sabin and Miss Butler made it 
plain that while they did not have a 
candidate for the place they were sure 
there were many women qualified to 
serve as a Regent. 

The Republican women are under- 
stood to have emphasized that recently 
when W. Leland Thompson of Troy 
was elected to the Board of Regents 
as successor to Dr. Albert Vanderveer 
of Albany, the Democrats in the As- 
sembly nominated Miss Mary V. Hun 
of Albany for the post. 

The present Board of Regents, it was 
said, would welcome the election of a 
woman member. It is expeeted that a 
successor to Dr, Alexander will be 
chosen before the Legislature adjourns. 

Speaker McGinnies addressed the 
women at a luncheon at the City Club. 
He told them that prospects for a 
compromise with Governor Smith on 
a water-power policy were not as 
bright as they were a few weeks ago. 
The women urged the Speaker to use 
his influence to have a bill passed 
amending the Child Marriage law, 
which would prohibit the marriage of 
girls between 14 and 16 unless they had 
the consent of a Judge of a juvenile 
court in additicn to the consent of 
their parents.

Factory Will Start This Month 
Supplying Army With Rifles, 
Munitions and Equipment.

Special Cable to Tom New York Times, 
MEXICO CITY, March 7.—Reports 
from the War Department, according 
to El Sol, say that the campaign 
against the rebels promises to be very 
bloody, as orders have been issued not 
to take prisoners. 

A new arms factory which has been 

purchased in Germany will begin op- 
eration this month and the War De- 
partment ‘expects shipments to begin 
within two weeks, relieving Mexico of 
the necessity of buying arms and mu- 
nitions from other countries. 
The factory will make bombs, cart- 
ridges, rifles, artillery, khaki cloth, 
shoes and complete equipment for the 
army. 

Orders have been given to increase 
the guards along the northern border 
of Mexico to prevent the smuggling of 
munitions for rebel groups. 

In an engagement at Monte Grande, 
in the State of Guanajuato, the troops 
of the Fifty-first Regiment defeated 
a band of rebels, killing two. 

Reports from the district of Tehuan- 
tepec state Federal troops defeated a 
group of rebels, killing four. One 


| Federal captain and a soldier were 


seriously wounded. 

Reports from the State of Colima 
tell of a battle with rebels in the hills. 
The rebels fled, leaving two dead and 
one prisoner. The Federals lost one 
soldier killed and one wounded. 

Reports from the State of San Luis 
Potosi say that four prominent citi- 
zens of the City of San Luis Potosi 
were executed on Saturday on charges 
of plotting against the Government, 
The men were former State Governor 
Rafael Nieto, Ponciano Magallanes, 
José Camarillo, Teodoro Uribe. They 
were accused of being leaders of a 
rebellion and convicted by a summary 
court. Feeling in San Luis Potosi is 
running high, as the four men were 
highly regarded. 

Reports from the State of Guerrero 
say that the military campaign against 
the rebels there is progressing satis- 
factorily. A group of rebels attacking 
the town of Ayutla were defeated by 
Federal troops, who killed five rebels. 
One Federal soldier was killed and one 
was wounded.

MEXICO CITY, March 7.—Politicians 
are looking to the expected arrival here 
tomorrow of General Serrano, Gover- 
nor of the Federal District, in the hope 
that it will throw some light on the 
1928 Presidential situation. 

General Serrano visited former Presi- 
dent Obregon at the latter’s home in 
ths State of Sonora, but although Gen- 
eral Obregon arrived here several days 
ago he has refused to say whether he 
will be a candidates for the Presidency 
next year. 


General Serrano is mentioned as a 
candidate who would have the backing 


of the army, but politicians say that 
the question of nominations will re- 
main pretty much in the dark until it 


is known whether General Obregon 
will run. 

In the event of his accepting a nomi- 
nation it is said that General Serrano 
will refuse to run against his personal 
friend, with whom he was Chief of 
Staff when General Obregon was 
fighting against Villa.

Politicians say that General Obregon 
is sizing up the situation. There is 
considerable feeling in Mexico against 
the re-election of a President, and just 
how this feeling is in the army is a 
question which is causing some poli- 
ticians much anxious thought, They 
believe that the support of the army is 
necessary to win. 

If General Obregon finds that the 
army is not supporting him he will re- 
tire and leave the way open for Gen- 
eral Serrano, it is said. The latter is 
well liked by both officers and men. 

The possible candidacy of General 
Arnulfo Gomez, Commander of the 
Federal troops in Vera Cruz, is another 
factor in the situation. If both he and

Employes of Banking House 
Admit Various Interlocking 
Connections. 








WICKERSHAM IS RESENTFUL 





Accuses Plaintiffs’ Counsel of Being 
on a “Fishing Expedition” — 
Forty Witnesses to Come. 





A story of interlocking financing by 
Dillon, Read & Co. was told yesterday 
when the legal battle between a group 
of stockholders of the Goodyear Tire & 
Rubber Co. and Clarence Dillon was 
resumed in New York. 

The stockholders’ group led by F. C. 
Tomlinson, is trying to wrest control 
of the Goodyear Corporation from Dil- 
lon, Read & Co. end their associates. It 
also is seeking an arninting of $15,- 
000,000 profits ellerel to have been 
made by Dillon, Read & Co., charging 
that the banking house profited by the 
use of Goodyear funds. 

Witnesses summoned by the stock- 
holders’ counsel were questioned yes- 
terday in the New Yaad County Law- 
yers’ Association offices, 165 Broad- 
way, before Percy Lowe, a notary pub- 
lic. Before the day ended facts and 
figures had been spread upon the rec- 
ord with the purpose of showing the 
extent of Mr. Ditlen’s interlocking 
financing. 


Admitted the Record. 


For the most part the witnesses were 
noncommittal or pleaded ignorance in 
answer to questions, but the stockhold- 
ers’ attorneys succeeded in getting the 
following assertions into the record: 

1. That after obtaining control of thé 
Goodyear corporation on May 1, 1921, 
a contract was made with Leonard 
Kennedy & Co. of New York to 
take charge of the rubber com- 
pany’s affairs during the period of 
reorganization. At a previous hearing 
in Akron, Ohio, it was revealed that 
the Kennedy company had received 
$926,540 for services extending over 
twenty-five months, this amount con- 
sisting of $250,000 payments annually 
and 5 per cent. of whatever profits the 
Goodyear company might make in ex- 
cess of $10,000,000. 

2. That 45 per cent. of the stock of 
Leonard Kennedy & Co. is owned by 
the Nassau Company of New York, 
the remainder being divided between 
E. G. Wilmer, present President of the 
Goodyear company, and A. A. Schles- 
inger, its Secretary and Treasurer. 
This was sworn to yesterday by 
George N. White, former Secretary of 
Leonard Kennedy & Co. 

3. That the stock of the Nassau 
Company (45 per cent. owner of Ken- 
nedy stock) was owned, for the most 
part, by the wife and children of Clar- 
ence Dillon, and that its officers and 
directors are officers of Dillon, Read 
& Co. This was sworn to by Joseph 
P. Brunt, who said he was secretary 
of the Nassau Company. Mrs. Dillon’s 
ownership has been revealed previous- 
ly by Mr. Dillon himself in his answer 
to the stockholders’ suit. 

4. That soon after the start of the 
Goodyear reorganization the Nassau 
Company transferred large blocks of 
its stock in Leonard Kennedy & Co. to 
dummy stockholders—most of them 
minor employes of Dillon, Read & Co. 
In an effort to establish this, which 
had been obtained from records, sev- 
eral employes of Dillon, Read & Co. 
were questioned, notably Joseph P. 
Brunt, who was a private bookkeeper 
for Mr. Dillon, and who, it was al- 
leged, had received 22,500 shares on 
Nov. 26, 1921. 


Struggle for Information. 


A. B. Thompson, attorney for the 
stockholders, had a difficult time in 
making the Dillon-Read employes 
admit that they had been dummy re- 
cipients of the stock. Records, stock 
certificate numbers, dates of. trans- 
actions, all were flung at them, but 
the answers were either non-committal 
or pleas of ignorance. 

For instance, Dean Mathey was 
called to the stand. He is now a Vice 
President of Dillon Read & Co., but in 
1922 was an employe. 

“Were you aware,” asked Mr. 
Thompson, “that on Oct. 5, 1922, 4,544 
shares of Goodyear stock were placed 
in your name?” 

“T have no _ recollection of 
answered Mr. Mathey. 

Mr. Mathey would admit only own- 
ership of 500 shares, which he said he 
and his father had purchased. Of the 
rest—which totaled 9,756 shares—he 
said he had no recollection, and he 
added that such stock transfers in 
name were common routine practice 
“in the Street.” 

Joseph Louden, once a _ transfer 
clerk and now a wholesaler for Dillon, 
Read & Co., was another witness who 
pleaded ignorance. Mr. Thompson read 
that 2,939 shares had passed into his 
nominal ownership between Decem- 
ber, 1921, and Jan. 8, 1922, but the wit- 
ness averred that he knew nothing of 
the transactions. 

The most important of these wit- 
nesses was Mr. Brunt. He testified 
that he was a private bookkeeper for 
Mr. Dillon and is now Secretary of the 
Nassau Company. He admitted that 
on Nov. 26, 1921, soon after the Good- 
year reorganization, the Nassau Com- 
pany had transferred 22,500 shares of 
its holdings in Kennedy & Co..: The 
Nassau Company’s officers, he said, 
were William A. Phillips, President; 
E. J. Bermingham, Vice President, and 
Joseph P. Brunt, Secretary. The first 
two men named are Vice Presidents of

Interruptions by Lawyers. 


Constant interruptions by opposing 
counsel delayed the progress of the 
hearing yesterday. The stockholders 
were represented by Mr. Thompson

Co., by former Attorney General 
George W. Wickersham; his son, G. 
W. Wickersham Jr., and Robert Pat- 
terson. 

At one time the elder Mr. Wicker- 
sham arose angrily and lectured Mr. 
Crawford for looking through a ledger 
of Leonard Kennedy & Co. while the 
witness, Mr. White, was not on the 
stand. Mr. Crawford .continued turn- 
ing the pages while he was being 
scolded.

organization. When the Dillon-Read 
firm was brought in in 1921, the 
Goodyear company assigned $27,000,- 
000 worth of debentures at 90 to the 
banking interests to which it was in- 
debted, together with 170,000 shares of 
common stock, worth at that time $1 
a share. 

These debentures were bought by 
Blair & Co. and Hallgarten & Co., 
which houses afterward sold the de- 
bentures and stock to Dillon, Read & 
Co. Dillon-Read later sold the de- 
bentures at 98, and the stock, which 
Dillon, Read & Co. controlled, has 
since sold as high as $48 a share in 
the open market. It is quoted now 
around $36 a share.

33 INDICTED AS RING 
IN BEER CONSPIRACY 


Dunnes, Alleged Owners of 
Staten Island Brewery, Said 
to Have Made Millions. 








ONE HAS A $25,000 AUTO 





Two Brothers and Father Still at 
Large—Nine Held in Bail— 
Huge Syndicate Trailed. 





Thirty-two men, one woman and 
four corporations are made defendants 
in a liquor conspiracy indictment 
opened yesterday by Federal Judge 
Robert A. Inch in Brooklyn, before 
whom nine of the defendants were ar- 
taigned. The indictment, handed up 
on Jan. 8 by the December Grand 
Jury, had been ordered sealed by Fed- 
eral Judge Grover M. Moscowitz. It 
names aa head of an alleged syndi- 
cate which handled several million dol- 
lars in. liquor John J. Dunne, who 
owns homes in New Jersey, New York 
and Florida and has a string of race 
horses, 

Dunne, whose whereabouts are un- 
known to the Federal authorities, is 
said to be President of-the Manor 
Brewery at 762 Manor Road, Port 
Richmond, S. i. According to the true 
bill, this brewery, formerly known as 
the Monroe Eckstein Brewery and pur- 
chased by the alleged syndicate on 
Aug. 17, 1923, flooded the East with 
real beer until it was seized on Aug. 
15, 1926. Property valued at $2,000,000 
was confiscated by the Government. 

Federal agents said that Dunne is 
now a man of great wealth as are also 
his father, Bernard, and his brother, 
Joseph, although before prohibition the 
father was a fruit peddler and Join 
J. was a plumber and mechanic. The

which they own. 


Has a $25,000 Automobile. 

John J. Dunne’s automobile, a spe- 
cially built purple and nickle plated 
Cunningham which cost $25,000, is 
known throughout Hudson County, N. 
J., and Dunne always took with him 


a gaudily uniformed chauffeur and a 
footman. Some of Dunne’s friends 
said yesterday that it was not unusual 
for him to ‘‘stage a night club party” 
in New York at which he spent 
from $1,000 to $1,500 between midnight 
and dawn. He owns several fast mo- 
torboats, one.of which attracted atten- 
tion last Summer by its attempt to 
lower the record between New York 
and Albany. One of Dunne’s Summer 
places is at Lake Hopatcong. 

Although none of the Dunnes has 
been arrested, John J. was seen in 
West New York yesterday morning. In- 
terest in the conspiracy indictment 
centres about the Dunnes because 
some of their operations are widely 
known in New Jersey and Staten Is- 
land, where ahey are rated as million- 
aires. 

When the Manor Brewery was seized 
by Prohibition agents Dowling and Mc- 
Knight, Dunne, they said, was there 
and offered to fight either of them 
with his fists upon agreement that, 
should he win the battle, they would 
| permit him to operate unmolested. If 
he lost, he would give them the brew- 
ery. He is a little over 40 years old 
and is wiry and weather-beaten. 

He is said to be financially inter- 
ested also in a brewery at Elizabeth, 
N. J., formerly known as the Peter 
Breidt Brewery. On Jan. 31 the City 
Products Company, at Pearl and Rec- 
tor Streets, Elizabeth, was placed un- 
der guard and 750 barrels of beer were 
seized there. Dunne was listed in the 
warrant issued by Federal Judge Reli- 
stab of Trenton, as owner of that com- 
pany, which was said to have been a 
brewery. Failure to report seizure of 
beer at that place caused the suspen- 
sion of Prohibition Agents E. L.

On a test vote in the Senate this 
year eight Republicans joined with 
the Democrats in support of a wet 
measure. The Assembly, too, is un- 
mistakably wet. 


Bloch Speaks for Democrats. 


The announcement of the Democratic 
attitude toward the resolution was 


made by Assemblyman Maurice Bloch, 
party leader in the lower house. 

“I am going to vote for the Cuvillier 
resolution,” Mr. Bloch said. “It is 
safe to say it will be supported also 
by the other members of my party. 
What Mr. Marshall had to say in the 
way of warning concerning the dan- 
gers with which the holding of a con- 
vention would be fraught merely shows 
his lack of confidence in the common 
sense of the people. 

“If the voters of this country want 
to change their constitution it is their 
right and their privilege to do it. 

“Certainly this attempt to restrict 
their personal habits by constitutional 
inhibition is something on which a 
very large majority of the people de- 
sire to be heard. I think we can bank 
on the good sense of the delegates not 
to upset any of the bulwarks of our 
liberties.”’ ‘ 

Senator Fearon of Onondaga, head of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee and 
one of the Republican leaders, showed 
that the Hilles statement and the Mar- 
shall letter had sunk in deep. 


Fearon Doubts Advisability. 


“I am profoundly impressed,’’ Sena- 
tor ,Fearon said, ‘‘with the potential 
dangers ‘which’ such a _ convention 
might involve. If the call goes out 
and the convention is held, how could 
its activities be restricted to considera- 
tion of one clause of the Constitution, 
the Bighteenth Amendment? Radical 
groups might take it into their heads 
to rewrite the entire Constitution. 

‘“Logrolling and trading between 
this group and that would almost be 
certain to take place and no one could 
tell where it would stop.

OHIO LIQUOR COURTS 
DECLARED ILLEGAL 


Supreme Court Rules Costs as 
Judges’ Compensation Vio- 
lates Constitution. 








NOT DUE PROCESS OF LAW 





Pecuniary Interest in Conviction 
Not to Be Tolerated—Decision 
Will Have Wide Consequences. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, March 7. — Ohio 
stautes under which judicial officers 
presiding in ‘‘liquor courts” collect fees 
from defendants n_ conviction. were 
declared invalid today by the United 
States Supreme Court. The decision 
was unanimous. 

The case was that of Ed Tumey, 
plaintiff in error, against the State of 
Ohio. The question at issue was 
whether the statutes, in providing for 
the trial by the Mayor of a village of 
one accused of violating the State Pro- 
hibition act, deprived the accused of 
due process of law and violated the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Federal 
Constitution because of the pecuniary 
and other interest which these statutes 
gave the Mayor in the result of the 
trial. 

Tumey was arrested and taken before 
Mayor Pugh of the Village of North 
College Hill, charged with unlawful 
possession of liquor. He moved for his 
dismissal, alleging that the Mayor was 
disqualified from trying him under the 
Fourteenth Amendment. The Mayor 
denied the motion, convicted the defen- 
dant, fined him $100 and ordered that 
he be imprisoned until the fine and 
costs were paid. 

The Court of Common Pleas of 
Hamilton County reversed the decision 
of the Mayor. That court in turn was 
reversed by the Ohio Court of Appeals, 
which affirmed the judgment of the 
Mayor. The case came here on a writ 
of error to the Ohio Supreme Court. 


Costs His Compensation. 


The evidence showed that Mayor 
Pugh acted under a village ordinance 
for enforcement of the State liquor 


law, which provided that the Mayor 
should retain his costs in each liquor 
case, in addition to his salary, as com- 
pensation for hearing the case. The 
record showed that between May 11 
and Dec. 31, 1923, the total amount of 
fines and cost collected by this village 
court was upward of $20,000, of which 
the Mayor received $696.35. 

“That officers acting in a judicial or 
quasi-judicial capacity are disqualified 
by their interest in tne controversy to 
be decided is, of course, the general 
rule,” said Chief Justice Taft in to- 
day’s opinion. “It certainly violates 
the Fourteenth Amendment and de- 
prives a defendant in a criminal case 
of due process of law to subject his 
liberty or property to the judgment of 
a court the Judge of which has a 
direct, personal, substantial, pecuniary 
interest in reaching a_ conclusion 
against him in his case. The Mayor of 
the Village of North College Hill, Ohio, 
had a direct, personal, pecuniary inter- 
est in convicting the defendant who 
came before him for trial, in the $12 of 
costs imposed in his behalf, which he 
would not have received if the defen- 
dant had been acquitted. 

“This was not exceptional, but was 
the result of the normal operation of 
the law and the ordinance. Counsel 
for the State assert the validity of the 
ee as an exception to the general 
rule.”’ 


Not Supported by Precedent. 


The Chief Justice pointed out that 
the practice of inferior judicial officers 
receiving fees on condition that they 
convicted the defendants cannot find 


support as due process of law in 
English precedent. He said the prac- 
tice “has prevailed and still prevails 
in Arkansas, Kentucky, Nebraska, 
North Carolina, Georgia, Ohio and 
Texas, and it seems at one time to 
have obtained in Indiana, Oregon, II- 
linois and Alabama.” 

“It is finally argued,’ said Chief Jus- 
tice Taft in conciusion, ‘‘that the evi- 
dence shows clearly that the defendant 
was guilty and that he was only fined 
$100, which was the minimum amount, 
and therefore that he cannot complain 
of a lack of due process, either, in his 
conviction or in the amount of the 
judgment. The plea was not guilty 
and was convicted. 

‘“‘No matter what the evidence was 
against him, he had the right to have 
an impartial Judge. He seasonably 
raised the objection and was entitled 
to halt the trial because of the dis- 
qualification of the Judge, which ex- 
isted both because of his direct pecu- 
niary interest in the outcome and be- 
cause of his official motive to convict 
and to graduate the fine to help the 
financial needs of the village. There 
were thus presented at the outset both 
features of the disqualification.” 





Thousands of Cases Invalid.

CINCINNATI, March 7.—The death 
knell of village liquor courts in Ohio 
and other States was believed to have 


been sounded today when the United 
States Supreme Court upheld Judge 
Stanley Struble of the Hamilton 
County Common Pleas Court in his 
decision setting aside a village court 
conviction on the ground that the 
Judge could not be impartial because 
he would receive a fee in case of con- 
viction and nothing in case of ac- 
quittal. “Judge Struble scored the vil- 
lage- courts as ‘‘commercialized.”’ 

Judges and attorneys viewed the de- 
cision as a victory for personal liberty. 
They said it probably would make the 
convictions of thousands of Ohioans 
on liquor charges invalid.

MOSCOW, March 4.—Within the 
space of a few months the evolution 
of the Chinese people has become of 
such importance to our planet that, in 
the words of the Italian poet, “It fills 
the world with new lights and shades.” 
In order to understand the causes 
and the exact value of the conse- 
quences of this Chinese resistance, I 
am making a journey which will not 
only take me to every field of battle 
among the Chinese themselves but 
to the points of observation of this 
battle from which it is being at- 
tempted to direct it one way or 

another. 

It was logical to begin with Moscow. 
I have just spent several days here, 
not in order to try to appreciate the 
Soviet régime, but to study seriously 
the channels along the lines of which 
this country acts on China and how, 
in so short a time, it has gained a 
position there which, according to the 
English press, is a very considerable 
one. 

An investigation of this nature, which 


must be cerried out in Russia, China, 
Japan and America, must exclude 
every precoriceived idea and. must be 
nothing but strictly objective. My duty 
is to reproduce scrupulously all that is 
said to mé; describe faithfully what I 
see, and reflect without deformation 
those facts which appear certain to 
me. All comment must be postponed 
until the end of my investigation. 


How Russia Won Chinese Friendship. 


Why does Soviet Pussia play a part 
in China, and why, ™ her plans suc- 
ceed, could she form a future Russo- 
Asiatic confederation of 550,000,000 peo- 
ple? The answer is simple. Because 
by a logical and able policy Russia 


has profited by a moment in which 
opinion 1s specially embittered in China 
in order to win over the Chinese. 

The Chinese declared themselves for 
us during the war. True, they could 
not do otherwise, and they helped us 
in mediocre fashion. Yet they took 
part in the peace conference, and as 
they gained practically nothing by it 
the national propaganda of the Kuo- 
mintang received valuable fuel in the 
feeling in cultured circles that they 
had been deceived. 

When one reads the very interesting 
reports compiled by the Jesuit fathers, 
in which Chinese documents of the 
period were methodically translated 
and. classified, one sees that from the 
time of ‘the Treaty of Versailles on- 
ward there has been added to the old 
complaint of the Chinese that they 
were being treated as inferiors, the 
new complaint of being duped and 
betrayed. 

It is here that the Soviet appears on 
the scene. Acting on the advice of 
Oriental experts, it renounced one after 
the other every Russian privilege in 
Asia. Russia’s position at the moment 
was insecure, and ‘White’ armies 
were threatening from various sides. 
It was logical that she should make 
friends in Asia at any price. 


Gave Up All Privileges. 
Acting on the advice of Karakhan, 
Russia made two declarations in 
China—one in 1919 and the other in 
1920—renouncing territorial concessions 
and special tribunais and all unequal 


treaties. She expelled herself virtually 
from 18,000 square kilometers of verit-

THREE MORE BARGES SEIZED. 


Sun Chuan-fang’s Troops Take the 
Standard Oil Vessels.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The seiz- 
ure of three Standard Oil barges on 
the Chinese Grand Canal by troops of 
Marshal Sun Chuan-fang was reported 
to the Navy Department today in ad- 
vices from the destroyer Noa at Nan- 
king. The canal runs from Hangchow 
to Tientsin, and the apparent pur- 
pose of the Chinese was to run the 
barges north with retiring troops of 
the Marshal. Recently two Standard 
Oil launches seized by Chinese troops 
on the Yangtze River were recovered 
by American marines. 
Admiral Williams, commanding the 
Asiatic Fleet, reported to the depart- 
ment under date of March 4 a fight 
between British sailors and Chinese 
soldiers over the possession of British 
baggage at Ichang, on the Yangtze. 
The British “‘got the baggage,’’ the 
Admiral reported tersely. 
The general situation at Shanghai 
had no fresh light thrown upon it by 
official dispatches today. It has long 
been recognized that the city might 
fall as a result of flank movements 
that would not bring warfare to its 
doors, but there has always been -ap- 
parent a hesitation to predict whether 
such an event would be unaccompa- 
nied by anti-foreign demonstrations in 
the city. Should that occur it is felt 
the American and other forces there 
are sufficient to protect their na- 
tionals. 


Fight at Soochow Impends. 


SHANGHAI, March 7 (4).—Heavy 
rains have slowed down developments 
in the tangled military situation here. 

An increasing movement of the Can- 
tonese troops northward is indicated 
by the often conflicting reports re- 
ceived from both sides, with Soochow, 
fifty miles west of Shanghai, their 
probable objective.

Canton Split Extending. 


LONDON, March 7 ().—Reuter’s 
Hankow correspondent declares in a 
dispatch today that there is no ques- 
tion that a definite split is developing 
between the Left Wing of the Canton- 
ese political party (Kuomintang) and 
the Cantonese military leaders. 

Hsu Chien (George Chien Hsu), the 
Cantonese Minister of Justice, heads a 
movement to restrict the growing 
power of General Chang Kai-shek, 
commander-in-chief of the Cantonese 
army.

“It is here,” said M. Radek jovially, 
as we crossed a wide courtyard in the 
snow toward a vast building bearing 
the inscription in gigantic letters, 
“Sun Yat-sen University for Chinese 
Workers.”

An Unusual Professor. 


It is time for a lecture to begin, and 
the large conference room is already 
full. M. Radek enters, climbs the 
little platform and takes some books 
from an attaché case and begins to 


speak in Russian. As he has given 
me his chair he simply sits down on 
the ground, while a young Chinaman 
who acts as translator takes down 
every word in shorthand. 

I doubt whether in any university in 
the whole world one could find a pro- 
fessor of so singular appearance. His 
feet are encased in a pair of enormous 
brown American boots. He wears 
beige trousers and a coat of black 
leather. His face is framed by a thin 
circle of beard, the lips being clean 
shaven. The whole, completed by a 
pair of enormous spectacles, gives him 
the appearance of a cross between a 
notary taken from Balzac and an old- 
fashioned sea captain. 

Apart from a few young men who do 
not understand a word of Russian, in- 
terest is visibly expressed in the faces 
of his hearers. Little, dark, round 
heads sway back and forth and re- 
marks are exchanged and notes taken 
hastily. I learn that about one-third 
of these young people are studying in 
Moscow at the cost of the Canton Gov- 
ernment, another third at the expense 
of their families and the rest no doubt 
receive pecuniary assistance from the 
Soviets. A pretty og girl, listening 
so attentively, is the daughter of Gen- 
eral Feng Yu-hsiang. Béside her is her 
brother. Further down the line is a 
son of the Red General, Chang Kai- 
shek, whose troops are at the gates of 
Shanghai. 


Pupils Question Visitor. 

A little later M. Radek invites me to 
join the audience among a group of 
young men who lived in Paris and 
speak quite remarkable French. They 
question me with insatiable curiosity, 
especially regarding the number of 
people out of work. Evidently they 
have been given serious pictures of 
the economic situation in France. 

I explained to them how in a coun- 
try which is happily endowed and 


supplied with various resources things 
right themselves without doctrinnaire 
intervention. 

In their conversation they always 
harp and harp on the same points. 
The Chinese, they say, are not like the 
French peasantry in being small 
holders of land. It is true that on 
paper they possess their tiny piece of 
ground, but financial stress has forced 
them all to contract loans at usurious 





interest, which has added be their 
enormous taxes and swallowed up 80 
per cent. of their meagre income. 
Asked why they are sent to Moscow, 
they explain that it is because @ rem- 
edy must be found, MJHlsewhere, in 
German, French or American institu- 
tions, they get an education which is 
admittedly magnificent, ‘ut which 
serves them not in the least to solve 
the burning problems which face them 
at home in every village, so to speak. 
Here they are fed th a sort of 
gospel. They are not very sure it is 
a true one, but nevertheless fot the 
first time they no longer hear discug- 
sions on the philosophy of Confucius, 
about which they are utterly indiffer- 
ent, but hear about those things which 
from the daily problems of more than 
three hundred million Chinese laborers.

An Austrian staff officer who has 
served on the Albanian front says that 
the possession of these plates gives 
Italy an incalculable advantage should 
the recent Italo-Albanian treaty lead 
to another war there, as Yugoslavia 
evidently fears. 

Owing to the recent Yugoslav pur-

Mrs. Clarke Seeks $11,000, 
Which She Says Is Due Her 
in Federated Radio. 





SEQUEL TO ‘BLUE SKY’ CASE 


Promotion of the Company’s Shares 
Was Enjoined on Complaint. 
of State Attorney General. 





Mrs. Florence M. Clarke of 998 Fifth 
Avenue has brought suit in the Su- 
preme Court to recover from two bro- 
kerage houses and members of one 
which has dissolved $11,000 which she 
alleged she lost through the purchase 
of stock in the Federated Radio Cor- 
poration. The defendants are the for- 
mer partnership of Carden, Green & 
Co., A. L. Fuller & Co. and E. W. 
Clucas & Co. The suit became known 
yesterday when Justice Cropsey in 
Brooklyn signed an order granting 
change of venue and transferring the 
case from Nassau to New York 
County. 

Mrs. Clarke is socially prominent 
and the wife of Lewis L. Clarke, a 
banker, of 128 Broadway. Her action 
is one result of a suit brought in 1925 
by Attorney General Ottinger, in which 


{| he attacked the radio company under 


the Martin act and obtained an in- 
junction restraining the brokers from 
promoting its stock. 

Mrs. Clarke asserts she purchased 
1,000 shares in the Federated Radio 
Corporation for $17,000. After the stock 
had been offered at $21 a share a 
readjustment plan was put before the 
holders which nrovided for sale of the 
Federated holdings to the Equitable 
Radio Corporation. 

The latter was included in the action 
to restrain brought by the Attorney 
General. This injunction barred 'the 
promotion of securities of both com- 
panies and was granted in September, 
1925. It was said to be the first in- 
stance in which Stock Exchange mem- 
bers were enjoined under the Martin 
Anti-Stock Fraud law and it was one 
of the first cases in which the higher 
court upheld the constitutionality of 
the so-called blue-sky law. 

Mrs. Clarke in her suit said she had 
participated in the reorganization plan 
and she received in return for her 
Federated stock $6,000 and a block of 
shares in the Equitable. It was an- 
nounced at the time of the transaction 
that the Federated Company had 
agreed to furnish suflicient Equitable 
stock to be exchanged at the rate of 
$4 a share, to permit offering the al- 
ternative uf accepting either five and 
a quarter shares of Equitable stock 
for one share of Federated, or $6 in 
cash and three and a quarter shares 
of Equitable stock for one share of 
Federated. Mrs. Clarke says there is 
still due her $11,000 in principal and 
interest. 

At Mr. Carden’s office, 43 Exchange 
Place, it was said yesterday that the 
matter had-been considered settled 
when Mrs. Clarke accepted the reor- 
ganization plan and exchanged her 
shares,

“Tf the defendants’ conduct was a 
wrong to the plaintiff, the same rea- 
sons that allow a recovery for deny- 
ing the plaintiff a vote at a final elec- 
tion allow it for denying a vote at the 
primary election that may determine 
the final result. 

“The important question is whether 
the statute can be sustained. But al- 
though we state it as a question, the 
answer does not seem to us open to 
doubt. 

‘“‘We find it unnecessary to consider 
the Fifteenth Amendment .bécause it 
seems to us hard to imagine a more 
direct, and obvious infringement of the 
Fourteenth. That amendment, while 
it applies to all, was passed, as we 
know, with a special intent to protect 
the blacks from discrimination against 
them.”’ 


Equality Before the Law. 


Then, quoting from the ruling of the 
Court in Buchanan v. Warley, 245 
U. S. 67, 70, Justice Holmes declared 
that the Fourteenth Amendment not 
only gave citizenship and the privi- 
leges of citizenship to persons of color, 
but it denied to any State the power 
to withhold from them the equal pro- 
tection of the laws. * * * 

“‘What is this but declaring that 
the law in the States shall be the same 
for the black as for the white; that all 
persons, whether colored or white, shall 
stand equal before the laws of the 
States, and, in regard to the colored 
race, for whose protection the amend- 
ment was primarily designed, that no 
discrimination shall be made against 
them by law because of their color?’ ” 

“The statute of Texas, in the teeth 
of the prohibition referred to, assumes 
to forbid negroes to take part in a 
primary election, the importance of 
which we have indicated, discriminat- 
ing against them by the distinction of 
color alone,’”’ Justice Holmes continued, 

“States may do a good deal of classi- 
fying that it is difficult to believe ra- 
tional, but there are limits, and it is 
too clear for extended argument that 
color cannot be made the basis of a 
statutory classification affecting the 
right set up in this case.” 


State Had Lost Sight of Case. 


When the case was argued on Jan 4, 
no appearance was.made in the Su- 
preme Court in behalf of the de- 


fendant election officials, who had 
passed out of office. 

Governor Dan Moody, then complet- 
ing his term as Attorney General of 
Texas, was in the Supreme Court 
room during the argument, at the con- 
clusion of which he informed the 
Court that the State had known noth- 
ing about existence of the suit until 
he found it on that day’s assignment 
and obtained permission from. the 
Court to file a brief. 

This was later done by Attorney Gen- 
eral Claude Pollard and D. A. Sim- 
mons, his First Assistant. 





Plan New Party Rules in Texas. 


AUSTIN, Texas, March 7 ().—Possi- 
bility that a solid negro vote could 
carry primary issues in some sections 
of Texas was seen here today by Dem- 
ocratic Party leaders as a result of 
the United States Supreme Court’s 
ruling holding unconstitutional a Texas 
statute barring negroes from Demo- 
cratic primary elections. 

At the same time they thought the 
practical effect of the law’s displace- 
ment would be almost negligible, since 
few negroes now qualify to vote even 
in the general election, although some 
counties have a preponderance of ne- 
groes. 

Governor Dan Moody was of the 
opinion that some legislation should be 
enacted authorizing Democratic Party 





committeemen to formulate rules to 
supplant the Texas statute prohibiting 
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negro voting in Democratic primeries. 
‘Some legislation will be necessary 
to protect the ballot and give that 


the voided statute was designed to 
offer,” said Governor Moody. ‘‘Cer- 
tainly the: Legislature can give the 
Party Executive Committee power to 
fix qualifications of primary voters. I 
take it that such a statute would not 
contravene the Fourteenth. Federal 
Amendment.”’ 





Ruling Gratifies Negroes Here. 


James Weldon Johnson, Secretary of 
the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, 69 Fifth 
Avenue, said yesterday that he was 


happy to see the United States Su- 
preme Court had declared the so- 
called ‘‘White Primary law” of Texas 
unconstitutional. : 

‘‘We began our efforts to rid Texas 
negroes of this law years ago in El 
Paso,” he said, ‘and. have fought it 
through court after court. This is the 
first time we have been able to get a 
definite. decision, and it is from the 
highest court in the land.” 

Mr. Johnson said that most Southern 
States have white primary systems, 
which keep the negroes from voting in 
the really important elections, but 
added that none of them were so 
“bald” as the Texas law in barring the 
negro from the primaries. 

“I regard this decision as one of the 
most far-reaching since the Civil 
War,” he said.

GAS KILLS HENRY DALE; 
ACCIDENT, POLICE SAY 


Manager of Claflin Co. at Time 
of Failare in 1914 Found 
Dead in His Room. 


An echo of the H. B. Claflin Com- 
pany dry goods failure of 1914 came 
last night when Henry Dale, 60 years 
old, who was manager of the Claflin 
dress goods department at the time of 
the failure, was found dead from gas 
poisoning in a furnished room at 27 
East’ Twenty-fourth Street. 

Dale had not been in business since 
the failure, his relatives said, and had 
lived in the furnished room for the 
last three years, although his wife and 


one daughter, Mrs. Charles E. Mc- 
Carthy, live in Nutley, N. J. Another 
daughter, Mrs. Chester A. Willets, 
lives in Flushing. 

In Dale’s room were found three 
cheap watches, a book containing quo- 
tations of railroad stocks and an en- 
velope addressed to Mrs. McCarthy at 
14 Elm Place, Nutley, containing news- 
paper clippings dealing with railroad 
stocks. The police thought the book, 
which was of the kind used in broker- 
age offices, indicated that Dale had 
been employed by a broker, but mem- 
bers of his family said this was not 
the case. They did not know the sig- 
nificance of the clippings or quota- 
tions. 

Death was accidental, according to 
the police. Mrs. Margaret Canton, the 
landlady, smelled gas about 6 o’clock 
and traced t e fumes to Dale’s room, 
which he had not left all day. She 
notified the police, who broke into the 
room and found a tube disconnected 
from a small gas stove. Mrs. Canton 
said Dale lived a life of mystery at 
her house and that she knew nothing 
about his past or his family.

Luxurious Apartments, With 
Gold-Plated Doorknobs, 
to Open Oct. 1. 








’ SITE OF OLD NETHERLAND 





Lobby Designed to Give Effect of 
Ancient Florentine Palace—To 
Accommodate 100 Families. 





The Boomer-du Pont interests an- 
nounced yesterday that they had 
acquired the towered building ap- 
proaching completion on the northeast 
corner of Fifth Avenue and Fifty-ninth 
Street, on the site of the old Hotel 
Netherland, and intended to open it as 
a residential hotel on Oct. 1 under the 
name of the Netherland. It will be the 
last word in city dwelling places, ac- 
cording to the announcement, so ex- 
clusive that only about 100 families 
can be accommodated, and so luxuri- 
ous that every door will have a gold- 


plated door knob and every bathroom 
will have silver-plated fixtures. 

The building has been turned over 
by its owners, the Ninety-sixth Street 
and Fifth Avenue Corporation, to the 
Sherry-Netherland Company, a _ sub- 
sidiary of Louis Sherry, Inc., which in 
turn is a subsidiary of the Boomer-du 
Pont Properties Corporation, which 
owns the Waldorf and hotels in other 
cities. Lucius M. Boomer is President 
of the Sherry-Netherland Company. 
The company announced that the con- 
struction and operation of the Nether- 
land involved a capital of about $10,- 
000,000 


Higher Than Washington Shaft. 


Construction of the building began 
last September and has proceeded as 
far as the coping on the tower. The 
main structure is twenty-three stories,: 
and the tower reaches a height of 
thirty-eight stories, above which will 
be a high-peaked roof and an orna- 
mental lantern like a minaret. The 


total height of the building will be 559 
feet, four feet higher than the Wash- 
ington Monument. The tower. will 
overlook not only Fifth Avenue and 
Central Park but also the North and 
East Rivers, much of Westchester 
County, New Jersey as far as the 
Orange Mountains, Long Island, the 
Sound and on clear days a glimpse of 
the Atlantic Ocean. 
The  archit:cture, according to 
Schultze & Weaver, the architects, 
is an adaptation of Italian Rennais- 
ance suggesting the Romanesque in 
some features. The first offsets are 
on the eighteenth floor, with a series 
of setbacks from that floor to the 
twenty-third, giving opportunity for 
several spacious terraces. 
Entrance to the hotel will be through 
the northerly of three great arches on 
the Fifth Avenue side. There will be 
a recessed stone vestibule with vaulted 
ceiling and a large bronze revolving 
door. The lobby will contain an elab- 
orately worked out conception designed 
to give the effect of the great hall of 
; an ancient Florentine palace, with 
much marble in the walls and wains- 
coting. Piers of St. Genevieve marble 





mental screens and wooden wainscot- 
ing will separate panels of rose For- 
mosa. There will be a vaulted ceiling 
decorated in colors. 


“Sherry Service” in Restaurant. 


The main restaurant, which will have 
‘Sherry service,’ will be on a floor 


below the lobby, and will be reached 
through an ornamental doorway and 
an ornamental staircase. On the level 
of the lobby floor will be a gallery run- 
ning along one side of the room, done 
in Italian Renaissance with a richly 
decorated high ceiling and walls faced 
with Travertine marble. A smaller res- 
taurant on a lower level than the main 
dining room will have walls and vault- 
ed ceiling of antique stone, and will be 
decorated with panels in faience tile 
depicting events in the early history of 
New York. 

Apartments will have from two to 
six master’s rooms. There will also 
be some rooms for transients, but it is 
expected that these will be reserved 
much of the time for guests of resi- 
dents, according to the management. 
Not only the door knobs but the door 
plates, hinges and other metal will be 
gold-plated. Each apartment will con- 
tain a serving pantry with heating 
and refrigerating equipment. Many of 
the bathrooms will be done in cream 
marble and black marble, with plate- 
glass compartments for shower baths. 

Corridors and elevator lobbies on 
every floor will be faced with marble, 
and will have marble pilasters, painted 
and paneled wainscoting and vaulted 
ceilings. 

The old Hotel Netherland was 
erected by William Waldorf Astor in 
the nineties, and was once a gather- 
ing place for the fashionable. 


SHOT DEAD IN CLUB, 
HIS ASSASSIN FLEES 


Member of Madison Street Boys’ 
Organization, 30, Instantly Killed 
By Three Ballets. 








While several members were sitting 
in the Madison Street Boys’ Club at 241 
East Broadway, Samuel Raplansky, 30 
years old, of 184 South Second Street, 


Brooklyn, a member of the club, was 
shot and killed in the hallway early 
this morning. Three pistol bullets, 
fired at close range, all hit him. The 
assassin bounded down the steps and 
was out of sight before the startled 
members were able to rush to the hall- 
way. 

Raplansky’s brother, Harry, was 
among those gathered around the radio 
loud speaker when thee shots sounded. 
He helped put Samuel in an automo- 
bile that rushed him to Gouverneur 
Hospital. Dr. Malich said he had been 
killed instantly. One bullet struck him 
in the left eye, another in the chin and 
a third penetrated his body. All the 
bullets were from a pistol of small 
calibre. 

The club occupies the basement and 
parlor floor of an old-fashioned low 
building. <A flight of steps leads from 
the street level to the parlor floor, and 
a hallway leads into the club’s quar- 
ters. 

Raplansky had been in the club 
earlier in the evening and left about 10 
o’clock. It was just about midnight 
that he returned, and the police Be- 
lieve that the murderer was waiting 
in the hallway and fired as Raplansky 
reached the top step. 

Detectives Whalen and Cohen of the 
Clinton Street station and detectives 
from the homicide squad commenced 
an investigation, but after an hour’s 
questioning members of the club could 
throw no light on any possible motive 
for the shooting or the identity of the

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BALDWIN DEFENDS |

LONDON, March 7.—The. great war 
is a subject.on which even a Cabinet 
Minister now in office may write with 
entire propriety, according to an an- 
swer given by Premier Baldwin in the 
House of Commons this afternoon to 
Labor members who were curious 
about the status of Winston Church- 
ill’s latest war book. 

Cc. G. Ammon, Labor, asked the 
Prime Minister whether the prohibition 
against Ministers writing in news- 
papers might be extended to cover 
books and newspaper articles calling 





into question the conduct of distin- 
guished naval officers. 

Mr. Baldwin replied that as far as 
the war period was concerned no pro- 
hibition of the kind suggested could 
be made. A whole library has been 
published by naval, military and polit- 
ical authorities, the Premier added. 

As for his reflections on the strategy 
of Admiral Jellicoe in the book, Mr. 
Baldwin reminded the House amid 
laughter that a large part of it had 
been written at a time when Mr. 
Churchill was out of office and seemed 
unlikely ever to take office again. 

Asked if the Admiral -and. others 
criticised in the book could reply, Mr. 
Baldwin observed: 

“It is a free country.”

Court Sustains the Secretary’s 
Demurrer in Suit Brought 
by Charles B. Brewer. 








QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE UP 


Decision Holds That Department 
Heads Cannot Be. Sued for 
Reports to President.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Court 
of Appeals of the District of Columbia 
sustained today the demurrer filed by 
Secretary Mellon to a suit for libel 
against him brought by Charles B. 
Brewer, former Assistant Attorney 
|General of the United States. The al- 
leged libel was contained in a letter 
from Secretary Mellon to President 
Coolidge concerning an investigation 
of charges that Liberty bonds had 
been duplicated in the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing and Mr. Brewer’s 
part in conducting the investigation. 

The Court said it found it unneces- 
sary to pass upon the question whether 
Secretary Mellon’s letter to the Presi- 
dent was published in newspapers be- 
fore it appeared in the Congressional 
Record, the point involved being that 
newspaper publication of anything ap- 
pearing in the Congressional Record is 
privileged. 

Justice Robb, rendering the opinion 
of the court, said, in part: 

“It would seriously cripple the proper 
and effective administration of public 
affairs as entrusted to the executive 
branch ‘of the Government if the head 


of an executive department, exercising 
the functions of his office and keeping 
within the limits of his authority, 
should be under an apprehension that 
the motives controlling his official con- 
duct may at any time become the sub- 
ject of inquiry in a civil suit for dam- 
ages. 

“If he acts, having authority, his 
conduct cannot be made the foundation 
of a suit for damages against him 
personally. 


Communication Held Privileged. . 


“The defense of the Secretary is that 
the communication was privileged be- 
cause it wasinc “ial communication 


from the head of an executive depart- 
ment to the President of the United 
States and, second, because it was 
published in the Congressional Rec- 
ord of the United States prior to the 
publication in the newspapers. 

“Counsel for the plaintiff, on the 
other hand, contend, first, that even if 
the letter was, an official communica- 
tion the Secretary exceeded any priv- 
ilege he might have had by sending 
it to the newspapers for publication. 
and, second, that the publication of the 
letter in the Congressional Record oc- 
curred after publication by the Secre- 
tary. 
“The declaration disclosed that for a 
period of three and a half years Mr. 
Brewer conducted an investigation in 
the Treasury Department of the United 
States and elsewhere of supposed 
fraudulent duplications and other 
frauds in the counterfeiting, copying, 
falsification, sale and disposal of 
bonds and other securities of the 
United States, and that he submitted 
written reports to the President of the 
United States and to the Attorney Gen- 
era] of the United States, and that the 
charges were the subject of investiga- 
tion and report by a committee of Con- 

ess. 

“It thus appears that the efficiency, 
and to some extent at least, the integ- 
rity of the ‘l'reasury Department had 
been seriously charged and that public 
confidence in that department might 
have been impaired. Not only was the 
head of the department and the Pres- 
ident interested, but the matter was 
of vital concern to the public. 

“These charges had been given wide 
publicity and it may be assumed that 
the President desired from the head 
of the department involved a compre- 
hensive statement of the facts as they 
appeared to him. * * * 


Reasons for Secretary’s Comment. 


*‘When it is considered that after the 
plaintiff had been engaged in conduct- 
ing an investigation for a period of al- 


most three years and had not, accord- 
ing to the Secretary, progressed be- 
yond the point of suspicion and deduc- 
tion, that the President had designated 
a disinterested and presumably capa- 
ble attorney to consult with Mr. 
Brewer and ascertain what facts he 
had developed, after which Mr. Brewer 
had requested three additional months 
and thereafter submitted a report to 
the Attorney General, which, in the 
view of the Secretary, contained no 
evidence justifying the charges; that 
this report was referred to the 
Treasury; that the Secretary answered 
the report in detail, stating that out 
of approximately $100,000,000,000 prin- 
cipal amount of securities retired by 
the Register of the Treasury during 
the period of 1917 to 1922 there had 
been a loss of only $13,100; that, not- 
withstanding all this, the plaintiff per- 
sisted and inspired a Congressional in- 
vestigation, according to the Secretary, 
by a committee for which he was 
counsel; that no opportunity was of- 
fered the Treasury to cross-examine 
witnesses or make explanation or de- 
fense—we say that when all these cir- 
cumstances are considered, the rea- 
sons for the Secretary's comment be- 
come apparent. 

“The communication relates exclu- 
sively to the charges, to the plaintiff's 
connection therewith, and to the views 
of any real foundation for such 
charges. Whether the views expressed 
by the Secretary are correct or incor- 
rect is not a controlling factor. The 
question is, was he justified, in the cir- 
cumstances, in expressing those views? 
We think he was. 

“The decree is reversed, with costs, 
and the cause remanded.”

STATE AND NATION ASK 
SAME BUILDING SITE 


Board of Estimate Committee to 
Decide Which Will Get Block 


in Civic Centre. 








In connection with Governor Smith’s 
recent letter to Mayor Walker asking 
the city to designate a site for a new 
$7,000,000 State office building in this 
city, it developed yesterday that the 
Federal Government also is seeking 
the block bounded by Worth, Leon- 
ard, Baxter and Centre Streets.

SOME WORK TO BE DELAYED 





Modernization’ of the Battleships 
Oklahoma and Nevada Awaits 
Passage .of Deficiency Bill. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Bids for 
the construction of six cruisers were 
invited by the Navy Department to- 
day. These include the three author- 
ized at the recent session of Con- 
gress in opposition to the President’s 
recommendation. 

The cruiser bids are returnable on 
April 5. How much of the work will 
be let will depend upon a more inten- 
sive examination of the entire build- 
ing program, with first consideration 
being given to the airplane carriers 
Saratoga and Lexington, now under 
construction, and fleet submarines un- 
der repair or about to be laid down. 

A total of $15,900,000 is available for 
construction. The cruisers are of the 
10,000-ton Washington treaty type and 
will cost about $15,000,000 each. 

“Bids for the scout cruisers,’’ the 
Navy Department announced, ‘‘may be 
submitted under three classes: 

“1, For construction of one or two 
scout cruisers complete—hull, main 
turbines, gears, boilers and auxiliaries. 

“2. For construction of one cr two 
cruisers, hull, boilers and auxiliaries, 
with the agreement that the main tur- 
bines will be furnished by the Govern- 
ment. 

“3. For construction of one, two, 
three, four, five or six sets of pro- 
pelling machinery in accordance with 
the Navy Department’s specifications.” 

These proposals are a modification 
of bids requested by the department 
on Dec. 21 for construction of hull and 
machinery of Cruisers 26, 27 and 28, 
which were to be opened by the de- 
partment on March 10. 

These six cruisers were included in 
a program of eight authorized by act 
of Dec. 18, 1924. The first two, the 
Pensacola and the Salt Lake City, are 
under construction, the Pensacola at 
the New York yard and the Salt Lake 
City at Philadelphia. 


The two airplane carriers probably 
will not. be completed until several 
months after the time originally set. 
The Saratoga was to be ready on July 
1 and the Lexington on Oct. 1, but 
they will not be ready before Oct. 1 
and Jan. 1 respectively. The Saratoga 
is being built at Camden, N. J., and 
the Lexington at Quincy, Mass. 

Modernization of the Oklahoma and 
Nevada, including elevation of their 
big guns, will be postponed until Con- 
gress passes the Deficiency bill at its 
next session. The work was planned 
to be begun in October. Congress will 
meet in December. 

The two battleships will be decom- 
missioned at Atlantic Coast navy 
yards early in the Fall and their 
crews distributed on the battleships 
Utah, Wyoming and New York, now 





being modernized, which will be in 


Oklahoma and Nevada will’ be sent to 
the scouting fleet on May 1 and then 
will take the Annapolis midshipmen on 
their annual Summer cruise before 
going out of commission. 

Repair work on the submarine S-48, 
dama, when it ran aground on the 
New land coast a year ago, will 
be stopped by failure of the Defi- 
ciency - bill, which carried $1,080,000 
for that vessel. Work on the V- 
type of fleet submarines will be con- 
tinued. - This includes the V-4 and V-5 
at Portsmouth and the V-6 at Mare 
Island. 

Failure of the Second Deficiency bill 
probably will defer the opening of 
the new American legations in Can- 
ada and the Irish Free State until 
July 1. 

The bill. carried $18,000 for salaries 
of the Ministers and their staffs, and 
maintenance of the legation during 
the rest of the present fiscal year. 


APPROVES 96,000 ACRES 
FOR NATIONAL FORESTS 


Reservation Commission Orders 
Additions in Three States—Hears 
New Hampshire Offer. 





WASHINGTON, March 7 (#).—The 
National Forest Reservation Commis- 
sion met today, under the Chairman- 
ship of Secretary Davis of the War 
Department, and approved the pur- 
chase of 96,000 acres additional to the 
White Mountains National Forest in 
New England, the Allegheny in North- 
western Pennsylvania and the Pisgah 
in North Carolina. 

The commission gave a hearing to a 
delegation from New England which 
urged the purchase of 23,000 acres 
within the boundaries of the White 
Mountain National Forest in New 
Hampshire, containing one of the few 
virgin timber stands in Northeastern 
United States. 

The commission decided it was not 
prepared to make a final decision, and 
stated that if the company owning the 


tract of land would defer building its 
proposed logging railway and logging 
off the timber, the Forest Service would 
make an examination and appraisal 
this Spring to ascertain what could be 
done.

by the White House statement last 
Tuesday that there was no: intention 
on the part of the Unitéd States to 
propose that further reduction of naval 
armaments should be considered., It 
was then emphasized and newspaper 
correspondents were asked to make 
this clear, that limitation of naval 
armaments, not their reduction, was 
sought. . “ ‘ 
Press dispatches from London repre- 
sented that the distinction made at the 
White House had put an entirely new 
complexion on the matter. : 

A Washington dispatch in Ton New 
York Times of March 2 explained 
wherein the distinction lay by describ- 
ing reduction as the scrapping or de- 
struction of battleships under the 
terms of the Washington naval treaty 
of 1922 and limitation as a term de- 
scriptive of an agreement among na- 
tions to restrict their naval building 
programs to an agreement upon the 
number of ships, or a total tonnage 
without regard to the number of ships. 

Public sentiment in the British Isles 
and sentiment in the British Govern- 
ment is represented to be opposed to 
the destruction of expensive naval ves- 
sels already built or in course of con- 
struction. 

In that situation the British Govern- 
ment had a natural inclination to be 
shy of any proposal based on the fun- 
damental that its imposing array of 
cruisers should be reduced by throwing 
an agreed upon number of them into 
the scrapheap. But when it came to 
be understood at. London that Presi- 
dent Coolidge had no thought of reviv- 
ing the scrapping principle applied at 
the Washington conference, but merely 
sought to bring about an arrangement 
for restricting naval building pro- 
grams, Great Britain is supposed to 
have seen the matter in a new light 
and to have concluded that her fleet 
was undergoing no danger by her par- 
ticipation in a naval conference, even 
with France left out. 

The same general considerations 
apply to Japan. In the American invi- 
tation it was suggested that the pro- 
posed conference might consider the 
extension of the 5-5-3 ratio of naval 
strength, applied in the Washington 
naval treaty to capital ships and air- 
craft carriers, to other classes of naval 
vessels. In its response the Japanese 





tation, made clear that it desired not 
to be bound by the 5-5-3 principle. 

It is now well understood, however, 
that the United States Government 
wishes the proposed conference to be 
conducted on the broadest lines. It has 
no intention of suggesting that the 
participating powers bind themselves 
in advance:to adhere to any formula 
of naval limitation or any part of such 
a formula, .- 

In‘ fact, the proposal of the United 
States amounts to a suggestion that 
the naval powers send representatives 
to. Geneva to sit around a table for 
the purpose of seeking to ascertain 
whether it is possible to agree upon 
‘a formula of naval limitation that 
may, be used as a ‘“‘standard,” to 
quote President’ Coolidge’s word, for 
application br. She Preparatory -Com- 
mission on Disarmament or by a gen- 
eral land,. sea ‘and. air disarmament 
conference in which the commission’s 
deliberations may result. 

While nothing has been disclosed 
to warrant any definite statement in 
regard to the reported change in the 
French attitude, it is significant that 
hope still exists that France will be 
willing to take part in a further ex- 
change of views on naval limitation 
to the extent, at least, of ascertaining 
whether it is possible to have a con- 
ference in which France might take 
part without danger to her own in- 
terests. One of the difficulties to be 
overcome in France’s case is her in- 
sistence that disarmament problems 
of land, sea and air are interde- 
pendent and must be considered to- 
gether, a principle which the Pre- 
paratory Commission has adopted. 

It was partly on that decision of the 
Disarmament Commission that France 
based her rejection of the American 
five-power invitation. 

As for Italy, obervers of interna- 
tional affairs have not overlooked the 
possibilities involved in the reported 
action of the Mussolini Government’s 
having one of its diplomatic repre- 
sentatives go to the State Department 
to offer explanations obviously de- 
signed to soften Italy’s refusal of the 
American invitation.

He was 
a witness to the signing of the docu- 
ment. 

After Mr. Best had admitted that the 
services of his firm to the Searles 
estate included drawing up a statement 
of the facts concerning the execution 
of the will and looking up the law as 
to the admissibility of such a state- 
ment in a probate proceeding, he 
denied there was any haste in having 
the document probated.

NEW HAVEN, March 7.—John 
Rockefeller Prentice, grandson of John 
D. Rockefeller Sr., today scored the 
most unusual success of his spectac- 
ular college career at Yale by win- 
ning the sole membership in the So- 
cicty of the Sigma Xi given to the 
junior class. The society’s annual 
choices were announced this evening, 
and numbered eighty in all. 

Students who are eligible are re- 
ceived into membership as associates 
because of marked excellence which 
they have shown in science. The re- 


quirements for associate membership 
assure a majority selection from the 
Sheffield Scientific School and this 
year’s list of associates numbers 
thirty-four, of which twenty-one are 
from the Scientific School, eight from 
the Academic Department and five 
from the Forestry School. Of the 
eight members from the Academic De- 
partment, seven were chosen from the 
class of 1927. Prentice was the only 
selection from the academic class of 
1928. 

It was explained by officers of the 
Yale Chapter tonight that Prentice 
has shown marked distinction in 
chemistry and physics. He is work- 
ing his way through Yale by acting 
as night operator at the telephone ex- 
change of the New Haven General 
Hospital. 

Those eligible to election include 
members of the Faculty who have 
shown noteworthy achievement in re- 
search in some branch of pure or 
allied science, and registered students 
who have demonstrated their aptitude 
for scientific research by the actual 
accomplishment of such work.

SINCLAIR ON TRIAL 
IN CONTEMPT CASE 


Jury Is Quickly Chosen in 
Charges Based on Silence 
in Senate Oil Inquiry. 








WALSH TO TESTIFY TODAY 





Lessee of Teapot Dome Reserve 
Faces Maximum of Year in 
Jalil and $1,000 Fine. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—Harry F. 
Sinclair, head of the oil corporations 
bearing his name and of the Mammoth 


Oil Company, the last named the lessee 
of the Teapot Dome naval oil reserve, 
went on trial in the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia today charged 
with contempt of the Senate. 

The indictment, which is based on 
Mr. Sinclair’s refusal to answer cer- 
tain questions asked him by members 
of the Senate Committee on Public 
Lands, which committee conducted the 
naval oil lease investigation, is the 
first of the kind to come up in the 
District Courts in twenty-seven years 
and the first anywhere since the Su- 
preme Court decided some months ago 
that the Senate in the exercise of legis- 
lative functions had the right to ask 
for and command such information as 
might be necessary in the proper con- 
duct of its business. 

Today’s proceedings of the court, 
which were in the Criminal Branch be- 
fore Justice Hitz, lasted less than three 
hours, or until the jury was completed, 
after which an adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock, 
when District Attorney Peyton Gordon 
will make the opening argument for 
the Government. Immediately thereaf- 
ter the taking of testimony will begin. 

Senator Thomas J. Walsh of Mon- 
tana, who was prosecutor of the oil- 
lease investigation, is expected to be 
the first witness. He it was who asked 
most of the questions of which the 
pending proceedings are the out- 
growth. 


Sinclair in Smiling Mood. 


Mr. Sinclair, just back from Mexico 
City, where he is said to have talked 
over the Mexican oil problem with 
President Calles, appeared the most 
unconcerned man in the court room. 
Debonair and smiling, he listened 
to the contending lawyers as they 
questioned the talesmen but took 
no part in the consultations of 
his counsel, Martin W. Littleton 
of New York and George Hoover 
of this city. Owen J. Roberts of Phila- 
delphia, ex-Senator Atlee Pomerene of 
Ohio and District Attorney Gordon are 
in charge for the Government. 

The examination of the talesmen by 
counsel was to the point and in most 
instances brief. 

The Government sought to ascertain 





whether they. were acquainted with 
any of the counsel for -either | side, 
whether they had formed an ron 
based on -published reports of oil 
investigations, or if the fact that the 
ome tgp were instituted by the 

enate would in any way prejudice 
them against the cause of the Govern- 
ment. Two talesmen let it be known 
they had opinions and both were ex- 
cused by the Court. They were J. R. 
Boling, a brother of Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson, and Richard W. Henderson, a 
real estate broker. 

Mr. Hoover, who examined for the 
defense, asked whether. or not the 
prospective juror was acquainted with 
Senator Walsh of Montana, and fol- 
lowed with a similar inquiry as to 
Senator Smoot of Utah and ex-Sena- 
tor Alva Adams of Colorado, all of 
whom were members of the oil inves- 
tigating committee. None of those 
questioned had personal acquaintance 
with any of these Senators. Mr. 
Hoover also inquired as to whether 
any had relatives in the employ of the 
United States.

The Government did not, as was the 
case when Edward L. Doheny and Al- 
bert B. Fall were tried for conspiracy 
and acquitted, ask that the jury be 
locked up. It was noted that when 
court was adjourned the jury was not 
asked to refrain from discussing the 
case among themselves or with others. 

Nearly three years have elapsed 
since the alleged offense was com- 
mitted. It was on March 22, 1924, that 
Mr. Sinclair appeared before the Pub- 
lic Lands Committee and refused, on 
“advice of. counsel,’’ to answer any 
questions put to him by Senator Walsh 
or other members of the committee. 

He declared in the written statement 
which he read to the committee that 
“I do not decline to answer any ques- 
tion upon the ground that my answers 
may tend to incriminate me, because 
there is nothing in any of the facts 
or circumstances of the lease of the 
Teapot Dome which does or can in- 
criminate me.”’ 

One of the questions related to a 
contract which Mr. Sinclair entered 
into with Fred G. Bonfils, publisher 
of The Denver Post, involving land in 
the Teapot Dome. Another pertained 
to an election contribution to Will H. 
Hays at the time he was Chairman 
of the Republican National Committee, 
and several questions concerned meet- 
ings with Secretary Fall. Mr. Sinclair 
also refused to produce the books of 
one of his corporations. 

If found guilty Mr. Sinclair may be 
jailed for from one to twelve months 
or fined from $100 to $1,000, or both. 

This is the first of the criminal trials 
involving Mr. Sinclair. On April 25 
he is to go on trial with Mr. Fall on 
an indictment which charges con- 
spiracy in the Teapot Dome oil lease. 
After that there will probably follow 
the trial of Fall and Doheny on a 
charge of bribery based on the famous 
$100,000 loan by Doheny to Fall.

He discounted 
the effectiveness of the laws as a 
crime deterrent by saying that the real 
deterrent must be general convictions 
of criminals, rather than severe pen- 
alties for the small number of offend- 
ers caught. 

Telling the clergy gathered at the 
Fraternities Club that he spoke as an 
individual, he advised them to keep 
their heada when stermed by statis- 
ticians telling of crime waves, and de- 
clared he would risk his standing as a 
sqcial scientist on his doubt that a 
erime wave existed. He said he wag 
particularly skeptical of figures pub- 
lished by the Moderation League and 
assailants of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment purporting to show increases in 
drunkenness in cities. 

‘“‘We must remember,” he sqid, ‘thet 
every large city in the coyntry is it 
contro} of a politica] machine whigh is 
wet. 

Assails Palice Work. 

Attacking the police work of the 
country generally, he said; ‘‘No Amere 
ican familiar with pelice records can 
be pround ef them. We have a sordid 
and impossible situation. In the big 
cities leadership is often eagified, often 
under sinister political control, Qut- 
side the big cities, in the thausands of 
communities where the Sheriff is nom- 
inally head of the police work, the 
Sheriff has ceased very largely to be a 
police officer. He is q@ tician, per 
haps. There are nymereous causes, 
such as the fee system, which make 
his police work ineffectual. 

“After the failure of the police, we 
have the failure of prosecutors, The 
general condition there is the prosecu- 
tion of criminals by inexperienced 
boys, pitted against able and veteran 
legal talent pejresenting the criminal.

“A major cause of crime is public 
parsimony in paying for the penal sys- 
tem.

It ig cheaper 
to pass laws doubling the severity of 
penalties, and that is why these laws 
are so popular.”

GOLD VISIONS SPUR=

Claims Staked for Six Miles 
Around Scene of Two Nevada 
Boys’ Rich Strike. 


TONOPAH, Nev.,, March 7 (#).— 
Visions of golden fortunes danced in 
the heads of tenderfeet and sour- 
doughs alike here today as the 
Weepah gold rush changed from a 
sight seeing affair to a serious hunt 
for claims, 

Weepah began today to take on the 
appearance of those mushroom mining 
towns long familiar in the life and 
literature of the West. Tents were 
stretched, newcomers began receiving 
their furniture and the camp moved 
with the activities of homemaking. 

Three alleged claim jumpers ap- 
peared in camp during the day and 
were warned to “get off the ground” 
by the men who had filed previously on 
every claim within six miles.of the 
bonanza located by Frank Horton Jr. 
and James Traynor. 

Week-end crowds and hasty claim- 
ants had their turn yesterday when 
several hundred persons motored to 
the scene of the atrike, which was 
made alst week by two 19-year-old 
boys, #rank Horton Jr., and Frank 
Traynor, sons of prospectors. The 
boys brought in two sacks of gold ore 
which assayed $78,000 a ton. 

Some of the claimants who had sunk 
their stakes first and waited until 
later to ask questions, discovered that 
they had camped on claims which 
were taken out twenty years ago. Out- 
side prospectors began to arrive yester- 
day, and by late afternoon the coun- 
Vina. around the Horton land, on 
which the rich strike was made, was 
staked for six miles in every direction. 

Herton, who, like many prospectors, 
once gained and lost a fortune in the 
game of gold, is laying plans for 
another “pile.” He did not hesitate 
to show visitors, including mine opera- 
torg and metallugists, samples of the 
ore. The land on which the strike was 
made was sold under judgment three 
months ago, with the privilege of re- 
demption within six months. Horton 
expects to redeem the land and begin 
practical development.

STARTED LIFE ANEW 


Canadian Reported Drowned on 
Sinking Ship Lived 10 Years 
Thereafter in Oklahoma. 











BELLEVILLE, Ontario, March 7 (F). 
—A letter received here today notified 
relatives of Captain John Wesley 
Smith that their kinsman was not 
drowned ten years ago, as they had 
believed, when his vessel foundered, 
but had gone to Harrah, Okla., and 
built up a prosperous business. -The 
letter announced the death of Captain 
Smith on Feb. 22 last. 

Ben Wilson, Master of the Masonic 
lodge at Harrah, who wrote the 
letter, was quoted as saying that 
Captain Smith had told him “some of 
the secrets of his life’’ and had asked 
him to ‘notify the folks back home 
when he died.’”’ 

Captain Smith was believed to have 
drowned with eleven others when the 
coal schooner George Marsh, of which 
he was skipper, foundered off Pigeon 
Island, near Kingston, Ontario, on 
Aug. 8, 1917. The only reason given 
for his concealment of his identity 
for ten years was that he wanted to 
start life anew.

The West Side Association of Hotels, 
Inc., with a+ membership including 
owners of hotels on the west side of 
Manhattan north of Sixty-ninth Street, 
announced yesterday that the associa- 
tion was opposed to amending the Tene- 
ment House law to legalize apartment 
hotels. An amendment has been sought 
since the courts ruled that cooking was 
illegal in apartment hotels which did 
not meet Tenement House law require- 
ments. 

“Experience has proven that amend- 
ments to the Tenement House law 
have tended to complicate things and 
as a result hamper the proper en- 
forcement of the law,” the association 
declared. ‘‘We are, therefore, opposed 
to any amendments. 


“It is safe to say that every owner 
or manager of these illegal tenement 
houses has full knowledge that cook- 
ing is going on in his premises con- 
trary to law, and he not alone con- 
dones it but uses such unlawful ad- 
vantage to rent his apartments to the 
detriment of the owners of legal 
structures which represent in dollars 
and cents at least five times the 
amount of capital invested in these 
alleged hotels. 

“An excuse is that people cook even 
in the best hotels. That may possibly 
be true to a very limited extent, de- 
spite the efforts on the part of. the 
management to prevent it. These new 
structures, however, make no pretense 
about stopping it, but on the contrary, 
encourage it. 

“No one will deny that large sums 
have been invested in these illegal 
structures, but such investments were 
not made under any misapprehension 
or misunderstanding of the law. They 
were built by specious evasion of the 
law and in a hope that the laws would 
be winked at. They have the right.to 
operate these buildings legally. accord- 
ing to their own declaration’ of the 
purpose for which the buildings were 
to be used, as non-housekeeping suites- 


legally operated by members of this 
association. . 
“This can be accomplished without 


out any additional cost, by the elimi- 
nation of cooking facilities, sealing up 
of the pantry outlets and an honest 
declaration to tenants and prospective 
tenants that cooking is prohibited.”

DRUG RING EVIDENCE ° 
VANISHES IN BERLIN 


Papers Taken in Raid on Alleged 
International Smugglers Gone 
From Court Archives.

BERLIN, March 7.—The far-reaching 
tentacles of an international narcotic 
ring were felt again in Berlin today 
when it was discovered that important 
documents against drug smugglers 
arrested in December had mysteriously 
disappeared from the archives of the 
criminal court here. The lost papers 
contained evidence that the ring was 
an international organization and gave 
statistics of the amounts illegally ex- 
ported, together with the names of 


consignees in America and other 
countries. 

This development deepens the enigma, 
which is viewed skeptically because of 
the reluctance of any of the authori- 
ties to reveal more than the most 
general outline of the police discoveries 
or the proposed action to break the 
power of the dope exporters. Though 
it was mentioned that a forwarding 
firm was implicated, the names of 
those arrested are withheld from the 
public, as well as the source from 
which vast quantities were obtained. 
Two Russians, Boris Bogdanowski 
and Herz Strykowski, are supposed to 
be heads of the international gang, 
according to information given today 
by a trustworthy source close to Police 
Headquarters. As confederates two 
Russians, Dr, Sikorski and Israel 
Litwak of Riga, are named. 

These were arrested at the same 
time that raids were made simultane- 
ously in Berne, Paris, Copenhagen, 
London, Charbin and Dairen on sus- 
pected distribution centrals. The band 
worked under strict rules regarding 
prices and methods of shipping, selling 
and receiving. The usual method of 
smuggling was to mix the narcotics 
with shaving and cold creams, from 
which the drug was easily extracted. 

Three German chemical works ac- 
cused of making synthetic cocaine in 
large quantities are located in Berlin, 
Stuttgart and Hamburg. Though the 
disappearance of the documents will 
delay court action, it is the intention 
to investigate to the fullest and try 
to convict higher-ups. ‘Those arrested 
in the December raid and released on 
bond will be returned to jail and held 
without bail, it is reported.

Furthermore, it may bring a clearing 
up of one of the most puzzling Paris 
society mysteries in recent years, the 
sudden disappearance and retirement 
into enigmatic oblivion from an adu- 
lated position of one of the most fa- 
mous actresses on the French stage— 
the beautiful Eve Lavalliére, who, at 
the height of a successful career, with 
the public literally worshiping at her 
feet, one day ceased to appear and 
left Paris for an unknown destination

MADRID, March 17.—The Spanish 
Government will soon issue a decree 
placing obstacles in the way of trans- 
mitting titles. During the last ten or 
twelve years hundreds of Spaniards 
have grown exceedingly prosperous 
and the creation of new titles and re- 
habilitation of old ones to satisfy the 
social aspirations of Spain’s new rich 
have doubled.

BOTH SIDES RALLY 
IN CENSORSHIP FIGHT 


Advocates and Opponents of 
Jenks Bill to Clash at 
Albany Tomorrow. 








CHURCHMAN BACKS STAGE 


Dr. Gilbert Declares Ames Plan Is 
Adequate-—Actors Blame the 
Public for Bad Plays. 





Leading advocates and opponents of 
censorship will go to Albany tomorrow 
to be heard on the Jenks bill, which 
would subject plays to censorship both 
before and after production. 

Dr. Charles K. Gilbert, of the Social 
Service Commission of the Episcopal 
Church, will be one of the representa- 
tives of the theatre against the bill. 
He and his associates will argue that 
the Ames plan of self-censorship is a 
workable method for cleaning up the 
stage, without doing the damage to 
imaginative writing which would re- 
sult from .putting playwrights under 
the fear of the censor’s ‘blue pencil. 
Others who will represent the theatre 
will be Elsie Ferguson, Owen Davis, 
Elisabeth Marbury, Arthur Richman, 
Sidney Howard and Frank Gillmore. 

Canon William Sheafe Chase is al- 
ready at Albany planning the presen- 
tation of the case in favor of censor- 
ship. John S. Sumner, Secretary of 
the New York Society for the Suppres- 
sion of Vice, will go to Albany tomor- 


row accompanied by others interested 
in the censorship campaign. 


Will Cite Results of Crusade. 


The advocates of censorship will ar- 
gue that substitutes for censorship 
have not worked. The results up to 


date in the crusade against the stage 
will be used as ammunition in favor of 
censorship. 

“The strongest possible proof of the 
need for censorship is a review of what 
has been happening in New York,” 
said Mr. Sumner. “After permitting 
indecency and nudity to exist fiagrant- 
ly tor many months, the authorities 
have made a sudden desperate effort to 
clean up the stage, but have failed, 
because of the legal complications 
which block their way. 

“The Ames plan will not do. It is 
a censorship plan, but it lacks the 
backing of law. Nobody has to obey 
it, and they cannot make it work 
against a man who has the desire and 
the money to produce a bad play.” 


Actors Blame the Public. 


Elimination of objectionable plays 
through censorship by parents in the 
home and by the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation, which might withdraw its 
members from the plays, were two 
suggestions offered yesterday at a dis- 
cussion of stage censorship at the 
Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce, 32 
Court Street, Brooklyn. Each of the 
four speakers, all representing the the- 
atre, declared political censorship 
should be avoided at all costs. 

Clayton Hamilton, author and play- 
wright, said that Equity could elimi- 
nate objectionable plays by refusing 
to allow its members to act in them. 
Censorship never has successfully sup- 
pressed vulgarity, he contended, and 
adoption of that method would be an 
“appalling calamity.’”” He blamed the 
public for the present condition of the 
stage, saying that the theatre invaria- 
bly followed public taste. Objection- 
able plays now on the stage were pro- 
duced by ‘‘shoestring salesmen,’ he de- 
clared. 

Wilton Lackaye said that censorship 
would either do nothing or would re- 
duce the stage to ‘‘pap and Pollyana.”’ 
He suggested that censorship could 
properly be exercised by parents in 
the home. Stage censorship, in his 
opinion, would result in ‘‘bootleg the- 
atres with more poison in their pro- 


ductions than there is now.’’ He also. 
blamed the public for conditions in the 
theatre and added that the sanest com- 
ment he had heard on the situation 
was the pi 1 to arrest évery mom- 
ber of an audience as he or she left a 
rere after seeing an objectionable 
play. 

Helen Gahagan, actress, questioned 
the need for a censor because she said 
three objectionable plays had been 
closed in the last three weeks without 
political censorship. If the problem 
developed into a choice between objec- 
tionable plays and political censorship, 
she said censorship would be by far 
the worse evil. 

Howard Lindsay, co-author of 
“Tommy,” declared that stage censor- 
ship would make government stupid 
and ridiculous. 

Censorship, if applied to the drama, 
would make it as “antiseptic and 
worthless as art’ as the movies have 
become under their censorship, accord- 
ing to Joseph Wood Krutch, dramatic 
editor of The Nation, who spoke last 
night under auspices of the Educa- 
tional Sociological Club in the audi- 
torium of the Horace Mann School. 

Decrying censorship by Will H. Hays 
in the motion picture field, he con- 
tinued: 

‘We simply cannot allow one person 
to decide what is good or bad for us, 
as is the case with the movies. We 
can’t have censorship of the stage for 
the same reason we can’t have cen- 
sorship of the press. I never saw a 
person whose judgment I would be 
willing to trust as a censor. There 
is something about censorship which 
allows no decent person to touch it.”

If a story were written as it is in- 
variably filmed it is highly probable 
that readers would get fewer and 
fewer.

There isn’t a vestige of 
a character among all the persons that 
flash on and off as the scenes are 
unfurled. Yet there is a sort of lazy 
individual’s diversion about this pro- 
duction. You don’t have to concen- 


trate, and as things pass on you ob- 
serve that a man is killed and you are 
not in the least thrilled or sorry for 
him. Then another man ends his life 
by jumping out of a window. And 
you may say to yourself ‘‘That’s that! 
The heroine is still alive, and so is that 
a individual who is in love with 
er.’ 

This picture was directed by Harry 
Millarde, producer of ‘‘Over the Hill.’’ 
He distinguished himself by his work 
in that old Fox feature, but in this 
new film his situations are artificial 
and his characters are mere images 
based on movie life as it igs reflected 
in its shadows. 

The taxi dancer is not a person who 
dances on top of a taxicab nor one who 
hops in and out of one of those vehi- 
cles, but a girl who is a professional 
dancer, one who goes through the mo- 
tions of a tango, waltz or Charleston 
for a dime, half of which is contrib- 
uted to the establishment that fur- 
nishes her with the floor and a sort 
of uniform. This particular taxi dancer 
is attractive, with the result that she 
finds herself surrounded by admirers. 
These include a popylar male exhibi- 
tion dancer, a millionaire and a gentle- 
man who makes a living by his wits— 
or, rather ,through the witlessness of 
others.

Both will leave for Palmetto, Fla., to- 
morrow. 

‘Cohen was with the Giants last year, 

while Kallina, who appears to have 
possibilities as a first baseman, came 
up to the Giants this Spring. 

They looked unbeatable today when 
they triumphed over the Browns, 13 to 
1, in their first exhibition game of the 
Spring training series, but the students 
of baseball know enough not to make 
predictions of supremacy after just 
one peek. 

Still there were two irrefutable facts 
that came out of this first competitive 
effort. One is that Rogers Hornsby 
isn’t the Hornsby of last year. The 
other is that Bevo Lebouryeau is going 
to play left field at the Polo Grounds 
unless forcibly lifted out of the berth 
by a steam derrick.

Rogers smote two dou- 
bles and a single, scored three runs, 
pivoted a cougle of double plays and 
generally conducted himself as a player 
drawing a salary of $40,000 should, 
which few of them do, 

Of course, there is some excuse for 
him not doing more. He retired from 
the fray in the seventh inning, giving 
way to Andy Cohen, his understudy.

As to Mr. Lebourveau, late leader of 
the American . Association hitters, 
about as much criticism can be ad- 
vanced.

CYCLISTS HURT IN SPILLS 





Dinale Is Knocked Unconscious in 
‘Six-Day Race and McNamara 
Falls Twice. 





A night of wild jamming, inter- 
spersed with spills and sensational 
riding by victory-charged cyclists be- 
fore an enthusiastic crowd of more 
than 10,000 fans, sent the forty-second 
international six-day bicycle race past 
its first twenty-four hours last night. 
in Madison Square Garden.

McNamara and Georgetti first went 
into the lead ahead of fourteen fight- 
ing rivals in a terrific jam which came 
near midnight, gaining a margin of 
one lap. 
Riding with McNamara and Georgetti 
in the thrilling rounds, the teams of 
Harris Horder and Alex McBeath, 
Carl Stockholm and Charley Winter, 
also stole a lap each, thus bettering 
their positions in the race. As the jam 
continued, the teams of Beckman and 
Petri; Grimm and Horan, and Coles 
and Bossi, also gained a lap each. 


McNamara Falls Twice. 


Twice McNamara fell, crashing to 
the boards with a succession of acci- 
dents which only added to the excite- 
ment, but both times he got up and 
remounted though his knees were 
painfully barked and he was badly 
shaken. 

A spill which sent Alfredo Dinale, 
Italian rider, hurtling through space 
as he crashed into the skidding Leroy 
Garrison, Kearny, N. J., rider, round- 
ing the Eighth Avenue turn of the 
track, to land unconscious ten feet 
way on the flat, came as the fourth 
accident of the night, and it put an 
end to the mad riding. 

Then it was found that Alphonse 
Goosens and August Vermeerbergen, 
the Belgian pair, were leading fourteen 
rival combinations, divided into five 
groups. They were tied with McNa- 
mara and the Iron Man’s partner, 
Franco Georgetti, Italian, on mileage, 
but in the point score the Belgians led 
with 31 tallies against 26 for McNa- 
mara and Georgetti.

Jones of Yale Says They All 
Will Tend to Speed Up 
the Game. 





CAVANAUGH IS IN DOUBT 


Calis Game’s Greatest Need the 
Support of Referees—Rockne and 
Young See Improvement.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 7.— 
Without exception, the football rules 
ehanges just ordered will better the 
game for both the spectator and 
player, said Head Coach Tad Jones of 
the Yale eleven in The Yale Daily 
News today. He added: “All of the 
changes tend to speed up the game and 
keep the ball out in the open field as 
guch as possible.” 

Speaking of the rulings on the shift, 
Jones said he thought it was the finest 
thing that had been done for football 
this year and probably for all time. 

Of the lateral pass rule, Jones said 
he thought the revision would increase 
the use of the play. 

‘The advantage,’’ he said, “gained by 
setting the goal posts back ten yards 
is perfectly obvious.. In the past there 
always has been considerable argument 
bout kicking goals from field, since 
a team with a good kicker had only to 
get inside the thirty-yard line to be in 
a@ position to score.” 





Cavanaugh Wants Other Changes. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, March 7.—Major Cava- 
naugh, new Fordham coach, said: ‘‘Our 
real trouble today is not with the rules. 
It is with the conditions. The officials 
have no real support from the Rules 
Committee, the Central Board or the 
colleges. 

“The colleges themselves refuse to 
support an official who is efficient at 
their expense. Let the colleges, and 
especially the Central Board, support 
and protect the officials and the team 
that is in motion after a shift would be 
discovered every time and our troubles 
for the most part would be ended.” 

Cavanaugh believes the fifteen-yard 
penalty for failure to pause one second 
after a shift is too severe. 

“If you make many more fifteen- 
yard penalties,”’ said the Major, ‘‘you 
will knock the legs out from under the 
game.’’ 


McLaughry Sees Harm. 


Tuss McLaughry, whose Brown eleven 
played through most of the crucial 
games of last Fall without relief, be- 
lieves no good can result from cutting 
the number of time outs per half from 
four to three. He also said: ‘I don’t 
like to see anything given to a fumbler, 
but I believe the rule which will pre- 
vent picking up a fumbled punt and 
running for a touchdown is a good 
thing, nevertheless. It certainly will 
help prevent a fluky victory.” 

Cleo O’Donnell, coach at Holy Cross, 
believes the new rules can do no harm 
and may do some good. 

Leo Daley, Boston College’s new 
coach, believes the new rules will help 
eliminate fluke victories. 





Rockne Favors Changes.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., March 7.—Coach 
Knute Rockne approves of the changes 
made by the Football Rules Commit- 
tee, according to a statement made 
here today. 

Rockne said: ‘I’m well pleased with 
everything with the possible exception 
of the backward pass. This seems to 
be an experiment and can only make 
officiating more complicated, but I 
may be wrong, at that., As for the 
shift, the rule seems to be the wisest. 
It retains the strategic advantage, 
whereas other methods would kill the 
shift altogether.”’

The lone representative of the West 
in the national amateur squash tennis 
championship was eliminated in the 


second round yesterday when George 
L. Stocking of the Omaha University 
club, the Western champion, lost to

most killing matches of the year. 

The fact that Stocking carried Mix- 
sell, ranked fourth in the country, to 
17—16, 18—13, assures the Western 
player of a ranking in Class A. None 
but Eastern players have been placed 
in that division in tne past. 

In the first game Stocking gained a 
lead of 14—12,:one point short of vic- 
tory, and in the second led by 13—10. 
In the first instance Mixsell’s service 
saved him, and in the second he 
changed his game to a murderous up- 
and-down attack, and, benefiting by a 
number of nick shots, took ‘eight points 
while holding his opponent scoreless. 


Evenly Matched in Service. 


Stocking’s lack of height was a hand- 
icap then, for the ball ‘‘ballooned’”’ up 
out of reach of his racquet. In the 
furious round-the-court exchanges the 
Westerner fully held his own. He was 
always in position for the ball as it 
caromed off the walls. In service the 
two were about equally matched. 

In the match between G. M. Rush- 
more of the Harvard club, ninth in the 
national ranking, and Harry K. Cross, 
Yale’s brilliant Class C player, who 
holds the national C championship, the 
latter, after losing the opening game, 
12—15, captured the second, 15—5, and 
gained a lead of 13—7 in the final 
chapter. 


Rushmore Ties Score. 


Rushmore pulled up to set a game of 
5 at 13—all. Again Cross jumped into 
the lead, and with the score 4—1 in 
his favor needed only a single point to 
win the match. Rushmore, caught up 
front in the next rally, made a mar- 
velous recovery of an almost hopeless 
shot in back court and then took four 
points in succession as Cross beat him- 
self on errors.

London String Quartet. 


The London String Quartet, under 
the beneficent auspices of Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Shurtleff Coolidge, gave last 
night the first of the six concerts 
which it will give this week in Aeolian 
Hall, at which all of the quartets of 
Beethoven will be performed. The 
quartets heard last night were the 
first three. The program dated 
these quartets as composed in 1800. 
Roughly speaking, the statement holds, 
although the quartet in D major was 
begun as early as 1798.and was fin- 
ished before the quartet in F, com- 
pleted in its original version. in 1799, 
but later revised. Although the F 
quartet comes first as numbered by 
the publisher, it was the second in 
time of composition. Beethoven was 
at work on this quartet and on the 
one in G major at the same time, but 
it is believed that the quartet in G 
major was finished the ‘later of the 
two. Hence it is actually: the third 
instead of the second, as listed in pub- 
lication. ; 

These matters are not sapticuiaite 
important. Much more important is 
the anecdote published by von Lenz 
and borne out by the evidence of one 
of _Beethoven’s notebooks concerning 
the wondrous adagio of the quartet 
in F. 

“After Beethoven had composed his 
well-known string quartet in F major 
he played for his friend the glorious 
adagio, and asked him what thought 
had been awakened by it. ‘It pictured 
for me the parting of two lovers,’ was 
the answer. ‘Good,’ remarked Bee; 
thoven, ‘I thought of the scene in the 
burial vault in ‘“‘“Romeo and Juliet.’’’ 
In one of the notebooks is to be found 
a sketch of this movement and the 
words ‘Les derniers soupirs.’ The 
adagio is indeed of a haunting beauty 
and intensity of feeling, which moves 
us today, and could come only from 
Beethoven. 

Nor were the performances of the 
other two quartets merely a historical 
beginning of a series. These early 
works of Beethoven are extraordi- 
narily clear, concise, idiomatic for the 
instruments employed, and with more 
than a hint of the ruggedness and 
dynamic power of the later days.. The 
first quartets, but what finished 
craftsmanship! They were played be- 
fore they were published at the home 
of Prince Lichnowsky in Vienna. In 
that house and in other places where 
aristocracy patronized music with a 
generosity and intelligence not fre- 
quently encountered today Beethoven 
hai the invaluable privilege of hear- 
ing his music and making many 
changes, as he often did, in the light 
of practical experience before publica- 
tion.

Such en- 
thusiasm comes from one or two 
things—the first few rehearsals, when 
the players .are fresh to the music, 
curious and fascinated by it, or when 
the hardest work and most rigid self- 
criticism has given the score and the 
task a higher value and significance 
than could come in any other way. 
Much poorer music would have been | 
grateful as presented last night. | 
Cheaper music would have been given 
a distinction past its deserts. The 
concert was well patronized.

Americanism in Practice. 


INHERITORS play in three acts, by Susan 
Glaspell. Direoted by Bva Le Gallicnse 
At the Civic Repertory Theatre. 
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For the first eninan production in 
her repertory Miss Le Gallienne is not 
especially happy in the selection of 
Susan Glaspell’s ‘‘Inheritors,’’ put on 
at the Fourteenth Street Theatre last 
evening. Although Miss Glaspell’s 
drama at times reaches true nobility of 
thought and perception—sometimes, in- 
deed, it is the quintessence of poetry— 
the craftsmanship is so ‘anstudled that 
the fundamental truths of the story 
become indifferent drama in the end. 
From American idealism in the first 
act ‘“‘Inheritors” drifts off into a prolix 
Jeremiad in the second and third. The 
pertinence of its attack upon intoler- 
ance toward foreigners was perhaps 
sharper in 1921, when the play was 
first produced, than in this serene era. 
As every one knows, the American Gov- 
ernment has not committed a single act 
of injustice nor a single stupid blunder 
for at least five years. Beyond levy- 
ing. a tax of 1% per cent. upon the first 
$5,000, it is now blameless. 

‘“Inheritors” places effete, modern 
America in perspective against the 
fecund idealism of the Middle Western 
pioneers. The first act, set in a farm- 
house in 1879, chronicle Silas Morton’s 
dream of a college on his hill—a col- 
lege to push life higher into the sun- 
light in order that each succeeding 
generation might bring more to life 
than there had ever been before: In 
this act Miss Glaspell is writing at her 
best. Some of her perceptions of the 
kinship between man and the soil and 
of the inevitability of progress and 
sweep in human aspiration are breath- 
lessly exalted. In poetry, in the philos- 
ophy of Emerson, we frequently en- 
counter this transcendental vision; but 
the stage, for the most part, is blind 
to it. Although this first act lacks 
cohesion, it enjoys the exhilaration of 
a fervent look into the future. One 
wishes that Miss Glaspell might have 
kept her entire play at that level. 

Acts two and three recount the petty 
embroils of modern American life in 
Merton College, which has now sprung 
from the soil of Silas Morton’s hill. 
How shabbily real this pioneer’s dream 
has become! To employ a bloomer com- 
mitted by Mr. Birmingham last eve- 
ning, its present generation seems to 
be ‘“‘the surfittal of the vilest.”” Chau- 
vinism and jingoism run rampant; 
moral courage has given way to ex- 
pediency. _Now that Morton College 
has flourished like the corn in the Mor- 
ton fields, a subsidy from the State 
becomes imperative, for the faster col- 
leges grow the more money they lose. 
When a college: comes ‘before the Ap- 
propriations Committee of a State Leg- 
islature it must come with clean Amer- 
ican hands. But Morton College har- 
bors one professor radical enough to 
believe in social justice, and one fine- 
spirited girl student who takes democ- 
racy at face value. This Madeline 
Morton, granddaughter of the illustri- 
ous founder, takes violent sides against 
the inquisition committee of the under- 
graduates. She falls afoul of the police 
and public opinion at the same time. 
In the third act she weighs the rela- 
tive ethics of standing trial under the 
espionage act or hiding behind the re- 
spectable cloak of her uncle. In the 
end she chooses idealism: 

As this conclusion indicates, Miss 
Glaspell keeps “her shield bright 
throughout the drama. Against com- 
promise in the interests of subsidy, 
against persecution of aliens, against 
the big stick of public prejudice, ‘‘In- 
heritors’’ stands firm and skillfully dis- 
tinguishes the false from the true so- 
cial values. But. the dramatic means 
of expression are less meritorious. Per- 
haps the issue of espionage, the incar- 
ceration and abuse of conscientious ob- 
jectors and the other details that go 
into these last two acts, are based 
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upon actual instances of six or seven. 


years ago. At any rate, the conflict 
between radicals and jingoes lacks 
subtlety today in the theatre. Last 
evening some of Miss Glaspell’s points 
about the American creed brought ap- 
plause from the galleries quite in the 
style of campaign ballyhoo. 

“Inheritors’’. deserves to be vivid 
drama; it deserves to be swift and 
deadly in its ethical attack. 

No doubt the looseness of the per- 
formance was in some measure the 
result of bad fortune. Owing to the 
illness of one member of the cast Mr. 
Birmingham had to substitute in a 
strategic part on very short notice. 
Some of the character portraits are 
imaginatively played. As a _ pioneer 
grandmother Miss Roberts has an ex- 
traordinarly good part to act; she ex- 
presses it well. Miss Le Gallienne is 
deft in the part of an affectionate 
aunt. As Madeline Morton, Miss 
Hutchinson plays with grace and 
depth; she is developing rapidly as an 
actress capable of varied parts. Mr. 
Ross as the visionary pioneer and Mr. 
Crawley as the radical professor com- 
municate their parts with the fervent 
sincerity of Miss Glaspell’s ideas. No 
doubt future performances will have 
firmer dramatic texture.

People were shot on and off stage as 
if they were so many peas blown from 
a@ pea shooter, and the three acts were 
largely a succession of short scenes, 
unsustained and welded into no com- 
plete whole.

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THE LEAGUE AT WORK. 

Meetings of the Council of the 
League of Nations at Geneva have 
now become a matter of course. The 
world has come to accept this great 
agency of international peace and con- 
cillation as an established and indis- 
pensable institution. The United States 
still turns a blind or sheepish eye upon 
it, but other nations flock to it with 
their troubles and hopes. Nothing sen- 
sational is expected to come up at this 
meeting of the Council, though what 
could be more sensational, in fact, 
than to have the gathering under 
the Presidency of Dr. STRESEMANN, 
Foreign Minister of Germany? ‘There 
could be no more significant way of 
marking the distance which has been 
traveled since the signing of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty than to take note of 
Germany a member of the League of 
Nations and heartily working with it 
in the cause of European appeasement 
and stability. 

This does not mean that the League 
has ceased to take interest in the just 
penalties laid upon Germany at the 
close of the war. Indeed, the League 
is taking over one after another of the 
duties of supervising the new Ger- 
many. Allied military control over 
her has given way to inspection by 
agencies of the League. Similarly in 
regard to the administration of the 
Sarre Valley, it is hereafter to be the 
League which will have charge of the 
force necessary to guard the railroads 
and to keep the peace between oppos- 
ing factions. Thus the League marches 
on from strength to strength, all the 
world seeking to keep step with her, 
except America. Yet even the Ameri- 
can Government is forced, with more 
or less shame in the act, to cooperate 
with the League in many matters. It 
should not take a long time to per- 
suade the citizens of the United 
States that what is essential for the 
world is also essential for them. 





AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

In the recent bitter debates in the 
Senate about political conditions in 
various States, North and South, fre- 
quent reference was made to the 
Texas primary law. This forbade 
any negro, however able otherwise to 
qualify, to vote in a Democratic pri- 
mary in that State. This fact was 
referred to by an Ohio Senator as 
an instance of gross discrimination 
against black men. In retort, a 
Southern Senator pointed to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Ohio, which 
forbids any negro to hold office. The 
reply to this was obvious. That pro- 
vision was long ago put into the Ohio 
Constitution and has not been re- 
moved, but it was made wholly inoper- 
ative by the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments of the Federal Consti- 
tution. In actual fact, colored men 
have held all kinds of offices in Ohio. 
All such little skirmishes have now 
been ended by the important decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States yesterday, holding the Texas 
primary law unconstitutional in so 
far as it deprives a negro of his 
right to vote in a Democratic primary, 
Provided he can meet the other 
qualifications. 
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decides not only the immediate issue, 
but indicates what the decision of the 
Court must be if other trials involy- 
ing discriminatory legislation against 
colored men are got squarely before it. 
This, we believe, is the first time that 
the Supreme Court has pronounced 
on the clear issue of the rights of 
black men, as compared with whites, 
under the constitutional amendments 
adopted after the Civil War. In the 
decision read by Justice HoLMEs, and 
concurred in by all the members 
of the Supreme Court, it is tersely 
stated that ‘‘the laws of all States 
“must stand for the black the same 
‘as the white.” Much was made be- 
fore the Court with the argument 
that the case involved merely a “ po- 
litical question.” As a rule, the Judges 
do not interfere with legislation that 
can properly be described as political 
—not involving, that is, a fundamental 
right of which the Court must take 
judicial notice. In this case Justice 
Ho.LMEs dismissed the contention that 
the denial to negroes of their consti- 
tutional rights should be regarded as 
merely political, as being ‘‘ little more 
than a play upon words.” The Judges 
had to go to the essence of the matter. 
Probably even in Texas it will now 
be admitted that the statute held in- 
valid. by the Supreme Court was all 
along a mistake. It was quite need- 
less. There cannot be enough Dem- 
ocratic negroes in Texas to trouble the 
party managers. A law barring the 
colored men from the Democratic 
primary was unnecessary and also 
offensive, and raised the constitutional 
issue in a way which, when fought 
through from the lower courts as it 


made a specialty of seeking to secure 
the rights of negroes through the 
courts, the Supreme Court could not 
avoid passing upon positively. This 
it has now done, and the result will 
be something like a judicial landmark, 
besides being big with political con- 
sequences, 





THE TREASURY’S FINANCE PLANS. 
Most people familiar with the public 
debt maturities were puzzled when 
Secretary MELLON’s announcement 
yesterday morning made no proposal 
for anticipating either next year’s 
$2,000,000,000 maturity of the Third 
Liberty loan or next Autumn’s op- 
tional retirement of the $3,000,000,000 
Second Liberty loan, but only pro- 
vided for redemption of $668,000,000 
4% per cents, extended in 1923 from 
the then maturing Victory loan. But 
later yesterday came the Secretary’s 
plan for immediate conversion of the 
Second Liberty 4% per cent. loan into 
a 31% per cent. loan to run five years. 
The extent to which this offer is ac- 
cepted by the holders will provide an 
extremely interesting indication of 
the prospect for those larger refund- 
ing operations which will follow. 

The 314 per cent. rate is the lowest 
at which any long-term United States 
bond has been placed since pre-war 
days, with the single exception of the 
First Liberty loan, which had tax 
exemption privileges. On Dec. 15, 
1924, a thirty-year loan with optional 
redemption in twenty years was 
offered at 4 per cent. and extremely 
well received. Whereas the Treasury 
offered “‘ $200,000,000 or thereabouts,” 
cash applications amounted to no 
less than $1,460,530,000. Last March 
a thirty-year 3% per cent. loan was 
floated at 100%%. Secretary MELLON 
has evidently made up his mind that 
the Government is entitled to larger 
concessions at the present time and 
has shaped his policy accordingly. 

The earlier announcement regarding 
the routine financing of March 15 
has some significant aspects. The 
Treasury offers $450,000,000 in new 
short-term obligations, for subscrip- 
tion either in cash or in the maturing 
4% per cents, which shows that some- 
thing like $200,000,000 of the matu- 
rity will be met from the Treasury’s 
own surplus. Furthermore, the new 
certificates offered bear interest only 
at 8% and 3% per cent. and run only 
six and twelve months. This is not 
the lowest rate thus far, for similar 
loans running a year or less were 
placed at 8 per cent. in March and 
June of 1925 and at 2% in June and 
September of 1924. But the minimum 
rate now announced is lower than 
any fixed in a year and a half. On 
all of those previous occasions the 
successful placing of obligations at so 
low an interest rate was assumed 
to foreshadow another twelvemonth 
of easy money, and the expectation 
proved to be correct. 

The large amount of the March 15 
maturity which the Treasury will re- 
deem from surplus revenue is dis- 
tinctly a sign of promise. Probably 
the general public hardly realizes the 
diversity of sources from which the 
money for cash redemption of the 
debt, ranging in recent years from 
$734,000,000 to $1,098,000,000 an- 
nually, is derived. In his report for 
1926 Mr. Metion stated that, since 
the middle of 1919, $5,841,000,000 of 
the debt had been thus canceled. The 
greater part of this reduction was 
effected through use of annual sur- 
plus revenue, which in the seven fis- 
cal years had provided $2,056,000,000 
for debt redemption. The stipulated 
sinking fund payments had provided 
$1,740,000,000 and proceeds of for- 
eign repayments and foreign debt 
settlements $790,000,000; the rest of 
the purchase money being obtained 
from payments of taxes in the form of 
United States bonds and (in the ear- 
lier post-war years) from reduction 
in the Treasury’s cash balance.. The 
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demption will be very large this year, 
and receipts from foreign Govern- 
ments will be greater than at any 
previous. period.

EDUCATION OF A SENATOR, 
Last Friday, in the Senate, Mr. Car- 
Away exhibited to Pennsylvania REED, 
who had been shaking an accusing 
fist at the South all night, a celebrated 
son of Pennsylvania <nd hero of re- 
construction. ‘‘The arch villain,” in 
killing and murdering the people of 
Arkansas, the Jonesboro poet called 
him; ‘‘a man whose name is as much 
‘“‘hated, and for good reasons, by 
‘*the white people of my State as 
‘* ATTILA’S was by the people of Rome, 
‘“‘came from the Senator’s State.” 
“Whom is the Senator talking 
about?’’ asked Mr. Reep. POWELL 
CLAYTON. “I never heard of him be- 
fore,” said Mr. Reep, with an in- 
genuous ignorance which Mr. Car- 
Away refused to credit. 

The glories of PowELL CLAYTON as 
Governor of and Senator from Ar- 
kansas in the ’60s and '70s may have 
been hidden from Mr. Reep; but 
surely he must remember a character 
essentially Pennsylvanian. For a gen- 
eration he was the Republican boss 
of Arkansas. He died only thirteen 
years ago. He was Mr. McKINLEY’s 
Minister and then Ambassador to Mex- 
ico while Mr. Rreep was a student 
at Princeton. He was representative 
of that Republican policy toward 
the South of which an even more 
illustrious Pennsylvanian, THADDEUS 
STEVENS, was the protagonist. While 
Mr. Caraway is absurd in charging 
that Mr. Reep “ hates” the South, it 
is hard to think that he would regard 
it as Republican finesse to nag and 
to pretend a zeal to investigate po- 
litical conditions in the South if he 
were familiar with the blessedness of 
Republican achievements in the golden 
days of carpetbagger and scalawag. 
He might do worse this vacation 
than read “A History of the United 
States Since the Civil War,” by 
a distinguished Pennsylvanian, Mr. 
ELLis PAxsON OBERHOLTZER. If he 
wants to specialize, he might study 
Professor THOMAS’Ss recently published 
‘* Arkansas in War and Reconstruc- 
tion.’”” As a Southern reconstruction 
Republican CLAYTON was by no means 
one of the worst of the reconstruction 
Republican officials, though he was a 
little careless with the colored militia; 
and the piling up of debts and taxa- 
tion, corruption—the Chief Justice of 
the State Supreme Court confessed to 
bribery—dishonest elections, and so 
on, were as usual in the South of that 
time. But when the cost of State 
printing for two years and nine 
months was more than the total an- 
nual cost of State Government before 
the war, Professor THomas tells us, 
‘even Governor Ctayron declared 
the amount excessive.”’ 
He was a spirited figure of a period 
now almost incredible. In the Senate 
he had a worthy colleague in ‘‘ STEVE”’ 
Dorsey. Has his long subsequent 
career as a boss faded out of public 
memory like the old struggles of his 
partisans, the ‘ Minstrels,” and their 
opponents, the “Brindle-Tails”? If 
Mr. REEpD’s ignoration be genuine, it 
begets sadness in the souls of hero- 
worshipers. Has “every schoolboy” 
in Pennsylvania heard of SIMON 
CAMERON? In ten or twenty years 
may not a Senator from Arkansas 
disclaim any knowledge of MaTtTHEW 
STANLEY Quay or Borers PENROSE? 
When some princox asked General 
LAZELL of Massachusetts whether he 
go* his title in the Revolutionary War 
or the War of 1812, the old boy nobly 
rebuked him: ‘‘ Young man, go read 
“your country’s history, blank-blank 
“you!” 

AMERICAN FOLK-SONGS. 

In some of the quiet little backwater 
communities still to be found in the 
United States songs of old England 
have been found and restored to their 
native land, The English Folk-Dance 
Society, not satisfied with the amount 
of material to be found at home, has 
had scouts searching in our older set- 
tlements for folk-music which has 
been forgotten in the land of its birth. 
It is reported that 5,000 old songs and 
dances were gathered from the re- 
mote districts here and from undis- 
turbed villages in England. 

A number of English, Scotch and 
Irish songs and ballads have been 
collected by people who have stumbled 
across them in the lumber camps of 
Maine, in the Kentucky hills and 
among the Appalachians in North Car- 
olina and Virginia. The primitive ways 
and the quaint speech of secluded de- 
scendants of the original settlers have 
persisted in those lonely valleys, and 
the folk-songs of their fathers have 
been handed down with them. In a 
little volume recently published by 
Conway WALKER, ‘ The Folk Song and 
Dance,” many of these are mentioned, 
together with a list of collectors and 
their fields of search. These stirring 
tales of the soldier, the huntsman, 
the shepherd, the boatman, the sailor, 
the lovers, the forester, with simple, 
chant-like melodies, are thoroughly 
English in feeling. Like the dances 
which accompany or interrupt them, 
they are manifestations of vigor rather 
than of beauty, grace or romance. In- 
vestigators need not inquire about the 
heritage of the singer once they have 
heard the songs. 

When one thinks of the folk-songs 
of other nations; certain characteristic 
qualities come to mind; but to discover 
and describe and identify the American

the origins of music allover the world. 
Perhaps. the diversity of the sources 
of population in this ‘country may be 
represented in music by jazz, or by 
something which will grow out of it. 
In Europe our popular songs are :e- 
gardec a’ typically American, although 
some of our own musicians will not 
admit it. They have: certain resem- 
blances to folk-music—simplicity, mo- 
notony, a close range which makes 
for easy singing, and strongly empha- 
sized rhythm. They must have their 
roots in the musical tradition of the 
numerous races blended here. The 
hearty song of the mountaineer, the 
ballads of rustics in England, France, 
Germany or Scandinavia, the languor- 
ous melodies of Spa:.. and: Italy, the 
spirituals of the negro, the poignant 
sweetness of Hungarian music and 
many more racial characteristics are 
embodied in songs which could have 
originated nowhere but in America. 





PROBATION AND DELINQUENCY. 

So diverse are offhand views about 
the causes and remedies of delinquency 
that it is helpful to have the advice 
of one who has given much time to a 
first-hand intimate study of the crimi- 
nals themselves, their background and 
their behavior and their philosophy 
of life, so far as they have one. Such 
a study Professor CooLey of Fordham 
University (and for the time being 
chief probation officer of the Court of 
General Sessions) has made, assisted 
by a large staff, provided, under the 
auspices of the Catholic Church of this 
Archdiocese, through one of its wel- 
fare agencies. The elements involved 
in the attitude of these delinquent 
human beings are as numerous as the 
elements that go to make up the phys- 
ical world, and they must be studied 
as scientifically. The laboratories are 
the courts, the prisons and, especially, 
the places where the intimate re- 
actions of those under probation are 
observed. 

It is in probation that the greatest 
help is to come not only in promoting 
the normalization of the. delinquent, 
the socially abnormal, but also in de- 
termining the causation of crime. Pro- 
bation is usually thought of as a proc- 
ess of diagnosis and treatment. If it 
is not thoroughly scientific, it is what 
well-intentioned but unscientific prac- 
tice is in medicine, a hit-and-miss 
service that is about as likely to do 
harm as good. But in a probation that 
is not only animated by a good pur- 
pose but is guided by scientific knowl- 
edge and administered with human 
skill lies the best hope of reforming 
the delinquent and also of finding the 
means of preventing delinquency. 
What is most encouraging in the 
findings is that the “criminal type 
does not exist.” This is said unqual- 
ifiedly after an examination by the 
Catholic Charities Probation Bureau of 
three thousand serious delinquents. 
Each criminal is sui generis. And the 
implication is that environment is a 
determining factor in his making. “ No 
one is born a criminal.” There are 
“delinquent trends,” “ propensities” 
and “personality traits,” which per- 
haps predispose, but which can be 
checked or turned in other directions 
by environmental influences. They are 
“ potentialities” that may or may not 
become “ anti-social actualities.” This 
minimizes the handicaps of birth, but 
emphasizes tremendously the respon- 
sibilities of those who determine the 
social and physical conditions into 
which the individual is born and in 
the midst of which he lives. It does 
not lift any responsibility from the 
shoulders of parents. It only redefines 
that responsibility in terms of health- 
ful surroundings and influences that 
go to nourish character. 

The shocking and alarming fact is 
the part that youth plays in this 
“ gruesome drama.” The statistics pre- 
sented give support to those in other 
reports. Of the three thousand cases 
investigated in the Court of General 
Sessions during Mr. CooLey’s study, 
62.8 per cent. were under 25 years of 
age. The suggestions that rise from 
the report to meet this saddening 
record of delinquency in a community 
that mounts to the first place in 
wealth, culture and influence are many. 
They ask for more religious instruc- 
tion; they. call for an intensive study 
of “the processes of the growth and 
functioning of human character”; 
they demand especially the perfecting 
of the methods of probation, that it 
may give its positive advice concern- 
ing the treatment and prevention of 
crime. 

The public has reason to be grateful 
to Mr. Cootey, who left his university 
lecture room to make this intimate, 
sympathetic, scientific study. It no- 
tably illustrates that transference of 
the sense of value from property to 
humanity which, as Dean Pounp of 
the Harvard Law School has said, “is 
“the most important change of. the 
“century.” There is also reason for 
gratitude to the Church which made 
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SPORTS IN ENGLISH SCHOOLS. 

Much that deserves the attention of 
American schools and colleges is to be 
found in the report on “Games and 
“Sports in British Schools and Uni- 
“ versities,” just issued by the Car- 
negie Foundation. The differences be- 
tween the two countries are largely 
in emphasis and proportion. The En. 
glish seem less inclined to go to ex- 
tremes than are the Americans. Games 
anc sports are accepted as a matter 
of course, without being made to ap- 
pear rivals of studies. Winning is less 
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game for the game’s sake: No unusual 
distinction attaches to’a school or col- 
lege because of conspicuous success in 
athletics over'a period of years. Games 
and sports are primarily the affair of 
individuals. rather than of institutions. 
Even the many sports clubs and 
teams of older men are valued more 
because of the opportunities they offer 
the individual for active participation 
than because they, are organizations 
determined to. achieve victory at all 
costs. 

W> in America, with our worship of 
success, have tended to shift the em- 
phasis in sports from the game to the 
victory. So doing, we have often lost 
sight of the real value of athletics, 
which resides in their disciplinary and 
moral training. That they are impor- 
tant in physical training goes without 
saying. This aspect of athletics is well 
understood here. But that the subtle 
qualities of restraint and fair play, 
of courage and courtesy, inherent 
in “playing the game,” and all that 
this somewhat elusive phrase implies, 
transcend in value the piling up of 
victorious scores is less commonly 
understood. These qualities the Brit- 
ish particularly value, and it is for 
them that they place a special value 
in after-life on the men who have 
won the “blue,” or the university or 
school “letter.” The report of the 
Carnegie Foundation calls attention 
to the fact that for some years the 
Soudan civil service has been recruited 
from the ranks of the “blues,” and 
that since the war the worth of the 
“blues” in business has increased. 
This is not because former star ath- 
letes were marked for physical prow- 
ess, but because experience has shown 
that men who have achieved distinc- 
tion in sports in Great Britain have, 
as a rule, been imbued with ideals 
which have made them of value as 
leaders of men. 

The sporting spirit and all that it 
implies has permeated American as 
well as English life. Its importance 
can hardly be overemphasized. But 
there is danger in confusing mere ath- 
letic prowess or team success with the 
sporting spirit, and hence devoting to 
the preparation for annual contests 
more time and effort than circum- 
stances warrant. Some of the younger 
British institutions seem inclined to 
copy our mistakes of this sort. It 
would be better were we to copy the 
moderation of the older English schools 
and colleges and lay greater stress on 
“playing the game” than on winning 
an intercollegiate championship.

Sporadic attempts 

South Carolina to enforce the old 
Not Sunday laws in 
South Carolina, 

—— chiefly at the ex- 
pense of golf players, may seem to in- 
dicate that the State is the home of 
sour intolerance But even so far as 
this little flurry is concerned, that 
would not be true. The probability is 
that the arrests of Sunday golfers were 
prompted by ‘either busybodies or ma- 
lictous pérsens who will soon get tired 
and sbside. 

There is another sport in South Caro- 
lina which is not seriously interfered 
with. This is lynching. A notorious 
and atrocious instance of it recently oc- 
curred in that State which roused so 
much indignation that an attempt was 
made to bring the guilty man to jus- 
tice. The Governor was loud in his 
protests that the crime would be rig- 
orously inquired into and punished. 
But in the end nothing was done. The 
prosecuting officials gravely declared 
that they could find no _ evidence, 
though everybody knew that this was 
a hollow pretense. 

It would be easy cynicism to say that 
South Carolina tolerates lynching while 
it proceeds severely to suppress games 
on Sunday. The case is not so simple 
as that. But without “throwing stones 
at the South,” or denying that in- 
stances of insincerity and hypocrisy as 
glaring could be drawn from Northern 
States, it is not unfair to let the facts 
about Sunday golf, and about lynching 
on Sunday or any other day, point 
their own contrast and moral.

Men of Prussian 
blue-blood who presumably ought to 
know better than to rally to democratic 
institutions are being sent to Coven- 
try. by their former friends, and their 
wives suffer nervous breakdown. It 
is not even necessary to be a Repub- 
lican to fall under the ban. Insuffi- 
cient ardor in behalf of the Hohen- 
zollern cause qualifies one for per- 
secution. One Hast Prussian noble 
has been reduced to a state of invol- 
untary solitude because he would not 
join his neighbors in organizing secret 
monarchist societies. 
Such tactics are subtle only in the 
sense that they are hard to counter 
and suppress. The demand for leg- 
islation penalizing the social boycott 
is not likely to succeed. At the same 
time the German die-hards who re- 
sort to drawing-room boycotts are in 
danger of writing themselves down 
as a lost cause. When hope of open 
and effective resistance has disap- 
peared, people resort to guerrilla tac- 
tics. Prussia’s aristocracy is in dan- 
ger of becoming a Boulevard St. Ger- 
main, where old ladies still refuse to 
recognize the French Revolution of 
1789. 
If the Junkers were at all capable 
of finesse, they would adopt other 
methods. Instead of bludgeoning their 
Republican opponents they would set 
out to seduce them. Young Republican 
army officers would be invited to Jun- 


ker drawing rooms, where their loy- 
alty might be sapped amid flowers 
and music. In Great Britain one hears 
complaints of the way in which ardent 
‘young leaders of Labor are constantly 
being won away from their loyalty by 
the Duchesses. 





Our Peculiar Methods. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The other day I received an urgent tel- 
egram from a friend in the South who knew 
I was temporarily in New York, asking me 
to mail him some photographic materials 
before noon that day. I looked up the ad- 
dress of the shop where I was to buy the 
materials, got off the subway as near the 
spot as I could figure and looked for the 
shop. There were no numbers on the shop 
doors, and I walked a half block or more 
before I came to an approximate number, 
from which I worked back until I found the 
place. When I called the proprietor’s atten- 
tion to the lack, it apparently had not oc- 
curred to him that street numbers were a 
convenience if not a necessity of modern 
city life. 

I got my materials all packed for parcel 
post. Not far away I found a big branch 
postoffice and, lining up at the window 
marked ‘‘Insured Parcel Post,’’ I worked my 
way along until, when I reached the window, 
they asked me if I had any stamps. I had 
to confess that I did not know how many I 
needed. Very well, then; go to another win- 
dow and get the package weighed. So I lined 
up at another window, I was making fairly 
good progress and had nearly got in sight 
of the window when I was beckoned back to 
the first window and told they could weigh 
my package after all. This they did, and 
then I was sent to a third window, at least 
half a block down the line, to get my 
stamps, which I did and, returning to the 
original point, got my receipt and accom- 
plished the mailing in just over a half hour. 

In provincial towns like Boston and Chi- 
cago they do up the entire job at one win- 
dow and save our time and theirs, but for 
some reason New York seems to resist effi- 
ciency and progress, Ww. W.

A Costly Process. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The figures given by George Walker in his 
letter on paper pulp possibilities by using 
the vast quantities of stumps and dead and 
down long-leaf pine wood are very interest- 
ing, but I doubt the profitable manufacture 
of its products. 

I just returned lately from Canada, where 
for the mill site of a large paper mill the 
cutting of wood and pulling of stumps was 
necessary. The cost of removing the stumps 
was high and surpassed all expectation, and 
so I think it would be a costly procedure to 
collect the stumps, especially as Mr. Walker 
obtains only four cords per acre; the haul- 
ing and transportation of the stumps on 


account of their odd shape would increase 
the costs again. 

A large number of these stumps would be 
found in a rotting condition and with their 
fibers affected. e washing, splitting and 
chipping of the stumps would require special 
attention. The chemical treatment of. the 
Southern pine has been always an expensive 
method, and the coarse fiber of the stumps 
would make the process very costly.

CHINA IN FERMENT. 
Comment From Yale on’ Statements 
in Mr. Moore’s Dispatches. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with great astonishment 
Mr. Frederick Moore's special cable- 
gtams printed in your paper of March 
land 2. It is hardly necessary for me 
to refute his account statement. by 
statement. Let me mention two or 
three points: 

In one place he said: “China, which 
is called a republic by British and 
American educated Chinese, hardly 
knows herself by that name. Nor does 
the ordinary man call himself Chinese; 
he is a Kiangsu, Chihli or Hunan 
man.” To be sure, the Chinese Repub- 
lic is young, being scarcely sixteen 
years old. Yet since the last quarter of 
the nineteenth century there has been a 
steady growth in China of democratic 
ideas. This led to the overthrow of 
the Manchu dynasty in 1911 with little 
bloodshed and the immediate defeat of 
two attempts to restore a monarchical 
form of government by a small group 
of royalists. 

The popular educational movement in 
recent years championed by Chinese 
educators as well as students has im- 
printed on the minds of the masses of 
the population a firm conviction in 
the spirit of democracy and. national- 
ism. The fact that the common day 
laborers have been actively participat- 
ing in the present political demonstra- 
tions and the fact that the Nationalist 
Government, which, by virtue of its 
being warmly supported by the Chinese 
people—both Northerners and South- 
erners—has been able to make sweep- 
ing victories and to occupy half of 
China within six months, is ample proof 
of the general interest in the unifica- 
tion of the country under democratic 
Tule, 

The Three People’s Principles of the 
late Dr. Sun Yat-sen, which are now 
accepted by the Chinese with more re- 
ligious fervency than the Christians 
accept the Ten Commandments of 
Moses, are, when translated into Eng- 
lish, & government of the people, by 
the people and for the people. Repub- 
lican ideas have come to China to stay, 
and they will soon be embodied in a 
thoroughly democratic form of gov- 
ernment. 

As to provincialism, I dare say that 
there is now no more of it in China 
than there is in Great Britain or the 
United States. We have often heard 
people from the United Kingdom call 
themselves Scotch, English or Welsh 
instead of British. We also infre- 
quently hear people in this country 
call themselves Northerners, South- 
erners, New Englanders or New York- 
ers, &c., instead of Americans. Does 
this mean that each of these two 
countries is much divided within her- 
self? At home, among ourselves, the 
Chinese might use such names as 
Kiangsu, Chihli, Hunan, &c., to des- 
ignate our birthplaces. But, when 
speaking to foreigners, I dare say not 
a single Chinese will mention his 
province in preference to his country. 
It is generally known that the 
Chinese are the most homogeneous 
people among all the civilized races. 
Several thousand years of history and 
culture have given us a racial soli- 
darity not found anywhere else in the 
world. Notwithstanding the present 
political dissension in the country—a 
condition that is soon to disappear— 
the people are united by a thousand 
ties which are absolutely inseparable. 
A couple of years ago, when there was 
a great famine in the North, hundreds 
of thousands of people in the South 
cut down the number of courses served 





famine relief. Then it is hardly neces- 
sary to mention the many diplomatic 
incidents, which were often local in 
character but were responded to by 
the whole nation. 

Mr. Moore also regarded the readi- 
ness with which the coolies help un- 
load the British and American troop 
ships in Shanghai as evidence of lack 
of patriotism. Here he again fails to 
grasp several important facts. In the 
first place, the labor union has called 
off the strike. So the coolies are 
doing their usual work. In the second 
place, the Chinese people on the whole 
are still very friendly toward America. 
As to the relations between China and 
Great Britain, though the situation is 
tense, no state of war has been of- 
ficially announced yet. Moreover, how 
will the refusal to help unload one or 
two ships help the cause of China? 
The Chinese are indeed between the 
devil and the sea. If the Chinese 
coolies help foreigners in transporta- 
tion, they are scorned as unpatriotic. 
If they refuse to render such help, 
they are charged as being guided by a 
narrow-minded nationalism. 

Mr. Moore further said that in 
China there is no native university 
equaling an American high school. He 
must have been a casual observer in 
an airplane not to have seen or heard 
of the splendid work done at the 
Chinese Government as well as private 
universities such as Nankai Univer- 
sity, Pei-yang University, Nan-yang 
University and half a dozen of other 
institutions of higher learning. 

Those institutions compare very fa- 
vorably with first-class universities in 
this country and Europe. Hundreds 
of the graduates of the native univer- 
sities are doing post-graduate work in 
this country. Their degrees have been 
accepted by the most conservative in- 
stitutions in America as well as in 
Europe. Those students have proved 
themselves perfectly competent to com- 
pete with the best of institutions of 
higher learning in Occidental coun- 
tries. A number of them have achieved 
‘scholastic distinction in spite of having 
to use a foreign language as the me- 
dium of expression. 

The preceding paragraphs will suf- 
fice to show the general character of 
Mr. Moore’s statements on the inese 
situation. I have no personal feeling 
against Mr. Moore; nor have I any 
party affiliations at home. Moreover, 
I am a graduate not of a native but 
of a mission institution. But for the 
sake of justice I cannot help writing 
these few lines. . N. LI.

Athletics in British schools and uni- 
versities are valued partly for their 
effect upon physical development, but 
more for their social influences, ac- 
cording to. Dr, Howard J. Savage of 
the Carnegie Foundation for the Ad- 
vancement of Teaching, who has just 
completed a study and report on 
“Games and Sports in British Schools 
—_ hr ge oe oe first —_ 
prehensive - 0. e, ge | oO 
games and sports in English educa- 
tional institutions. Other usions 
of Dr. Savage include the following: 
“Comparatively. little recognition 
as yet been accorded to sport in British 
educational discussion, and none in the 
form of university organization, Most 
of the younger universities are aiding 
athletics to the end that.a better cor- 
porate feeling may be developed, and 
the university life and training en- 


riched thereby. 
“However much participation in 


games may be insisted wu at public 
and day schools, at universities 
sport is essentially casual, It is the 


result not of compulsion or pressure in 
ane; form, but of individual volition and 
choice. 
“In Great Britain sport, like educae 
pee not yet reached mass develop- 
ment.’’ 
The report also declares that British 
colleges and universities offer few athe 
letic inducements to students, that cole 
lege athletics in @ngland and Scotland 
are much less than in the 
United States and that as a rule 
greater significance is attached to the 
letters won by British college athletes 
oa those won by American colle- 
ans. n 
“At Oxford or Cambridge, or both 
universities,’’ further says the bulle- 
tin, ‘‘clubs and teams represent the 
university in the following sports: As- 
sociation football; athletics, track and 
field; boxing, cricket, cross-country 
running, fencing, fives, golf, 
tics, hockey, ice hocke 
tennis, polo, rackets, rowing, Rugby, 
football, shooting and swimming. 
“Each of these nineteen sports 
its own organization; for the univer- 
sity there is no general athletic asso- 
ciation, as there is in American col- 
leges and universities. Each sport is 
supposedly self , except that 
at both Cambridge and Oxford Rugby 
football, being financially more pros- 
perous than any other sport, contrib- 
utes of its own accord to the su 
of certain less fortunate branches.

Announcements were made today 
that Senator William A. Stevens of 
Monmouth County, the Republican 


leader in the upper house would call

FOUR SLAYERS EXECUTED. 


Two Leave Statements Clearing An- 
other Convicted of Jersey Hold-Up. 

ROCKVIEW, Pa., March 7 (#).—The 
four Philadelphia gangsters who shot 


and killed a policeman in an at- 
tempted hold-up of .a. bank messenger 
last May, died in the electric chair at 








today. They ranged in ages from 23 
to 29, and were sent to the death chair 
in the order in which they were con- 
victed. 

The first to go was Joseph Curry. 
He was followed by Harry Bentley, 
William Juliano and Frank Doris. 
Only thirty minutes elapsed from the 
time Curry was seated in the chair 
to the moment Doris was declared 
dead. 

In a last interview with their counsel 
on Saturday, Bentley and Juliano 
made sworn’ statements’ clearing 
Mathew Overnack from a bank hold-up 
in Westmont, N. J., near Camden, in 
April last year. Overnack is serving 
ten to twenty years in State prison at 
Trenton. Bentley and Juliano said 
there were four men in that hold-up, 
but they declined to name the other 
two. Their statements will be turned 
over to Overnack’s counsel and the 
New Jersey authorities.

GENEVA, March 7.—The forty-fourth 
wession of the Council of the League 
of Nations: opened this morning with 
Dr. Stresemann, the German Foreign 
Minister, presiding. Despite his inten- 
give study of English the past year, he 
directed the meeting in his native 
tongue, while his personal interpreter 
translated his. remarks into English, 
leaving the official League interpret- 
ers to translate them into French for 
the twelve French-speaking members 
of the Council. 

No formalities accompanied the open- 
ing and no mention was made of the 


act that the German Foreign Minis- 

r, who last year after a long internal 
political fight brought Germany into 
the family of nations, was for the next 
three months taking the direction of 
the League’s governing board. In a 
sharp staccato bark Dr. Stresemann 
declared the meeting open and read 
the first item on the agenda, 

The morning session was taken up 
with minor affairs, one exception being 
the refusal of the Council to accept a 
decision of the Mandates Commission 
that a personal hearing should_ be 
granted to petitioners by the commis- 
sion. The Council declared it saw no 
reason to change the procedure in this 
respect. 


Dantzic and War Materials. 


On the question of the transport of 
war materials through the Port of 
Dantzic for countries other than Po- 
land the Council decided to ask the 
opinion of the League’s permanent 
committee on military, naval and air 
questions. 

Discussion of the health report was 
taken up and Sir Austen Chamberlain 
suggested an international health 
committee of women. This sugges- 
tion was referred to the Health Com- 
mission of the League. 

The afternoon session was given over 
to the expropriated property dispute 
between Hungary and Rumania, and 
what otherwise’ would have been a 
dull, colorless session was made the 
occasion of a brilliant speech by M. 
Titulesco, the Rumanian. member of 
the Council and Minister to Britain, 
who attacked the Hungarian Govern- 
ment for its ‘‘repudiation” of its rep- 
resentative who, in 1923 at Brussels, 
signed an agreement drawn up by the 
Chairman of the Council of the 
League. . 

In defending the action of his own 
Government M. Titulesco read a list 
of names of land owners in Transyl- 
vania of nationality other than Hun- 
garian whose lands had been appro- 
a under the Rumanian agrarian 
aw. 

The Hungarian representative, M. 
Gajzago, in replying, passed up the 
question of repudiation, which was the 
foundation of the Rumanian’s attack, 
and made a plea for exception in the 
case of Hungarian optants. In con- 
clusion, he asked the Council to name 
a substitute member to replace the 
Rumanian member who recently re- 
signed from the Rumanian-Hungarian 
Mixed Arbitral Tribunal, and per- 
mit that body to function under. a de- 
cision recently taken regarding its 
jurisdiction. 

The Council appointed a committee 
composed of Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
Count Ishii and M. Villégas to present 
@ report in June. 

The political atmosphere was even 
calmer outside the Palais des Nations 
than within. German and Pole, stand- 
ing on pride, each declared that the 
other must take the initiative in open- 
ing the question of commercial accords. 
Dr. Stresemann says he will not*take 
any step to see M. Zaleski but be happy 
to receive him. M. Zaleski says it was 
Germany who broke off the negotia- 
tions and it is for Germany to reopen 
them. Apparently it remains for a 
third person to invoke the spirit of 
Geneva and bring the two parties to- 
gether. 

Minister Chu this morning issued an 
official statement to the effect that he 
would not raise the Chinese question 
at this Council meeting. However, he 
continued to say that to date he had 
received no instructions from Peking. 


Poland, Russia and Latvia. 


‘British circles deny the report that 
Britain is negotiating with Poland re- 
garding Russia, and Polish officials

However, it is a question of interpre- 
tation, as only ten days ago the 
French and British Governments took 
steps both at Warsaw and Kovno to 
heal the rupture between Poland and 
Lithuania. 

It is learned on good authority that 
the Soviet is making every effort to 
obtain Latvia’s signature to a non- 
aggression compact before termination 
of the present session of the Council. 
This compact provides that Latvia 
give no aid whatsoever against Russia, 
which would be equivalent to subor- 
dinating the League Covenant to the 
proffered agreement. It also provides 
that Latvia shall not sign any conven- 
tion without permission of Russia. 
Russian in return offers to try to ob- 
tain for Latvia the protection of Ger-

DELAY IN HOUSING 
LAID TO WALKER 


Harold Riegelman Charges Him 
With Failure of Law to 
Operate Here. 

















DEMANDS TAX EXEMPTION 


Republican Declares It Is Essential 
in Plan to Replace Dwellings 
In Congested Sections. 





Mayor Walker was again charged 
yesterday with being the city official 
primarily responsible for delay in solu- 
tion of the housing problem. Comment- 
ing upon an attack made by Norman 
Thomas, Harold Riegelman, Chairman 
of the Special Housing Committee of 
the Republican County Committee, 
which drafted the Housing law and 
cooperated with the Governor in ef- 
fecting its passage, said: 

“When Mr. Thomas charges the 
Mayor with delaying the solution of 
the housing problem, he is on firm 
ground. But when he proclaims the 
Housing law a failure because only 
one limited dividend corporation has 
been formed under it he makes a 
statement without foundation in logic 
or fact. Mayor Walker is respon- 
sible for the failure of the housing 
law to operate in this city. That lim- 
ited dividend _housing corporations 
have not been organized under that 
law is the result and not the cause of 
that failure. 


“The record speaks for itself. The 


Housing law was signed by the Gov- | 


ernor in April, 1926. It permitted the 
city to exempt from local taxation im- 
provements erected under the act. The 
land continued to be taxable. It is 
universally recognized that new hous- 
ing facilities to replace present out- 
worn and utterly inadequate dwellings 
in our congested sections cannot be 
provided at the rent levels contemplat- 
ed by the Housing law unless improve- 
ments are tax exempt. 

“Such tax exemption is essential to 
the success of the program embodied 
in the State Housing law. This was 
called to the Mayor’s attention by let- 
ter in May, 1926. He.did nothing. 

“In June ordinances designed to ef- 
fect appropriate exemption were intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen. These 
were pigeonholed. 

“In November the Mayor, in reply 
to the charge that he was obstructing 
housing relief, replied that his com- 
mittee had just approved the limited 
tax exemption authorized by the act 
and that he would introduce a bill ef- 
fecting such exemption. Nothing hap- 


pened. 

“The Chairman of the State Housing 
Board has asked for thirty-year ex- 
emption, believing that in that period 
the reduction of fixed charges through 
amortization of mortgages would make 
possible the payment of taxes without 
requiring an increase in rents. 

“The request was not complied with. 

“The Chairman is reported to have 
agreed to the taxing of the land and 
the new facilities on the same basis as 
the land and the old facilities'so that 
on no conceivable theory could it be 
urged that the city was losing money. 

“This concession has apparently 
produced no reaction from the Mayor. 

‘The Housing law has not had a fair 
chance to prove itself. Those who 
have not given it that chance have.en- 
couraged the proposal of every manner 
of scheme from impracticable, unwise 
and visionary charity projects to 
equally unsound and wholly unconsti- 
tutional municipally owned and oper- 
ated developments, thereby confusing 
the public mind and injecting political 
expediencies into an essentially non- 
political subject. ; 

“The time is ripe, over-ripe, for the 
Mayor to insure the required limited 
tax exemption, thereby unlocking the 
likeliest avenue yet suggested to relief 
from housing evils which are a dis- 
grace and a menace to our city.’’”

BRITISH CRUISER DEPARTS

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, March 7 (A). 
—The arrival of 1,600 more United 
States marines at Corinto today aboard 
the transport Henderson, together with 
the announcement that 135 marines are 
going to Matagalpa to protect Ameri- 
cans there, has greatly reassured Har- 
old Patteson, British:Chargé d’Affaires 
here. ; 

Mr.’ Patteson said today’s develop- 
ments, together with assurances which 
he had received from the State Depart- 
ment at Washington and in his con- 
versations with Admiral Latimer at 
Corinto March 2, satisfied him that 
British interests would be protected. 
He pointed out that there were large 
British holdings at Matagalpa. __ 

“His Majesty’s Government is satis- 
fied that the interests of British na- 
tionals in Nicaragua will be adequately 
protected henceforth,” the Chargé 
d@’Affaires told. The Associated Press 
this afternoon, ‘and Great Britain does 
not contemplate any further moves 
such as the assignment of the cruiser 
Colombo to Corinto.”’ 

The Colombo sailed Saturday for an 
unknown destination, after spendjng a 
week off Corinto to provide refuge, if 
necessary, to British subjects in Nica- 
ragua. 


Ready to Defend Matagalpa. 


Major H. G. Bartlett, in charge of 
the ‘Matagalpa contingent, made 
known that. a note would. be sent im- 
mediately to General Moncada, the 
chief Liberal military leader, inform- 
ing him that if the Liberals attacked 
Matagalpa they would be fired on, as 
the marines were being sent for the 
express purpose of preventing combats 
that might jeopardize the lives and in- 
terests of Americans. 

The Major was talking to the Liberal 
mission, which met the marines while 
returning from Muy-Muy after unsuc- 
cessful peace discussions with General 
Moncada. In connection with Major 
Bartlett’s remarxs, the mission, on its 
return to Managua yesterday, recalled 
that in the interview with General 
Moncada Friday he declared the Lib- 
erals doubtless would continue fighting 
until the United States actually de- 
clared armed intervention or fired on 
Liberal forces. 

The General saia he was unwilling 
in any circumstances to fight the 
United States, and the Liberal mission 
holds the opinion that if the United 
States wc-3 to declare actual interven- 
tion and temporarily take charge of 
Nicaraguan affairs peace would fol- 
low ‘immediately. 








Washington Stands Ready to Act.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The long 
standing offer of the American Gov- 
ernment for exercise of its good offices 
toward a settlement of the Nicaraguan 
problem was publicly reaffirmed at the 
State Department today when reports 
were received from Minister Dber- 
hardt, at Managua, telling of the re- 
turn of the neutral mission of Nica- 
raguans from its conference with Gen- 
eral Moncada. 

General Moncada was said to have 
indicated he would treat for peace 
through Mr. Eberhardt, although he 
did not definitely commit himself. 
The report was considered encour- 
aging. 

A more detailed report is expected 
after the Minister has conferred at 
length with the commission. The view 
of the State Department, meanwhile, 
is that further definite proposals look- 
ing to an exercise of good offices 
should be awaited before anything is 
done in that direction. 

The proposal of President Diaz for a 
treaty of alliance with the United 
States, the substance of which became 
known through a statement issued by 
the Nicaraguan Legation here some 
time ago, has not yet been received at 
the State Department. The document 
is being forwarded by mail to the 
American Legation at Managua.

Composer Brings Electric Bells and Propellers 
To Play Here Music Europe Fought Over 





Carrying with him airplane propel- 
lers,- with the machinery for manipu- 
lating them, two octaves of electrical 
bells and other mechanical devices, in- 
stead of, the ordinary orchestra instru- 
ments, George Antheil, the 26-year-old 
American composer who has been 
called by foreign< critics a creator of 
new forms, arrived yesterday on the 
Cunard liner Ascania to show his 
countrymen what their civilization 
sounds like when translated into mod- 
ernistic music. : 

He was accompanied by his wife, 
who is a niece of Arthur Schnitzler. 
the Viennese writer. He will play in 
Carnegie Hall on April 10. “* 

“I have not really invented any- 
thing,’’ he explained on his - arrival. 
“I wanted to express American indus- 
try and American architecture and 
found that I could not do that with 
the conventional music, so I proceeded 
to develop new forms. Where the ordi- 
nary orchestra builds up its music on 
the basis of strings, I build up my 
music by the use of percussion. Every 
sound is caused by something hitting 
something else and will fall roughly 
into one of three categories. These 


are steel, wood and rubber. I feel that 
I have added something to music, be- 
‘cause music must develop as new 


sounds are added to its repertory.: The 
addition of’ the pedal to -the piano 
made possible, for instance, a: man 
like Chopin.’’ “ 

Among the pieces . which will be 
played by Antheil will be the ‘Ballet 
Mechanique,’’ which caused a _ riot 
when first: played in Paris. Men and 
women cheered and hissed and in some 
cases. actually fought when it was 
played. The same thing happened later 
when it was given in Berlin. 

The principal instrument in the ‘‘Bal- 
let Mechanique” is a mechanical piano, 
and ten ordinary pianos ‘are required 
for its performance in addition to the 
bells, airplane propellers and other 
sound-producing devices. 

Antheil. has spent the last six years 
abroad, living mainly in Paris, where 
he has identified himself with the 
group of American writers living there. 
He was lost once for two months in 
the Sahara Desert. When he emerged 
he brought with him comprehensive 
notes on the native music. He.will be 
in this country two months and will 
stay at 17 East EHighty-fourth Street. 








BLAST RAZES PLANT 
AND JARS BUFFALO 


Two Standard Oil Employes Die 
in Gas Explosion at 
Paraffin Works. 








DAMAGE PUT AT $350,000 





This Does Not Include Heavy Loss 
Due to Broken Windows 
Over a Wide Area. 





BUFFALO, March 7 (#).—An explo- 
sion which razed the paraffin works 
of the Atlas plant of the Standard 
Oil Company early today brought 
death to two employes and rocked a 
wide area in South Buffalo. Damage 
to the plant was estimated at $350,000, 
while innumerable broken windows 


and other damage in the vicinity will 
bring the total loss to a much greater 
figure. : . 

The bodies of the victims, Patrick 
Kirby, 46, and Clarence Christ, 37, 
were buried in the tangled wreckage 
and were extricated with difficulty. 
Christ was brought out alive an hour 
after the blast but. died on the way 
to the hospital. Kirby’s body was 
found under a compressor tank after 
the ruins had cooled sufficiently to 
allow firemen to reach it. 

It was believed at first that other 
employes were missing, but R. T. 
Lockwood, assistant manager of the 
plant, later told the police that Kirby 
and Christ were the only two in the 
building at the time. The cause of the 
explosion he believed to be escaping 
gas under the structure. 

The two victims were manning oil 
pumps in the paraffin “works when the 
explosion occurred. Apparently it came 
without the slightest warning, al- 
though Christ had time to crawl un- 
der the compressor tank in an effort 
to escape falling débris. 

Families in the neighborhood were 
thrown from their beds and some per- 
sons were slightly injured. Wrecking 
of all electric wires near the plant 
made it necessary for firemen to work 
by the light of the flames, while a 
fireboat was held up some distance 
away when an electrically operated 
lift bridge remained without power.

KILLS DAUGHTER, 
AN UNWED MOTHER 


Red Bank Woman Shoots 16- 
Year-Old Girl in Home and 
Baby Soon Dies. 








SAYS SOME ONE HAD TO DO IT 





Son Is Held as a Witness for 
Burying Pistol and Running 
Away With Cartridges.

RED BANK, N. J., March 7.—Mrs. 
Christine Stoble, wife of a gardener, 
was arrested today after she had shot 
and killed her unmarried daughter, 
Rosie, 16 years old, who had given 
birth to a child. The infant boy died 
a few minutes after the slaying. 

The murder took place some time 
between midnight and dawn today. 
According to the.story Mrs. Stoble 
told to the Red Bank police and to 
county detectives she had been wor- 
ried by her daughter's actions for the 
last few months. The mother of the 
girl said that Rosie had refused to 
confide in her and that early this 
morning, when she heard her daugh- 
ter get up, she had armed herself and 
followed. 

Rosie went to the cellar of the 
Stoble home, in the heart of the Ital- 
ian quarter. Mrs. Stoble said she fired 
twice and then ran upstairs, where 
her husband and the nine other mem- 
bers of the family were tumbling from 
bed. The husband of the frantic wo- 
man was infuriated when he learned 
of the tragedy, his anger seemingly 
being directed against his wife rather 
than against the man blamed for 
the affair, known to the police only 
as ‘‘Mike.”’ 

Although the police professed to have 


only the man’s first name, they learned | 


that his identity was known to mem- 
bers of the colony. They were taking 
precautions tonight to prevent relatives 


of the dead girl from taking summary | 
'ven‘reance against ‘‘Mike.”’ 


According to Mrs. Stoble, her daugh- 
ter began to stay out about a year ago. 
She said she remonstrated with her 
and sought to keep her in, but all her 
efforts were vain. Gradually the moth- 
er began to hear about ‘‘Mike” and 
neighbors told her that Rosie had been 
ebserved standing on the Stoble porch 
as late as 6 A. M. with the man. The 
mother said that she could get nothing 
from her daughter about ‘‘Mike.”’ 

Mrs. Stoble was locked up in the 
Monmouth County Jail at Freehold. 
According to the police, she said that 
“‘some one had to do it’? and that she 
had not wished her husband to commit 
the act because he was the breadwin- 
ner for the family and if arrested his 
earnings would have ceased. 

Two of the children were arrested 
as material witnesses. They were 
Joseph, 18 years old, and Christine, 15 
years old. The police said that Joseph, 
in the time between the shooting and 
the arrest, buried the pistol behind a 
garage and, with the discharged car- 
tridges extracted from the weapon, ran 
a@ quarter of a mile to a meadow near 
the Jersey Centra! Railroad tracks 
where he hid them. Christine, said the 
police, witnessed part of the tragedy. 
Mrs. Stoble—the name formerly was 
Stavola—retained John S. Applegate as 
counsel tonight.

Street. His body was taken to the 
Morgue, where an autopsy will be per- 
gormed today to determine the cause 
of death. 

It is believed that Langs death was 
the result of an accident on Aug. 23, 
1925, when he dived from a height of 
fifty feet into the water at Glen Island 
asd suffered a fracture of the skull. 
No one saw or heard what happened 
last night, but it is thought by his 
fraternity brothers that a blood vessel 
in his head, weakened by the diving 
arcident, suddenly burst. Fraternity 
members found the body crumpled on 
the landing as they were going down- 
stairs to attend a meeting which Lang 
sad been expected to attend. 

Lang’s father, Joseph G. Lang, Sec- 
retary and Treasurer of Volckhausen & 
Lang, Inc., hardware dealers, of 108 
East Twelfth Street, went to the fra- 
ternity house from his eome in Bronx- 
ville. He said that the body would 
be buried is Washington, D. C. Lang 
was described as an average student, 
quiet, and not very active in campus 
affairs. He had gone out for the crew 
every year during his college course, 
but had not made the varsity. -

WIDOW OF BROKER 


Mrs. Nathalie Schley Left Note, 
Police Say, Telling of Grief 
Over Husband’s Death. 








ACCIDENT, ATTORNEY SAYS 





Asserts She Fell After Pacing Floor 
With Toothache—Husband Was 
Admiral’s Kinsman. 





Mrs. Nathalie Selbie Schley, 48 years 
old, ‘widow’ of Buchanan Schicy Jr., 
a cotton broker who died Nov. 14 last, 
was instantly killed early yesterday 
morning in a fall from her window 
on the thirteenth floor of the Hotel 
Buckingham, 101 West Fifty-seventh 
Street. Although John P. East, an 
attorney of 149 Broadway and a friend 


of the family, said Mrs. Schley had 
probably fallen from the window after 
pacing the floor with a toothache, 
her death was reported at the West 
Forty-seventh Street Police Station as 
a suicide. 

Detective Charles Stapleton found a 
note written by Mrs. Schley, it was 
said by the police, in which she de- 
clared that her grief over her hus- 
band’s death was such that she 
could bear it no longer. ‘According 
to the police, Mr. East. took the note 
from the detective before the latter 
had finished reading it and retained 
possession of the missive. 

Mrs. Schley was the daughter of 
John H. Selbie, a merchant of Water- 
town,:Conn., who died several years 
ago. Her husband was for twenty 
years a cotton broker with offices in 
the Cotton Exchange. He was Dep- 
uty Collector of the Port of Baltimore 
during President Cleveland’s second 
Administration. His father, Colonel 
Buchanan Schley, was for years Dem- 
ocratic leader of Western Maryland 
and was a first cousin of Rear Ad- 
miral Winfield Scott Schley of Span- 
ish War fame. . 


Lived With Her Son. 


Mrs. Schley had lived at the Buck- 


ingham for more than a year with her 
son, Buchanan Schley 3d, 21 years old. 
They occupied a four-room suite on the 
top floor of the thirteen-story struc- 
ture. According to Mr. East, Mrs. 
Mrs. Schley and her son dined out Sun- 
day evening with a party of friends. 
During dinner, and later when they 
had returned to the hotel, she com- 
plained of a toothache. Buchanan read 
for a while, Mr. East said, and at 11 
P. M., when he went to his mother’s 
room to bid her good night, she was 
still awake. 

Buchanan, who is also a cotton brok- 
er, arose and dressed shortly after 7 
A. M. yesterday. He went to his 
mother’s room and found it vacant, as 
were all the other rooms in the apart- 
ment. The window in the living room 
was open and Mr. Schley looked out. 
Far below him on the roof of an ex- 
tension at. the second floor level he 
saw a woman’s form. He telephoned 
the hotel office and a patrolman was 
called. The policeman summoned an 
ambulance from Reception Hospital. 
Dr. Gorfman, who responded, said Mrs. 
Schley had died instantly. Her body 
was taken to the West Forty-seventh 
Street Station. 


Positive*’lt Was Not Suicide. 


Mr. Schley telephoned Mr. East who 


soon arrived at the hotel. He said 
that Mrs. Schley had felt her hus- 
band’s death keenly and since had 
been under the intermittent care of 
a physician. Mr. East expressed the 
belief that while suffering from her 
tooth, Mrs. Schley had opened the liv- 
ing room window and had fallen 
through the low casement. She was 
fully clothed save for a hat and coat. 

“You can be positive that this was 
not a suicide,’’ he said. It was said 
at the office of the Chief Medical 
Examiner that Mrs. Schley had been 
listed as having ‘‘fallen or jumped” 
and that this would later be supple- 
mented by the report of Dr. George M. 
Spielman of 315 West Twenty-fourth 
Street, which might not be made for 
several days. ; 

Funeral services for Mrs. Schley will 
be held Wednesday at noon at the 
Universal Funeral Chapel, 597 Lexing- 
ton Avenue. She will be buried beside 
her husband in the family plot at 
Rosehill Cemetery, Hagerstown, Md.

Mills 
and Battle refused to say why they 
had asked the postponement, declaring 
that they will await developments in 
the ‘‘which is the liar’’ battle, believed 
to be impending between Mazer and 
Streitenberger.

Prisoners Fling Catcalls and 
Jeers at-Men Hearing Case 
of Amberg and Weiner. 





STATE BEGINS TESTIMONY 





Witness Declares He Saw Welner 
Run to Auto as Shooting Began 
in Attempted Jall-Break. 





One of the first moves made by the 
prosecution yesterday at the opening 
of the first-degree murder trial of Os- 
car Amberg and Robert Weiner, alias 
Werner, for the killing of Warden Pe- 
ter Mallon last November in the unsuc- 
cessful attempt of three gunmen to 
escape from the Tombs, was to bring 
about a visit of, the jury to the prison 
so see how the State contends the 
jail-break plot was put into effect. : 

The jury, which had been completed 
in rapid time last Friday, accompa- 
nied to the prison by Judge Mancuso, 
Assistant District Attorney Brothers, 


RoBert H. Elder, the defendants’ law- 
yer, and court attendants as guards, 
first inspected the wall at the Centre 
Street and Franklin Street corner of 
the prison, over which it is alleged the 
pistols used in the slaying were thrown 
by Weiner. 


Prisoners Set Up Din. 


When the party entered the prison 
the 700 prisoners in the place set up a 
din which lasted for more than half 
an hour. Catcalls, uncomplimentary 
comments on the courts and the meth- 
ods of dispensing justice were hurled 
at the jurors and the judicial officers 
from the four tiers of the prison. 

So loud became the noise that a large 
crowd soon gathered outside the walls 
of the prison in the belief that another 
jail-break was being attempted. The 
tumult did not subside until Judge 
Mancuso and Mr. Brothers led the 
party back to General Sessions in the 
Criminal Courts Building across the 
street, were the trial was continued by 
the calling of witnesses for the State. 
It developed that the uproar was the 
result of the cutting off of one hour 
from the daily exercise period of the 
prisoners, to enable the jury to make 
an uninterrupted inspection. 

One defendant was a brother of Hy- 
man Amberg, who, with his confeder- 
ates, Michael (Red) McKenna and 
Robert Berg, killed the Warden in his 
office and then killed Keeper Jeremiah 
Murphy in the prison yard a short time 
before the three gunmen shot and 
killed themselves there as policemen 
closed in on them. 

Assistant District Attorney Brothers, 
in his opening address to the jury, ac- 
cused the defendants of having con- 
spired in advance with the three gun- 
men. He charged that the pistols had 
been smuggled to the gunmen in their 
cells after Weiner had thrown them 
over the wall. He also alleged that 
Weiner had hired a fast automobile, 
and that he and Amberg had driven 
off in this car from the main en- 
trance of the prison when the gunmen 
murdered the Warden. 

Weiner had borrowed a chauffeur’s 
license to hire the automobile, the 
prosecutor went on, erasing the chauf- 
feur’s name and substituting his own. 
Weiner and his codefendant had fre- 
quently visited Amberg’s brother in 
the Tombs before the murders, Mr. 
Brothers alleged, and they brought the 
car to the prison, intending to whisk 
the three gunmen away, had they shot 
their way out. 


Says He Saw Weiner Go to Car. 


Proof of the presence of Weiner in 
the automobile in front of the Tombs 
at the time of the murder was offered 


by the prosecutor through the testi- 
mony of Henry C. Teclaw, a salesman, 
of Washington Avenue, White Plains, 
N. Y. This witness swore he had seen 
Weiner run to the car from the prison 
entrance as the gunmen opened fire 
on the Warden inside. 

John F. Burns, one of the Warden’s 
clerks, told the jury of the slaying of 
the Warden in his presence. 

Cornelius Shea, keeper on the third 
tier, where the cells of the three gun- 
men were located on the day of the 
frustrated jail outbreak, testified that 
on the morning of the murder he had 
issued a pass to Oscar Amberg to visit 
his brother in the prison. He added 
that he had noticed Weiner at the vis- 
itors’ entrance on previous occasions. 
Oscar gave the name “J. Cohen, 89 
Forsyth Street,’”’ when he obtained the 
pass, the witness swore. A week be- 
fore, Shea went on, this defendant 
had given the name J. Amberg when 
he obtained a pass.

Association Calis a Conference tn 
Washington—Hopes for 
Modifications. 





Officials and members of the Rer#rve 
Officers Association are up in afms 
over the War Department's new regu- 
lations governing the reserve, which, 
they contend, endanger the fate of the 
association if not of the reserve itself. 
They plan an appeal to Secretary of 
War Davis next Tuesday. 

The new policy was announced in 
January. Since that time protests 
have been wide-spread and members of 
the State associations have shown a 
disposition to withdraw or-not to renew 
their memberships. A conference of 
the. National Council of the Reserve 
Officers Association has been called 
by General Roy Hoffman, President, 
to meet in Washington next Monday. 

A letter addressed to every reserve 
officer and signed by Lieut. Col. Fred 


Cardway, President of the State Asso- 
ciation, has been circulated among the 
members. It declares that “the crucial 
time in the life of the reserve project 
is at hand” and urges ‘every holder 
of a Reserve Commission to join up 
and unite his strength with our asso- 
ciation in this controversy.” 


Object to Promotion Plan. 


Officers of the association declined 
yesterday to discuss the matter or to 
reveal their objections to the new 
policies. [t was learned, however, that 
they object to the proposed plan for 
promotions in the reserve. Te new 
policy would divide the reserve into 
two groups, active and inactive. Pro- 
motions are to be subject to the same 
general rules as in the regular army. 
reserve officers contend that it is not 
feasible to clamp down such a rigid 
set of rules on a volunteer organization 
and that the effect will be to drive 
men-out of the reserve. 

The inelasticity of the proposed 
system, it is held, might make it al- 
most impossible for busy men, givin; 
their spare time to the reserve, to pass 
examinations for promotion in. accord- 
ance with the strict army rules. It is 
also contended that the army system 
of promoting only to fill vacancies 
would deprive many reserve officers of 
all hope of advancement, no matter 
what time and energy they might give 
to the reserve. 

Reserve officers declare that the as- 
sociation is wholly in sympathy, how- 
ever, with the War Department’s aim 
to get the ‘‘dead wood’’ out of the re- 
serve. 

Hope for Modification. 


A communication from the Nationa! 
Headquarters of the Reserve Officers 
Association in Washington declared 
that many “comments and protests’’ 
had been received from officers of 
State Departments and Local Chapters. 
and from members of the Nationa! 
Council, mostly with regard to classifi- 
cation and promotion. The letter de- 
clared that modifications of the new 
policy might be obtained as a result of 
the conference next Fesop: 4 with the 
Secs tary of War and the Chief of the 
Ge.*t¥val Staff of the Army. The letter 
stressed the friendly relations existing 
between the association and the War 
Department, and the commanders of 
units to whom this statement was sent 
were told: 

“You are to understand that your 
National Officers have no desire tu 
build up any objection to these or any 
other War Department plans.”’

RESERVE LOANS INCREASE 





Member Banks Announce Rise In 
the Month of $83,044,000 and of 
$50,891,000 in Week of March 2. 





An increase of $117,673,041 in brokers’ 
loans was announced for February yes- 
terday by the New York Stock Hx- 
change. On Feb. 28 the total net 
loans on collateral by members of the 
Exchange contracted for and carried 
in New York, amounted to $3,256,459,- 
879, which compared with $3,138,786,338 
at the end of January. In the same 
period the total of brokers’ loans an- 
nounced by the reporting Federal Re- 
serve member banks in New York City 
increased $83,044, an expansion of 
$50,891,000 for the week ended March 
2 having been announced yesterday 
by the Federal Reserve authorities. 

The increases in the loan totals were 
accepted as a reflection of expanding 
speculation in the last month. Trans- 
actions on the New York Stock Ex- 
change last month were the largest of 
any February on record, and prices 
moved generally upward. Under these 
circumstances the increase in the loan 
figures was not regarded as unduly 
large. The Stock Exchange loan total 
now is more than $279,000,000 below 
the figure at this time last year, while 
the Federal Reserve figure shows a 
net reduction of more than $235,000,000 
for the year.

CANADIAN GOLD EXPORT 
REPORTED AS CURBED 


Bankers Hear Government Will 
Restrict Shipments—$40,000,- 
000 Received This Year. 





Information reached New York banks 
yesterday that Canadian Government 
authorities were curbing the movement 
of gold from Canada to the United 
States. Despite a dispatch from Ottawa 
which pointed out that the prohibition 
of gold exports, dating back to the war, 
had expired last July, it is understood 
that for the present gold will not be 
allowed to leave Canada in appreciable 


amounts. There are unofficial means 
by which temporary restrictions might 
be placed in effect. 

Shipments have been coming stead- 
ily, the result of depression in Cana- 
dian exchange. A total of $3,500,000 was 
received last week, which followed the 
transfer of more than $40,000,000 of 
gold from Canada to the United States 
since the first of the year. Further 
shipments had been expected owing to 
the discount on the Canadian dollar. 

The report of restrictions on gold 
transfers resulted in further depres- 
sion in Canadian exchange, which was 
quoted at a discount of 13/64 of 1 per 
cent., the largest discount that has 
prevailed for three years. While de- 
tailed information has not been re- 
ceived here, it is understood that the 
Canadian Government took the posi- 
tion that the supply of gold “ear- 
marked” for possible shipment to the 
United States had been exhausted and 
that further transfers would involve 
the use of the Dominion’s reserve. A 
return movement of gold from this 
country to Canada is expected later in 
the year.

OTTAWA, March 7.—Finance Minis- 


ter Robb is confined to his home in 
Valley Field with a cold and could not 
be reached tonight for a statement 
concerning a report current in New 
York that Canada had stopped exports 
of gold. Deputy Minister Sounders, 
however, said there was no prohibition 
of gold exports at present, the order 
having expired last July. He added 
that some of the Canadian banks were 
shipping a little gold to New York.

The New Railway Bill. 

The new bill on railroad consolida- 
tion, introduced in the closing hours of 
the recent Congress and subsequently 
described in news dispatches, met 
much approval in r~ilroad circles yes- 
terday. Sevefal of its provisions co- 
incide with frequenily expressed views 
of railroad managers. Chief of these 
is that which would make consolida- 


tion optional rather than compulsory. 
Railroad men have long »2bjected to 
compulsory consolidation on the 
ground that it is impractical and has 
been proved to be undesirable by ex- 
perience in other countries. It was 
also asserted that the provision of the 
bill relieving the Interstate Commerce 
Commission from the duty of devis- 
ing a set plan of consolidation was in 
accordance with the views of members 
of the commission, in addition to that 
of the railroads.

Discounting the Market. 

Certain brokerage interests were in 
dispute yesterday over the question 
whether the market has discounted the 
greater part of the probable develop- 
ments calculated to stimulate buying. 
The view was expressed by several 
houses that the market at the present 
level has given effect to most of such 
news or forecasts; others insisted, how- 
ever, that a great deal may happen in 
all departments of finance and indus- 
try within the near future to encourage 
a fresh demand for stocks. A major- 
ity of the brokers questioned agreed, 
however, that the future may have in 
store quite a number of possible de- 
velopments that might create selling.

Changes in Brokers’ Loan. 


The opposite trends in brokers’ loans 
as reported by the New York Stock 
Exchange and by the Federal Reserve 
member banks attracted attention, but 
the difference was not so great as has 
been the case on previous occasions. 
The increase of more than $100,000,000 
reported by the Exchange was not re- 
garded as unduly large, considering 
the fact that last month was the larg- 
est February on record in volume of 
trading and with prices on the up- 
grade, conditions which usually make 
for an enlargement of the loan total. 
A large part of the borrowing, as is 
frequently the case, was done through 
institutions other than those in the 
Federal Reserve system.

Adjusting Public Debt Structure. 

The Treasury’s financing, particu- 
larly the arrangements for refunding 
the second Liberty bonds now out- 
standing to the amount of approxi- 
mately $3,000,000,000, won high praise 
in the financial district: It is taken 
for granted hat ull the Second Lib- 
erties will be called in, if not through 
exchange into the new five-year notes, 
then through purchases by the sinking 
fund or from Treasury surplus. This 
will leave the Treasury free to concen- 
trate for the next year on the Third 
Liberty bonds, which will mature in 
1928. There are outstanding about 
$2,300,000,000 of the Thirds, which com- 
pares with an original issue of $4,175,- 
000,000. With further reductions likely 
within the next year, it is probable 
that the problem of retiring the Thirds 
will be solved a considerable time be- 
fore the maturity date. Incidentally, 
the savings in interest will provide for 
the expansion of the operations of the 
sinking fund.

Second Liberties Expected to Gain 
on Belated Announcement of 
Terms of Exchange.

Transactions in United ‘States Gov- 
ernment securities almost monopolized 
activities in the bond maftket yester- 
day. Sales of these securities, amount- 
ing to $3,649,200, were the largest of 
any session since Dec. 12, 1925, and 
prices advanced from 1- = to % of a 
point. 

This strength and scty of the 

Government issues resulted from the 
terms of the new Treasury financing, 
which consists of the issuance of $450,- 
000,000 of short-term securities, as 
against maturities totaling approxi- 
mately $660,000,000. Announcement of 
the Treasury’s offering of new 3% per 
cent. notes in exchange for the out- 
standing Second Liberty 4% per cent. 
bonds came too late for market con- 
sideration, but in discussions late in 
the afternoon it was regarded as a 
factor making for increased strength 
in the Government bond list. 
Five new high records for the ‘year 
were made in the prices of Govern- 
ment issues, and two sold at the high- 
est in their history. The highs for all 
time were established in the Treasury 
4%s and the Treasury 4s, while the 
first 4s, first 44s and the fourth 4%s 
sold at their highest levels so far this 
year. The Second and Third Liberties 
were firm but remained slightly below 
the high levels established some time 
ago. The last-named issues are becom- 
ing less and less market factors. The 
Seconds, through the redemption op- 
tion this year, had already been 
classed as short-term obligations, and 
it is expected that their prices now 
will be pretty well anchored by the 
Treasury’s offer to take them in ex- 
change for its new five-year notes. 
The Thirds will mature next year, and 
the Treasury is steadily diminishing 
the outstanding supply of them 
through the workings of the sinking 
fund. 

The Treasury’s operations directed 

new attention to the steady diminish- 
ing of the supply of Government long- 
term obligations in recent years. The 
operation with regard to: the Second 
Liberty 4%s was regarded as the out- 
standing transaction of its kind. There 
are a little more than $3,000,000,000 of 
these bonds outstanding.

RAILWAY MEN FAVOR 
TRANSPORTATION ACT 


Proposal for Voluntary Mergers 
Commended Especially—Time 
to Consider Bill. 








Provision for voluntary mergers in 
the Railway Consolidation act of 1927, 
introduced in the closing hours of the 
recent Congress, won general approval 
in railway circles here yesterday. Al- 
though the act had not been studied 
fully by railroa@ men willing to com- 
ment on it, this one provision was 
singled out for commendation. The 
compulsory mergers proposed in the 


Transportation act of 1920 always had 
aroused criticism by spokesmen for the 
railroads. 

The new bill, introduced in the House 
by James S. Parker, Chairman of the 
Committee on Interstate Commerce, 
was too late for consideration but in 
time to receive protracted considera- 
tion before the next session of Con- 
gress. Like the act of 1920, it would 
be an amendment to the Interstate 
Commerce act, and its provisions for 
mergers would supersede those of the 
previous act. 

Alfred P. Thom, Chairman of the 
Association of Railway Executives, 
testified before the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee before that body re- 
ported it out, it was learned yesterday. 
This was taken as an indication that 
the measure, in part at least, reflects 
the opinion of men within the trans- 
portation industry. 

“‘That looks like common sense,’’ was 
the comment of one railroad official in 
discussing the new. conditions for 
mergers. Others said the bill appar- 
ently provided for the continuation of 
competition between the larger rail- 
roads, a feature which railroad men 
have maintained is essential in keeping 
service at satisfactory levels. 

Another important feature of the bill, 
railroad men said, was that it would 
take from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the duty of devising a 
set plan for consolidating the rail- 
roads. Although the commission made 
public a tentative plan of consolida- 
tion, its members expressed the wish 
that they be relieved of the responsi- 
bility of immediately devising pians 
for uniting the country’s railroads. 
Commissioner Eastman a year ago ex- 
pressed the view that consolidations 
should evolve in the light of experience 
rather than on get lines.

STATEN ISLAND EDISON 
TRANSFER AUTHORIZED 


Public Service Commission Gives 
Capital Control to State Gas 
and Electric Corp. 








The New York State Gas and Hlec-: 
tric Corporation has been authorized 
by the Public Service Commission to 
acquire all the capital stock of the 
Staten Island Edison Corporation. 

The opinion of Chairman William A. 
Prendergast of the Public Service 
Commission was that the companies 
aré controlled by the same interests, 
thé Associated Gas and Electric Com- 
pany owning 100 per cent. of the stock 
of the New York State Gas and Elec- 


trie Corporation. 

The opinion further says that ‘‘the 
petitioner and the Staten Island Edi- 
son Corporation are well known to this 
commission and they have been before 
it many times during the last five 
years. The reorganization, of which 
the Staten Island Edison Company is 
the product, was effected under the 
direction of this commission, the fi- 
nancing essential to that reorganiza- 
tion having been approved by it.” 

The principal reason is to better the 
credit position of the Staten Island 
Edison Corporation, the opinion con- 
tinues, and its position in this respect 
has been constantly improving since 
its organization. It is operating in a 
growing territory and the demands for 
extensions and new financing are im- 
perative. The opinion says this can be 
brought about better with the coopera- 
tion of the New York State Gas and 
Electric Corporation, which is directly 
owned by the Associated Gas and 
Electric Company. 

The opinion also says that through 
the close relationship which already 
has been established the Staten Island 
Edison Corporation may ultimately be 
furnished with power through inter- 
connection with the transmission lines 
of the New York State Gas and Elec- 
tric Corporation and intercommunica- 
tion with the Public Service Corpora- 
tion of New Jersey. 

The commission says it is believed 
that extensions which are contem- 
plated and those already under way 
will improve the position of the Staten 
Island Edison Corporation so that it 
may be in satisfactory position to meet 
the expected demands of the future. 
The commission also holds that the 
public interests will be served by the 
granting of the petition.

Letter Declares That Controlling

RICHMOND, Va., March 7.—Declar- 
ing that the proposed Chesapeake & 
Ohio stock ownership of the Erie and 
Pere Marquet Railroads involves the 
accomplishment, through different 
though equally objectionable means, of 
@ merger of the C. & O. with other 
roads now controlled by the Nickel 
Plate Company, already held by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission not 
to be in the public interest, Chesa- 
peake & Ohio minority stockholders 
have addressed a letter to other stock- 
holders setting forth that: 

“Any proposal having this result is, 
in the opinion of this (stockholders’ 
protective) committee, legally and 
morally unsound and should never be 
approved by any governmental agencv. 
“Acquisition of stock control of the 
Erie and Pere Marquette by your com- 
pany at the prices paid for shares al- 
ready acquired and at the prices pro- 
posed to be paid in exercising so-called 
options from O. P. Van Sweringen and 
the Nickel Plate, or in the present 
market, involves payment of prices 


greatly in excess of the fair value of 
the stocks proposed to be acquired. 


Declare Share Prices Artificial. 


‘‘Purchase of such additional shares 
of Pere Marquette stock in the pre- 
vailing market as is necessary to ac- 
quire proposed control by your com- 


pany will necessarily involve the pay- 
ment of artificial and highly excessive 
prices that do not, in the opinion of 
the committee, represent either present 
or potential property values.”’ 

It is proposed under the present plan, 
says the statement, to transfer froi 
the Vaness Company and Nickel Plate, 
both of which companies are controlled 
by the Van Sweringens, Erie and Pere 
Marquette stocks owned by those com- 
panies, ‘‘at enormous profits.”’

NOTES ANOMALIES 
IN BUSINESS TREND 


Prosperity, Despite Unfavorable 
Factors, May Be Due to ‘Economic 
Revolation,’ Chandler Says. 





.“Nod one can review .the recent 
course of business without recognizing 
three notable facts,’’ says Henry A. E. 
Chandler, economist of the National 
Bank of Commerce of New York, in 
Commerce Monthly. These three facts, 
he says, are: 

“That both volume of business and 
of profits have already exceéded: rea- 
sonably anticipated: bounds; that this 
business movement. has been oc- 
casioned by or accompanied by a series 
of extraordinary developments, some 
of which on the basis of past perform- 
ance could riot be expected to continue 
long; that this period of prosperity has 
developed in the face of some definite- 
ly unfavorable factors which hereto- 
fore. have been associated with periods 
of low. volume of business and low 
profits. 

“Among the specific factors that 
have given most occasion for thought 
have been: that notwithstanding the 
existence of excess credit pressing for 
employment, the general commodity 
price level has for the period as a 
whole moved within a ‘comparatively 
narrow range and for the last eighteen 
months has moved definitely. down- 
ward; that notwithstanding the recent 
decline in ‘the :price level and the 
maintenance of extraordinarily high 
wage levels, resulting in a spread of 
nearly fifty points between the wage 
level in manufacturing industries and 
the cost of living, industry has been 
able to make large profits; that con- 
trary to our usual experience, this pe- 
riod of .business recovery. was begun, 
and a high degree of prosperity at- 
tained, while the buying power of a 
large part of the rest 6f the world was 
lagging behind its normal volume and 
that of the American farmer was at 
low ebb. 

“If prosperity has been due to ex- 
traordinary factors, then we ought not 
to: be surprised. to' see the business 
movement recede to a point perhaps 
considerably, below. the recent high 
level. On the other hand, if any con- 
siderable weight is to be given to the 
theory that there has occurred some- 
thing akin to an economic revolution, 
which in a sense has provided a new 
basis for industry,’ and which has 
brought a self-renewing ‘force into our 
domestic market, then the outlook for 
the continuance of prosperity should 
be good.”’

Commerce Department Figares 
for 1,269 Meat Concerns Show 
18 Per Cent. Rise Over 1923. 


“WASHINGTON, March 7 (%).— 
Wholesale slaughtering and meat 
packing plants were reported by the 
Commerce Department today to have. 
had a total output in 1925-valued at 
$3,050,286,201, an increase of 18° per 
cent. over 1923, the preceding census 
year. ; 

“Every item,” the department said, 
“shows an increase in value as com- 
pared with 1923, but decreases in 
quantities appear for fresh and cured 
pork and for lard. For nearly every 
product the rate of increase in price 
was greater than that in quantity, or 
an increase in price was accompanied 
by a decrease in quantity.” 

Leading items entering into the total 
for 1925 were: Fresh beef, 5,064,507,621 
pounds, valued at $661,103,013; fresh 
pork, 2,827,926,362 pounds, $516,468,750; 
cured pork, smoked  1,236,004,732 
pounds, $336,121,817; cured pork not 
smoked, 2,059,932,717 pounds, $415,682,- 
687; lard, 1,672,334,129 pounds, $279,- 
624,570. 

Animals slaughtred were: Beeves, 
10,853,921, an increase of 6.6 per cent. ; 
calves, 5,775,640, increase 13.2 per 
cent.; sheep and lambs, 13,616,405, in- 
crease 3.2 per cent.; hogs, 48,072,511, 
decrease 15.7 per cent. 

Of the 1,269 establishments report- 
ing for 1925, which was a decrease of 
9.2 per cent., 153 were located in Penn-

These fig- 
ures, shown in the monthly statement 
of the American Iron and Steel. Insti- 
tute, made public yesterday, repre- 
sent the calculated monthly production 
of all companies. 

The February output of all com- 
panies reporting to the institute was 
3,520,670 tons compared with 3,597,509 
tons in January. The approximate 
daily production of all companies in 
February was 155,232 tons against 
146,419 tons in January, while the per- 
centage of operations in February was 
86.45. as compared with 81.54 in Janu- 
ary. The percentage figur2s are based 
on the theoretical yearly capacity of 


all companies as of Dec. 31, 1925, of 
55,844,033 tons.

RUBBER PRICES DROP AGAIN

Half-Cent Decline in Near Posi- 
tions Last Week Is 
Followed by Rally. 








LARGE EXPORTS A FACTOR 





Southern Advices Reflect a Quieter 
Situation In the Spot 
Market. 








The decline of half a cent in near 
positions toward the close of the week 
attracted more liberal price fixing for 
mill account and the cotton market 
recovered $1 a bale yesterday. Large 
exports and an improvement in for- 
eign prices steadied the market, with 
final quotations at a gain of 11 to 17 
points on the day. Though Southern 
advices reflected a quieter spot situ- 
ation following the extreme activity of 
the past few weeks, no important 
change in the basis occurred and little 
selling pressure was experienced from 
any quarter. Spot sales at Southern 
markets fell off to 28,000 bales at an 
advance of 10 to 15 points in quota- 
tions. 

After selling less than 40 points 
under December at one time last week, 
the spread between May and the new 
crop delivery widened out to 48 points. 
There was an evident tendency to- 
ward narrowing differences between 
New York and New Orleans on distant 
positions, July in both markets selling 
at the same figure several times 
during the day. October here sold 17 
points over the Southern market re- 
cently, but buying of new crop months 
reduced the spread to 7 points. The 
local running stock increased to 227,-

According to Washington estimates, 
the world’s production of cotton will 
aggregate 29,000,000 this season com- 


pared with 27,900,000 last year. This 
is based on an American crop of 18,- 
618,000, but the final census figures 
will not be issued for another two 
weeks. In seventeen countries outside 
of the United States the yield is 
placed at 8,858,000 compared with 10,- 
125,000 last year. As a result of smaller 
foreign growths, the department 





already nearly a million and three- 
quarters over "ast season and within 
400,000 bales of the entire twelve 
months’ exports ending July 81, 1926. 

Though temperatures in the cotton 
belt were generally higher than last 
week, heavy rains occurred in parts 
of Texas and Oklahoma. Cotton in 
South Texas is reported up to a good 
stand earlier than usual.

WHEAT UNSETTLED, 
WITH LIGHT TRADE 


An.Upturn in Liverpool Affects 
the Market, but Profit-Taking 
Brings a Decline. 








MARKET LITTLE CHANGED 





Corn Shows Weakness Early, but 
Aggressive Buying of May 
Stiffens Prices,

CHICAGO, March 7.—The wheat 
market was decidedly unsettled, open- 
ing as much as % cent higher in sym- 
pathy with an upturn of % to 1 penny 
in Liverpool and strengt> in Winnipeg. 
Heavy profit-taking developed in the 
latter market and led to increased 
pressure here, with the close at the 
bottom with net losses of % to % cent 
with May leading. Houses with North- 
western connections were persistent 
sellers. Winnipeg lost % to 1% cents 
for the day while Buenos Aires was 
% cent higher. Trade in the aggre- 
gate was not large. There was some 
buying of futures early credited to 
foreign account. 

Comparatively little change in the 
general wheat situation is seen by a 
majority of traders and commission 
houses and the general disposition is 
to wait for some fresh developments 
before taking a decided stand one way 
or the other. The outlook for the new 
crop is regarded as very favorable at 
the present, with further rains re- 
ported in parts of Nebraska and in the 
Central West, and so far there have 
been no complaints of consequence. 

The total visible supply is now 53,- 
306,000 bushels, against 54,883,000 
bushels the previous week, and 33,925,- 
000 bushels last year. Primary arrivals 
today were 1,168,000 bushels, week ago, 
1,338,000 bushels; lasc year, 694,000 
bushels. Shipments, 425,000 bushels, 
week ago, 366,000 bushels; last year, 
305,000 bushels. 

The corn market was weak early, 
but reversed its action later and with 
aggressive buying of. May and selling 
of July, credited to an industry, the 
close was unchanged to 3 cent higher, 
with May showing the most strength. 

The demand for cash corn was slow, 
with the spot basis unchanged to 1'4 
cents lower, with No. 4 grades on track 
quoted at 14% to 17 cents under the 
May, while No. 3 grades were 7 to 9 
cents under. Country offerings were 
small. 

The visible supply increased 2,234,000 
bushels for the week and is 47,337,000 
bushels, against 45,103,000 bushels the 
previous week and 35,213,000 bushels 
last year.

WINTER WHEAT CROP 
NOW PROMISES WELL 


Believed That Less Acreage Than 
Usaal Was Winter-Killed 
This Season. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, March 8.—A bearish influ- 
ence in wheat is the favorable outlook 
for the new crop which prevails at the 


present time. A private report shows 
condition of around 86, compared with 
the Government’s figures of 81.8 on 
Dec. 1. This improvement in condition 
is taken as reflecting less than the 
normal amount of Winter killing. 

With 41,800,000 acres seeded last Fall, 
the area that will remain for harvest 
is expected to exceed the 37,000,000 
acres of 1926. March is usually a criti- 
cal month and much damage has fre- 
quently occurred during that period; 
but it has been very noticeable that 
there have been very few complaints 
so far this month, and with a good 
supply of moisture "there appears to be 
little prospect of a crop scare develop- 
ing for several weeks at least. 

Agitation for farm relief is by no 
means a dead letter despite the fact 
that Congress has adjourned, and 
more will probably be heard regarding 
this in the immediate future, although 
it is hardly probable that anything 
will come of it. It is apparently the 
desire on the part of some farm relief 
advocates to force farmers to enter a 
compulsory pool ‘through legislation 
under the guise of farm relief meas- 
ures. 

There is no question raised but that 
farmers are securing less for their 
labor for raising crops than is the city 
worker for his labor, and this condi- 
tion cannot exist for any great length 
of time without readjustment. How 
o bring about this readjustment is puz- 
zling business and grain men.

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BAN ON GEM FRAUD UPHELD. 





Conviction of Dealers for Falsely 
Marking Platinum Sustained. 
District Attorney Banton was noti- 
fied yesterday of a unanimous decision 
of the Appellate Division of the Su- 


tion. in Special Sesssions recently of 
Abraham and Max Suderov, jewelers, 
for violating the Trade-Mark law. 
The Suderovs were found guilty on 
the charge of Thomas Morgan, an in- 
spector of the Bureau of Weights and 
Measures, that a bracelet bought’ by 
Morgan from them was not platinum, 
as its mark indicated, but 99 per cent. 
gold and 1 per cent. platinum, used as 
@ coating. 


It was the first case brought before 
the courts ‘in connection with the 
amendment to the law dealing with 
the proper marking of jewelry as gold 
or silver and providing that, after 
September, 1920, all platinum jewelry 
must be similarly marked as proof of 
its genuineness. Justice Finch wrote 
the opinion, in which hé said: 

“A deceptive mark placed upon an 
article of jewelry enhances the market 
value of the article over its real worth 
in direct ratio to the deceptiveness of 
the mark. When the mark is placed 
upon métal which, by looks and label, 
does not purport to be anything else 
but platinum, this mark most naturally 
would denote to a purchaser that the 
article was composed entirely of plati- 
num. We thus have an article appear- 
ing physically to be platinum and so 
marked as to purport also to be of 
platinum, when indeed it contains but 
a small percentage of the metal.”

Each bidder must state 
the rate at which he will transport 
1,500 pounds daily, with the under- 
standing that as the poundage in- 
creases the rate will decrease. 

The route is open to bidders regard- 
less of residence. The schedule to be 
adopted will require an average flying 
speed of at least ninety miles per hour, 
with due allowance for weather con- 
ditions. 

Bond in the amount of $25,000 must 
be furnished with each bid. The con- 
tract bond of the successful bidder will 
be fixed at not less than $500,000. The 
successful bidder must agree to pro- 
vide necessary space to permit handling 
and distribution of mails by postoffice 
employes, and to permit planes of 
other contractors on connecting lines 
to land and take off.

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FUR UNION PUSHES 
“WAR ON THE REDS 


Enroll to Solidify Its Ranks 
Against Foes. 





A. F. OF L. JOINS IN APPEAL 


. 
Gold, in Counter-Attack, Ridicules 
the International and Orders 
Employes to Ignore It. 








The International Fur Workers Un- 
ion, which dissolved the Communist- 
led Joint Board of Fur Workers last 
week, opened headquarters yesterday 
at 31 East Twenty-seventh Street and 
issued a call to members asking that 
they register their loyalty to the In- 
ternational officials and the American 
Federation of Labor by enrclling. 
Ozier Schachtman, President of the 
International Union, said last night 
that several hundred. furriers had al- 
ready availed themselves of the re- 
quest. 

The appeal, which was also issued 
in the name of the special committee 
of the A. F. of L. handling the situa- 
tion, charged that for a year the Com- 
munists had misled the Joint Board, 
that “comrades and associates of the 
Trade Union Educational League or its 
Furriers’ Section” received preference 
at jobs and were permitted to work 
overtime illegally while other members 
were fined large sums for the most 
trifling irregularity. 

“When any trouble arises in a 
shop and workers are. lajd off, the 
Communist officials try first and fore- 
mdst to protect their’ faithful com- 
rades,” the statement continued. ‘‘All 
others are ignored and must ‘suffer.’’ 

It was charged also that the Joint 
Board squandered thousands of dollars 
during last year’s strike, that local 
meetings were packed with . cliques 
from other trades. who railroaded 
through the orders of the Communist 
Party. 

Members were advised to disregard 
orders received from the Joint Board 
and were ordered to pay no dues, to 
any but the International Union. Those 
in arrears will be allowed to make 
them up by paying ten cents for each 
week of arrears and thus maintain 
their good standing. 

A counterattack by Ben Gold, man- 
ager of the Joint Board, was issued 
last night, ridiculing the International 
as ‘fa ten-cent union.” 

The statement appealed to the rank 
and file for support in the struggle 
against the International and asserted 
that the ‘‘Furriers Union is now con- 
sidered one of the strongest and one 
of the most progressive unions.” 

“The Furriers Union now occupies a 
highly respectable position in the 
working class movement,”’ the state- 
ment continued. Members were or- 
dered not to take orders from Mr. 
Schachtman and his associates and to 
pay the $25 special tax levied ‘‘unani- 
mously” by the members of the four 
local unions in the Joint Board last 
week. 


MASS EXCITEMENT 
LAID TO SUNSPOTS 


Dr. V. P. De Smitt Says Russian 
Scientist Has Traced World Un- 


rest to Solar Phenomena. 





The excitement of human masses, 
marked by wars, revolutions, migra- 
tions and religious conflict, alternating 
with periods of mankind’s comparative 
indifference and inertia, has been 
found by a Russian scientist to coin- 
cide roughly in time with cycles of 
activity or inactivity in sunspots, Dr. 
Viadimir P. DeSmitt told an audience 
last night at the American Museum of 
Natural History. 

Dr. DeSmitt is an instructor in mete- 
orology at Columbia. He told of an 
investigation by a friend of his, Pro- 
fessor A. L. Tchijevsky of Moscow, 
covering the histories of seventy-two 
peoples over twenty-four centuries—an 
inquiry carried on while living in such 
squalor that the Moscow Board of 
Health condemned the scientist’s quar- 
ters as unfit for human habitation 
when they were examined. While Pro- 
fessor Tchijevsky was tracing sunspot 
activity from the writings of ancient 
Orientals to modern data, taken 
through powerful telescopes, he was 
living on a scant diet of black bread 
and dried herring because. of poverty, 
Dr. DeSmitt narrated. 

More recently, in better quarters but 
still hampered by privation, Dr, Tchi- 
jevsky has been experimenting with 
the nervous excitability of bees and 
rats by varying ionization of the air, 
to try to learn the effect of the sun 
upon all animal life from a biological 
and chemical point of view. According 
to Dr. DeSmitt, Tchijevsky’s discover- 
ies have been haited in Europe as indi- 
cating a.degree of control.over human 
health and activity by the sun, which 
has not been accepted as plausible 
since the time when ancient races wor- 
a the sun as a personal ruling 
god.

—Arthur Shaw, 27 years old, who 
killed himself with a shotgun Friday 
after his inseparable chum, John 
Contranbone, 16 years old, had been 
murdered the previous Sunday, met 
death by “a gunshot wound, self-in- 
flicted,’’ according to the verdict of a 
Coroner’s jury which met here today. 


Prosecutor William H. Campbell of 
Cape May County said he was con- 
vinced that evidence pointing to Shaw 
as the murderer of Contranbone had 
solved the mystery surrounding the 
younger man’s death. He said he 
would present all the known facts in 
the case to the Grand Jury when it 
meets Wednesday. 

County Detective Wardell Higbee 
made public yesterday a number of 
incidents which tended to implicate 
Shaw, and expressed the belief that 
Shaw had killed himself because of 
the growing amount of circumstantial 
evidence against him. Shaw was 
buried today in the Cold Spring Cem- 
etery near here.
